TT hecause the Mooa dors not pass the Meridian in every civil day, Dut is wanting 
todo so, once at lenst ina civil moath, and as oue Moon's Meridian passage produces 
two High Water tides, there are in every Lunar month not less than two High 
‘Water tides wanting ; therefore on two days every inouth, falling some times after 
Midnight sometimes after Noon, no time for High Water is given. The march of the 
Hee wave over the surface of the acean is of immense rapiuity, the crest of the wave 
tracelling round the globe in every Lunar day. 

In a piace like Calcutta, ao far removed from the Sen, the tides are strongly affected by 
the Monsvons, occasional winds, the freshes, ‘and various tocal causes, so that it wilt 
always remain an imperfectly solved problem to give the times of the High Water with 
accuracy ;. It will always, however, be found that for any period there will be but 
twice the Number of High Water tiles, as the Moon passes the Meridian. 

The calculations for this year, aud the four preceding years for the times of High 
‘Water, have been made agresubly to ‘La Place’s Theory on Tides, From a comparison 
with the times of High Water actually abserved and recorded in Books kept for that 
purpose by Capt. A. Cordon, superintendant of Kyu's Dockyord, it avpears that the 
times given in this columo,. were much nearer the truth than those given before, 
differing generally in a fow minutes oniy, whilst in former years the difference 
‘amounted frequently to 2 and even 3 or more bonrs.

“The two columus of the Sun's rising and setting include the refraction, which causes the 

Sun to rise on the eastern horizon about two minutes earlier, and to set onthe wesltrd, 
spout two minutes later than he would rise or set were the earth not surrounded by 
fu Atmosphere. Refraction is not exactly of the same duration throughout the whole 
year, its max, duration is when the aun rises or sets with the greatest obliquity to the

pendicularly to the borizon as in Jane and July.

1833, is found- 
ed on the same unit as the rupee of the equalized monetary systesi, 
of British India, it having been found that the weicht of the Ma-. 
dras, Bombay, dnd Furukhabad rupec, already “very generally _ 
used throughout upper and western India, as_ the foundation ef 
the seer and maund, could be substituted for the sicca weight of

_ The uncr of the British Indian ponderary system is called the 
TOLAT Lt weights 180 grains English troy weight. From it up- 
-wards are derived’the heavy weights, viz: Chitak, seer, and Mun 
(or Maund) ;—and by*its subdivision the small or jeweller’s weights, 
called mashas, rutives, and dhans. ‘

The Pusseree is, as its name denotes, a five-seer weight,’ and 
therefore should not form an integrant point of the scale; but as 
its use is very general, it has been introduced for the convenience. 


The Seer being the commonest weight in use in the retail 
business of the Bazars in India, and being liable, according to the 
pernicious system hitherto prevalent, to vary in weight for every 
article sold as well’as for every market, is generally referred-to the 
common unit in native mercantile dealings, as, “ the seer of so‘ima- 
ny éolas,” (or siccas, barees, takas, &c.) The standard or bazar 
seer being always 80 tolas. ’ =. 


The Chitak is the lowest denomination of the gross eiguts, 
and is commonly divided into halves and quarters, (called in Ben- 
galee, kucha ;) thus marking the line between the two series, which 
are otherwise connected by the relation of the segr;%e: fo the tola. 

« The Tola is chiefly used in the ated ne me- 
tals and coin; all bullion at the mints is received in this denomi- 
nation, and the tables of bullion produce are calculated per 100 


tolas, t is also usual at the mints to make the subdivisions of the 
tola into annas (sixteenths)'and pie, in lieu of mashas and ruttees. 


Mashas, ruttees, and dhans, are used chiefly by native gold- 
smiths and jewellers. They are also employed in the native eva- 
luation by assay of the precious metals; thus 10 mashas fine, sig- 
nifies 10-!2ths pure, and corresponds to “10-0z. touch” of the 
English assay report or silver. ‘There is a closer accordance with 
the English gold assay scale, inasmuch as the 96 ruttees in a_ tola 
exactly represent the 96 carat grains in the gold assay pound, and 
the dhan, the quarter grain. As it is sometimes necessary to con- 
vert the assay report from one denomination into the other}, the 
following comparative table is here inserted.

(of which the unit was the old Moorshedabad rupee weight of 
179,666 troy grains, called the sicca weight,) in all Government trans- 


actions, a corresponding adjustment was made of all the weights 
in use at the several Government offices of the metropolis—the eus- 
toni-house, the mint, the treasury, the bank, and the police; and 
sets of standard seer and tola weights of brass were ordered to be 
prepared at the mint for distribution to all the collector’s otlices of 
the Bengal presidency. 

The regulation in question expressly avoided enforcing the

Factory Weights. 


There is another species of weight employed in some branches 
of the commerce of Calcutta which it will be necessary to 
expel before uniformity can be established. This is they system “of 
factory weights originally used by “the English factory at Ben- 
gal,” and now generally retained in the commercial transactions 6f 
the Government, although long since superseded in their customs 
and revenue business by the bazar weights. 

Tt would appear to have been adopted in 1787 to save calea- 
lation in the home remittances of produce, three factoy maunds 
being almost exactly equal to two hundred weight avoidupois. ~ 

‘A moment’s inspection of the Calcutta price-current will be 
sufficient to prove the great inconvenience which the retention of 
the two-fold system must cause, Some articles are quoted at 
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-* stecg rupees per Lazar maund,” other at “ sicca rupees per fac- 

fory maund,” and others again at “current rupees per factory 
mud,” the current rupee being an imaginary money, of which 
116 are assumed equal to 100 sicca! 


To increase the perplexity, the same article is often estimated 
in a different scale as it comes from different places; thus, Rad- 
nagore and Bauleal silk are sold per bazar seer: while Kasimba- 
zav and. Gonatea silk, per factory seer. Tin, iron, verdigtis, 

« Sapan and English copp¢r per ‘ sicca rupees and factory maund ?— 
steel, zinc, lead, mercury, and South American copper, per current 

«rupees and factory maund!—Gum Benjamin is sold by faclory, 
all other gums by bazar weight :—stick lac by the former, but 
slicll Jac and lac dye by the latter ! 

Many more examples might be furnished of similar inconsis- 
tency. Saltpetre, indigo, silk, the produce of the Straits, and me« 
tals are the principal articles sold hy the factory maund; while 

" grdinysugar, cottou, most articles of food, and all of retail bazar 
consumption, are sold by the bazar weight. 
-, The old bazar maund was defined to be ten per cent. heavier 
than the factory maund, therefore the latter will be equal to 74 Ib. 
“10 oz. 10.666 dr. avoirdupois; the seer to 1 Ib. 33 oz. 13.866 dr. 
and the chitak to 1 oz. 13.366 dr. ‘ 


From the simple relation of the factory to the bazar weight, 

there can be no difficulty whatever in substituting the latter in its 

_ place, in the valuation of sueh articles of commerce as are still 

"estimated by the former :—nothing more being necessary than to 

" add ten per cent. to the prices, formerly quoted per factory maund. 

Thus ; indigo sold at 100 or 200 rupees per factéry maund, will 

- now be 110 or 220 rupees per mun, and so of other goods. As 

such goods are invariably weighed at the custom-house on the new 

- system, and the duty or drawback calculated accordingly, it is only 

. asource of perplexity to buy and sell by the obsolete weight ; and 

» to retain two species of weights in a ware-house, must obviously 

open the door to continual mistakes, if not occasionally even to 
fraudulent interchange.

I.—THE CALENDAR, ano 11s SUCCESSIVE REFO RMS, 


The divisions of time, such aa they are presented in the Calendar, are com. 
posed of days, weeks, months, and years. The modes of determining these divi 
slong, have beea various amongst the nations of antiquity, and there are still vari 
ations ia these modes in the modern world. * 


‘I'he manner of reckoning the pays by the ancient Jews, and which subsists 
amongst that people at the present time, is, to commence the day at a certain hout 
of the evening, aud to fidish it on the next evening at the same hour, Thue their 
sabbath begins ou “the afternoon of Friday, and is completed on the afterncaq 
of Saturday. ‘he Roman Catholic church also commences its fet i 
evening ; and this custum is retained amongst ourselves in some of 
Observances, such as the eve of St. Suhn, and Christmas eve, 


The civil day now commences at 12 o'clock at midnight, and lasts till the 
same hour of the following night. The civil day ie distinguished from the astso- 
ginical day, which begins at noon, and is couated up to 24 hours, terminating at 
the sucseeding noon. ‘This mode of reckoning the day, is that used in the Nau- 
tical Almanac, and it sometimes leads to mistakes with persons not familiar with 
“this manner of computation: a little considerativa will obviate the difficuhy. 
Tous, January 10, fifteen hours ia astronomical time, is January 11, 3 in th 
morning, civil time. In France, and in mubt of the states of Europe, as with us, 
-the hoursare counted up to 12, from midnight till noon, and from noon till mid> 
night. {a parts of Italy, and of Germany, the day is held to commence about 
sun-set, and the hours are counted on till the next san-set. This mode is’ rer: 
inconvenient to travellers, as the soon of the “Italian houra” at the sumina 
sulstice is 16 o’clock, aad 19 o'clock at the winter solatices 


The English names of the days of the week are derived from the Saxons ; 
and they partly adepted these names from the more, civilized natioas of antiquity; 
The following ingenious origin of the ancient names has been suggested in con: 
nexion with astrouomical science. ‘The planetary arrangement of Ptolemy was 
thas 1, Saturn; 2, Jupity; 3, Mars: 4, the Sun; 5, Venns; 6, Mercury; 7 the 
Moon. Mach ofthese planets wassupposed io preside, successively, over each 

~hourvof the 24 of each day, in the order above given. In this way Saturn would 
preside over the first hour of the first day; Jupiter over the second hour; Mars 
over.the third ; the Sun over the fourth,and 80 on, ‘I'hus the Sun presiding over 
ihe fourth, eleveoth, aad eighteenth hours of the first day. would preside over 
the first hour of the second day, and carrying oo the series, the Moon would preside 
over the first hour of the third day, Marsover the first hour of the fourth day, 
‘Meicary over the first hour of the filth day, Jupiter over the first hour of the sixth 
day, aud Venus over the first hour of the seventh day. Hence, the names of the 
days yet used in the learned professions throughout Burope. The present English 
paiyes are derived from the Saxon:—

¢ -ON THE CALENDAR, AND ITS SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 


Almost ail aations have regulated their monrus, in a great degree, by tha 
rerolation of the moon. Some have endeavoured to unite this division with the 
> annual course of the sun, by an augmectation of days at the end of each year, 
or by adding a thirteenth month at the end of every third year. The Jews and 
the Athenians followed this latter method; the Macedonians, and some nations 
of Asia, assigned their months 30 and 31 days; the Turks and the Arabs have 29 
and 30 days ; the months of the Anglo-Saxons were governed by the revolutions 
of the mooa. Their common year consisted of twelve lunar months, three 
monthe being appropriated to each of the four seasons; but every third year con-~ 
tained an additional lunar moath, which was given to the summer season. The 
names of their lunar months, either had relereuce to their religious ceremonies, or 
to the natural appearances of the year. : 


A considerable variation prevailed, generally, amongst the nations of antiquily ~ 
and still partially prevails, with regard to the commencement of the year. Uhe 
Jews dated the beginning of the sacred year in the month of March; the Athenians 
in the month of June, the Macedonians on the 24th September; the Christians of 
Egypt and Ethiopia on the 29th or 30th of August, and the Persians and Armeni-- 
ansonthe Jlth of August. The Jewish civil year begins on the first day of the 
Month Tisri, which year, corresponds with our 9th of September ; tie Mahome- 
dan’s begins of the first of the month Moharem, which year, corresponds with our 
Mth of July, Nearly all the nations of the Christian world now, commence the 
year on the Ist of January ; but as recently as 1752, even in England, the- year 
did not fegally and generally commence till the 25th of March. a Scotland, .at 
that period, the year began on the first of January, The difference caused great 
practical inconveniances, and January and February, and part of March, some-. 
times bore two dates, a we often find in olt records, a8 1711-12. This practice 
often leads to chronological mistakes ; for instance, we popularly say. ‘Phe Row 
volution of 1688," that great event happening in February of the year 1688, ace 
ing to the then mode of computation; but if the year were held to begin, as-it~ 
does now, on the Ist of January, it would be‘ The Revoiution of 1689". In the 
anniversaries g'ven in the British Abnanac, the alterations of style, made in 175%, 
have not been followed, as any correction of date would have embarrassed the . 
reader in historical and biographicai references. 





The year, properly so called, is the solar year or the period of time in which 
the sun passes through the twelve signs of the Zodiac. The period comprises 300 
days, 5 hours, and 48 minutes, 51 seconds, 6 devimals, aad is called the astrouomi- 
cal year. ah Ze 

The Carewpan is a table of the days of the year, arranged: to assist the dis- - 
tribution of time, and to indicate remarkable days connected with devotion or 
business. If every nation had adopted the same division of time. and a auifornn 
eatendar had been geveral throughout civilized states, history would present much 
fewer difficulties and contradictions, The progress of astronomical sceince haa 
necessarily produced great changes in the manner of dividing time; and thus,. 
whilst some nations have been ready to give their calendar every possible advan- 
tage of a scientific construction, the prejuiices of others have rendered themunwill- | 
ing to depart trom their accustomed mode, however accurate. Lt may be curious 


and instructive to trace, very briefly, the changes of the caleudar, ordinanity called, 
the changes of style, 


The Romans called the first days of each month, Cutends, from a word 
which signified called ; because the Pontiffs, on those days, called the peaple 
together; to apprise them of the days of festival in that month,

The Roman Calendar, which has. in great part, been adopted by al: " 

nations, is stated te-have been introduced by Romulus, the founder of ne city: 
He, divided the year into ten months only; Mars. Apzilis, Maiuz, Junws 
Quintilis, (afterwards called Julius) Sextilis, (afterwards called Augustus, 
September, October, November, December. Mat, Maine, Quintius. and. October 
contained 31 days, and each of the six other months 30 days; so that the ten 
months comprised 304 days. The year of Romulus was, therefore, of 50 days’ 
leas duratiga than the lunar year, and of G1 days less then the solar year; and its 
commencement of course did not coriespond with any fixed season. Numa 
Pompiliue corrected thie calendar, by adding two months, Januatius, aud Febroari- 
us, which he placed before Mars. Julius Cavar, being desirous to render the calenda: 
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_ still more eorrect, consulted the astronomers of his time, who fixed the solar year 
as 365 days, & hours, comprising, as they, thought, the period from one vernal 
equinox tc another, The six hours were @t aside, and at the end of four years, 
forming a.daj, the fourth year was made to consist of 366 days. The day thus 
added, was called intercalary, and was added to the month of February, by doubling 
the 24h of that month. or according to their way of reckoning, the sizth of the 
Calends of March, Hence the year was called Bissextile. This almost perfect 
acvangement, which was denominated the Julian style, prevailed generally 
throughout the Christian world, til the time Pope Giegory XILL. ‘Vie Calendar 
of Judius Cassar was delective in this particular; that the solar year, consisting 
of 369 days, 5 hours, and 49 miautes, and nat of 363 dafs, 6 hours, as was sur posed 
in the tinie of Jubus Caesar; there wasa difference between the apparent year and 

- the real year, of eleven minutes. his difference at the time of Gregory XIbb., 
had amounted to ten entire days, the vernal equinox’ falimg on the 11th, instead 
ot the @tst of March, at which period it fell correctly at the time of the Council 
af Nice,in the year 323, To obviate this inconvenience. Gregory orilained, in 
158%, that the loth October should be counted inftead of the Sth, for the future; 

“and to prevent the recurrence of thia error, it was further determined that the 
“year beginning a century, should not be bissextile, with the exception, of the 
beginning ofeach foorth century. ‘Chus, :700 and 1809 have not been bissextile, 
nor will 1900 beso; but the year 20v will be bissextile. Ln this manner, three «tags 
are setrenched ia four hundred yeais; because the lapse of the eleven minutes 
makes three days in about that period. ‘he year of the calendar is thus made, as 


nearly as possible, to correspond with the true solar year; and future errurs of 
chronology ate avoided. 





. The adoption ot this change, which is called the Gregosian, or New Style, 

+ (the Julian being called the Old Style,) was for some time resisted by states not 
under the authority of the See of Rome. ‘The change of the style in England, was 
established by an Act of Parliament passed in 175%. |t was then enacted, that the 
year should commence on the 1-t of January, instead of March 23th; and.that in 
the year 1752, th- dys should be numbered as usual until September 24, when the 
ay followidg shoulit be accounted the 14t» of September, omitting 11 days. ‘The 
Grsegarian prineiple of dropping one day in every buadredth year, except the fourth 
hundredth, was also enacted. ‘he alteration was, tora long time, opposed by the 
prejudices of individuals; and even now, with some persons the Olt Styte 1g so 
Pertinaciously adhered to, that rents are made payable on the old quartér days, in- 
~stead of the new, For this reason, and not in difference to the prejudice, the old 
festivals are mentioned in the British Almanac, The Russians still retain the Oil 
Style, (thus creating au inconvenience in their public and -commiercial intercourse 
with other nations, which, we trust, that the growiag iutelligence of the peopie 
will eventually correct. 


During the period in which France was a Republic, the authorities introduced 
an entire change in the calendar, which was in existence morg than twelve years; 
and t3 important to be noticed, as all the public acts of the France nation were 
dated according to this altered style, ‘The Nationat Convention, by a degree of 
1793, established a new Era, which was called, io the place or 
the era of the Freach. The commencement of each year, of 
the first © Venslimiaire,” was fixed at the midoight commencing the day, ov which 
the autumnal equinox fell, asdetermined at the observatory at Pacis, This era 
‘vommenced on the 22nd of September. 1792, of being the epoch of the foundation 
ofthe Republic; Lut its establishment was not decreed till the 4th ** Frimatre” 
ofthe year 11, (4th November, 1793), ‘Iwo days afterwards the public. acts 
were thus dated. ‘Thus calendar existed till the 10th “* Nivose," year X4V. (the 
-3ist December, 18U5,) when the Gregorian mode of compulatica was reatored.

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Il.—EXPLANATORY NOTES FOR THE YEAR. 


1, Dowimicat Lerrens.—The seven days, of the week, reckoned as begining 
on the ist of January, are designated by the firat saven letters of the alphabet,” A, 
B,C, D, E, F, G5 and the oue of these, which denotes Sunday, is the dominical 
letter. Thus, if the year begin on Sunday, A is the dominical letter; if it begia 
oa Monday, that letter isG 3 ifon Tuesday, it is F3; and so on generally. ‘To 
find the dominical letter, call New Year's Day A., the next day B. and so on 
ull you come to the first Sunday, and the letter that answers to it, isthe deminical 
latter. If there were 394 days, or exactly 2 weeks in the year, the dominical 
letter would be always the same; but the year contains 3653 daya; an excess 
of 1} day over 5% weeks. Theday is taken into theaccount every year, and the one 
fousth makes aday inevery four years; so that the dominical letter, falls back- 
ward ove letter joc each of the three years, in which the date or number of the 
year caanat be divided, without remainder, by 4, and, two letters every fourth 
year, when the date can besodivided; as in the year 1828, it is divisible by 4, and, 
therefore, February wil contain 9 days. The year bagan on Tuesday ; count 
forward ‘luesdays to Sunday, iuclusive, is six days; and the sixth Jetter from A’ 
inclusive is F. ‘Therelore at first, F 1s the dom al letter; but the 9th of Fe- 
bruary, which is added, or intercatated, throws the Istday of March a day later 
in the week than it would otherwise have been; and, therefore, the Sunday letter 
for March and all the remaining months will be E. The years which have the 29 
days ia February, and the two dominical letters ‘are catled Dissestiles, for the reason” 
already given orleep years; because the day of the month, alter. February,’ leups 
over aday of the week, In law, the 28th and 291h of February ate accousifed one day. 


2. Tue Gotven Nuausn. At the end of every nineteen years the new aad 
full moons happen at very nearly the same times of the year. The ancienrs dis- 
covered this, and reckoned the nineteen years, or ‘‘eycle of the moon” as it is 
called, so that it termiaated the year belore the Ciuisiian era. This cycle wad 
marked by the Greeks with Jetiers of gold. ‘Therefore, to ful the golden number 
or number of the year in this cycle, adil {to the date; divide by 19: the quoti- 
ent io the number of cycles of the moon since the birth of Christ, and remainder 
is the golden number ; as the present year is 1828, add 1, is 1829; divide by 49, 
is 9) cycles, and there remains 5, the golden wumber. 

3. Vue Cycve or 14 SuN is the number ‘of years that elapse before the 
Sundays thronchout the year, happen on the same days of the month. If there, 
were 364 days ia the year, that would happen every year; if 565, if would happen 
every seventh year; but because the one-fourth of a day makes an alteration of a 
day every fourth year, the cycle must extend to 28 gears. Nine years of this cycle 
had elapsed before the birth of Christ. ‘Therefore, to find the cycle of the sun, 
add 9 to the date divide by 28; the quotientis the number of cycles since the birth 
of Christ, and ihe remainder is the cycle of the sun; as, for the year 1828, add 9, 
ie 1837, divide by 28, the quotient is 63 cycles, and the remainder is 17, the cycle 
of the sun. 

4. Tui Evacr is the moon’s age for the firat day of January, or the equation 
between the bezianing of the solar and the junar year. The time from one few 
moon to another is about 29} days. ‘hus there are, in a year, twelve revolutions 
of the moon, and IU days over. therefore, the twelfth new moon will take place Lt 
days earlier each year than il did the year before. Jn the bunar cycle of 19 years, 
there are 12 new moons in each of 12, and 13 in each of 7; because -tive 11 days of 
yearly difference in three years, exceed a lunar moath by 33 days, If it were not for 
the old minutes and secon's, the age of the moon. on the tet of January, could al- 
ways be lound, by multiplying the golden number by II, and divideag by 30; then 
the remainder would be the epact or ave ot the moon on the Ist of January. ‘Iie 
following method will answer for the day of the muon’s age on the tet of January, 
“till the.end of te present century. Take 1 from the golden number, multiply 
what is left hy tl, divide by 3: ; ‘the remainder isthe epact, of wioon’s age on dhe 
Ist of January: as for 1826. the goideu number is 5; take away i, leaves 45; mul- 
tipty by U1, is 445 divide by 30, remains 14, the epact, or moon's age on the. lst 
January. ‘ 

5. Tue Numare or Drnrcrton is the number of days alter the 22d of March, 
including both days, upon which Easter Sunday takes place. For instance, the 
number of Direction for 1828 is 16. Easter Sunday is April 6 .being' 16 days 
inclusive from Mauch, 22. 
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6. Easren is directed to be celebrated on the first Sunday after. the full 
moon that happens next after the 21st of March; which being the fourteenth day 
of the first Jewish month, corrésponils to their first day of the week alter tie Pass 
over, the anniversary of the reaurrecti of Chirst. Thetime at which this day must 
happen, varies with the year; but the limita within which it mast fall, are the 
22d of March ;and the 25th of April, inctusive, making a period of 35 days. 


In order to find Easter, the first thing to be done isto final Easter limit, that 
is, the number of days after the first of March, on which the full moon, preceding 
Faster, shall happen.

_IV.—THE CELESTIAL PHENOMENA OF THB YEAR. 


It is impossible for any one, learned, or unlearned, to live through the year; 
‘or even through the months, or the day, without noticing the influence which the 
changing positions of the heavenly bodies, have upon his own comiort, and upoa 
the state of all things around him. ‘This is the book of wonder, which, at the first 
dawning of reason, hoth individuals and nations, attempt to read. it is always 
open + no perception is so dull as not to be able to trace ils greater lines; and, 
“from the magnitude of these, and the unerring certainty of their recurresce at 
their regular times, and the changes which they produce upon every thing that 
grows or ves, tris diffieult to imagine the existence of a mind, so incurious as 
not to from to itself some theory of their nature and causes. 


In a country tike England, where the changes are so frequent, and the con” 
‘tract so striking, the subject is constantly before every body; and be it in city or 
on common, imhall orin hat, the season, the day, and the weather, are among 
the wery first topics of conversation. If even, iu the centre of a crowded city, 
where nature is, as it where, excluded, and man and art tule supreme,—if there, 
ami ail the displays of manufacture, all the bustle and occurrences of society, 
and all the news of nations, the phenomena of the day and the year cao claim 
the atteation, - how much more must they do, this, to the people who are scat+ 
tered over the coautry, and spend most of their time in the open air? To all these, 
that volume, of which the Almanac is the index, is a daily book to man; and 
especially to thos who have not had the advantages of edacation, it is the 
only book. 

A subject, the appearance of which force themselves upon the notice of alle 
but of which the philosophy lies in the depths of ecience, must be the means 
either of great good or of great evil; for, upon any subject that interests the 
mind powerfully, if knowledge be aot planted superstition is sure to spring up of 
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jts own accord. That he who knows nothing may be made to believe any thing, © 
is found to be a maxim of but too general truth; and upon no subject has us 
truth beeo more frequently verified than upon the one under considgratién, In 
the early ages of the world, and before revelation had substituted a moral and 
intellectual system ‘or an ideal and superstitions one the phenomena oftbe year 
and more especially the luminasies that are attealant upon ant produce these 
phenomena were ackoowledged and worshipped as gods—substituted ia the place 
of lim whose instruments they are and who implanled in them 1hdse pro pernes 
and assigned them those motions, in consequence of which tLey produce there 
effects. in moulding therm for this purpose, there is no doubt that the artful pore 
tion of society employed al! their cuoning, in order to enslave the minds of the 
multitude, ant enable themfeives to profit by the darkness which they occasioned, 
But if the subject itself had not been the best adopted for superstinion, the very 
cunning which made use of it‘would have neces-arily chosen that which answered: 
ils purpose betters, So far, however, as research can be made into the ealy 
history of mankiod the sun the moon, and such stars as have any thing remarka- 
bla in their appearance, have been the first objecis of alosation ; and that adora- 


tion hag always been the more marked, in proportion as the appearance of the. . 


Juminaries have been the more varied. We find it much more m the Laplander 
andthe inhabitant of Greenland who have their months of eumser's day and 


winter's night, than we do in those tropical countries, where the day ts always of . 


nearly the same leneth and where flooding rain and burning drought are the chief 
phenomena that very the year. : 


But the superstitious adoration of the celestial appearance is not confined. ta 
the early. and barbarous state of nations, When this superstition was “expelled 
from religioa and the luminaries were deprived of their godship, they did not at 
once lose the whole of their consequence ; but held their place as the ggenis and 
arbiters of human destiny. Upon this arose a sysiem of superstition, whych lef 
not a thing in nature, amember of the human body or an event of human tile 
upon whieh it did not lay bold. The individual bodies had each their speecte 
virlues, their gool or their bad influence ; these were modified by the grouping of 
the stars into constellations and (rom the positions of the sun, moon, aod planets 
among these there arose other compounil influences till the system became as 
complicated ag it waa ridiculous So firmly was this believed at one time, that 
nothing could be done or undertaken without a previous consultation ot stars, to 
find out whether it was their pleasure that the issue should be prosperous; and 
the aspect of the stars at a man’s birth was admitted to have ten times as much 
influence upon his success ta life, as his taleuts, his education, sol his conduet, 
Tndeed it'had mach more; tor if it was not the pleasure of the stars—and the 
Tevealing of that was committed entirely to the astrologer —the man could not act;~ 
‘or be educated or even born, If one wished to know whether any substance 
would anawer any purpose, he did not try it. he consulted the moon; and it any 
thing was lost search was not made for it the mooa was questioned through the 
medium of the astrologer, who always contrived, by his confederates to be in 
possession of a8 maay lost things as kept up the credit of the craft. ¥ 


By this most absurd system of superstition the reason and common rence of 
the people were rendered completely useless; and which was far “worse the foun- 
dation of morality was completely taken away, —because, if the success of the 

* failure the good er the bad af human actions, did not depend upon men thems 
selves, but upon an unecting destiny, to be read sm the aspect of the stars there was 
an end of all virtue and attempting to do rightly; because, as the destiny was 
fixed, no effort on the part of the man could alter it—indeed he could make no 
effort, uniess that was also eet down ia the aspect of the heavens at his nativily 














When superstition had thus destroyed both the intellect ant the morals of 
mankind, the absurdities into which it lect them were endless; and as any subject 
in order to be wondered at, requires onty to be incomprehensible, the delusion be- 
ame very general. Nor is it yet eradicated. Language contributes a little 10 this: 
even the well informed talk about * stars” and ‘* destinies.” and those who have 
little information believe tliat these words have a literal signification. Thedisposinon 
which alt people have to pry into the iuture also tends to perpetuate this supersti- 

‘tion. The proper key to the future is jaduction from the past; but the proper sue 
‘of that supposes habits of observing and reasoning which cannot yet be regarded 
ag cen2ral among the people of any country; so, they who cannot anticipate the 
future. Ly connecting it with the preseut and the past, still follow after- the delu- 
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‘sion notonly of astrologers—mvon-and-star men,—but fortunestelling impostors 
of all sorts; and the delusion is helped to be perpetuated by those publications 
in which the aensence of astrology isatill retatied to the pubiic. 


These < cireumstances tender it necessary that the phenomens of the year shoult 
be expiained in the most simple and philosopbie manner. that the real causes of 
those phenomena shouid be made palpable to the most ordinary capacity; and 
that it should be piain to every one, that there is no mystery in the matter,--that 
the revalutions of the heavenly budies produce the sppearances of the seasont, 
aud nothing more. The motives of these have, in fact, no more ‘influence upon 
the coustuct and the destinies of mankind than the motion of a river towards the 
sea, or the fall of a stone to the grognd, when it is ng borne up by some thing 
that can sapport ita weight; and it would be just as rational to calculate the 
bativily of a man from the motion of tie ‘Thames’ towards the sea as from the 
motion of the moon or the planets. Nay; the revolution of a coach-wheel upon 
the road had just as much todo with human destiny as the motion of the heavenly 
boities; aod when, in tts revolution upon the dial, the minute hand of a clock 
passes over the hourband, that has just as much induence upon the tate of Dations 
vor individuals as aa ectips of the sua or.the moon, 


With the excention of the light and heat protuced by the sun, and the light 
of thé moon, anil sill fainter illumination of the stars, there is no reasaa lo infer 
that the celestial bolies exert any infiuence, other than that of ‘gravitation, Ypon 
the earth iteelf; aad as Mer influence is wholly of a pliysica! nature, it can fave: 

9 cl whatever upon the minds or conduct of men, any more than can he pro. 
duced uy the natural or actifieral motion of any other snostances. So far as tha 
lominaries make men more or less covafortaole at the ime they have an influence 
“as the genial temperature of the day raises the spirits in the same way, and to 
sthie same extent that they are raised by a similar temperature of a common fire, 
ow the Veht uf the moon enables a man to find hia way at night, just in the same 
ceumay a6 he would find it hy the same degree of lamp light; bat beyond these 
piisical effects, there is, and there caa be, nothing, Hf the luminary is at the 
same ilistance, shines for the sang length of tins at the same height above the 
horizon, tt matters not in what sign of the zodiie orin what part of the heavens 
"it may make its appearance, any more than 1! signifies whether the fire by which 
one 1s warmed, ar the lamp by which one i lighted, io one af the east or the 
west of St. Paal’s; and 1 wold be justas philosophical ta calculate the future 
destiny of a mantrom th» ** hous:” ia which he happened to. be boro, ae from 
fhe ‘* houga” of the planets at the time of lis birth. Endeed it would he much 
more a0; for of intelligence und good sense happen to be fords of the ascendint in 
~ the honve of the parent, they are very rational grounds for predicting the future 
welfare of, the child; and so. alan ignorance dissipation, ‘and ‘vice in the parent 
_ are far mote malignant enects for the infant that hae the misformne to be bora 
ander them, than any configuration which either the stars, or any thing else out 
of any famuy can assume. 


“Phere wasa time when not the people merely but the titted and the learned, 
werd thrown into the greatest consternation by aa eclip-e of the sin ar moon, oF 
theapgearanceof a comet or the aurora borealis. And why ? Because they are of 

comparatively rare occurrences and when mankind do not know the tstional cause 
ot any thing, they always Irom to themselves a superstitious one. A canille is to 
the inmares of & room at aight what the sunis to the inhabitants of the eacth du- 
Ting the day; it gives them light, and. if the flame be barge enough it gives them 
heat. [f, toa’ there be a mirror upon the wall and the candle be so placed as that 
the light reflected by the mirror ig throne inte aroam which the candle does fot 
iltuminate, the mirror will give a sort of moonlight to aay one who happens to be 
there, Now. if one of the family were to staad between another of the family 
ani the candle, the candle~ their sun for the time — would be juat as much eclip- 
sed to thé one from whose sight it were hidden, as the sun ofthe world is when 
the moon comes between it and the earth ; aad so also if any one placed Himself 
in sach manner, as that his shadow lell upon the mirror, that mirror—the lempo- 
rary moon of these in the dark chamber—would be just as much eclipsed, as the 
moon of the world is when the earth comes between it and the sun, deprives it of 
the light of that laminary, and prevents it from reflecting that light to the earth. 
‘Well is there any person in his senses that would say, that because one of a family 
had come between another and the candle, or between the candle and the looking 
glass, that some-direful calamity would befal the family, or that they would 
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inevitably have a brawl or a law-suit with the'folka at the next cottage; and yet 


the consequences just mentioned are precisely of the sa 
of-the sun and moon: and from their nearness they have mach more effect on the 
inhabitants of the cottage than the celestial ones can have upon the. inhabitants 
of the earth. A temporary, want of lightisthe whole effect in- both cases; dnt 
as that‘ol the celestial eclipse is never so complete as in the case of the candle 
and the mirror. it is. except as a matter ol curiosity, or as fixing a point of time, 
of much tess consequence than the other, % 


With regard, again, ta a comet, 


me nature with the eclipses 


, itis much the same as if one were to.come 
into the room with a burning torch or taper and then go out again; an occurrence 
which could do no harm, undess the bearer of the torch were to run against some- 
body or set fire to the house, So also, if the comet be a solid substancé, and if 
the lieht which it emits be of theburning kind, (for comets are so distant, and 
continue so short a time, that we are unable to be certain about their nature,) it 
might if it came in contact with the earth, shatter it asa cannon ball shatters a 
house. or born i! as a red-hot short ora shell toes; but as long as we are out of 
ite way, we are just as safe from harm as we would be if we stood on a high cliff 
and saw rockets let off ten miles at sea, A rocket let off in Vauxhall Gardens 
hag just as much influence on the fate of nations and individuals, as all the comits 


that ever appeared; and if the stick of the rocket happened to fall upow aay 
body, it would have a good deal more. . 


‘There wasatime when the “ Jack-o’-the-lantern”—inflammable air over a 
fen, a piece of rotten wood, or a putrid fish—both of which, in a certain state of 
rottenness, give outa gas which becomes luminous, was accounted as sonieibing 
alarming; but ag every bunglerin chemistry can now produce the same appear. 


ances whenever he pleases, they have cvased to be regarded with any degree of 
@pprehension. ¥ mG . 


Alt these follies. with which people wasted their time, disturbed their imagt= 
nations. and made themselves uneaay, resulted from the want of a little—a vey 
lithe sober and independent thinking, Effects must be similar to their causes; 
and every subject whieh is matter cannot affect the tina in any other way than 
hy aff-cling the body. The arsenic which lies buried a mile under ground, or 
that which 1s contained in the stores of tie Apothecaries’ Company, is just as 
deaily in its nature as that which has, by accident, crime, or madness, got into 
the human stomach, But while it remains there it poisons nobady; and though, 
by continually alarming himself about it. a man of weak mind might, in tine, 
bring himself to be lieve that it would; and though this should injure his heglth; 
or even frighten him ta death the aisenic would be quite innocent ‘of the matter. 
What would even the most ignorant man now livine think, if he were told, that 
it a pinch of gunpowder were to he stolen from the stores of the Grand Signior, 
brought to London, and burned according to the rules of art, it would instantly 
blow up alt the magazines in Turkey? Well, there was a time when the belief of 
such an influence in powder was far move prevatent than that of the influgnce 


of the appearances of the year upon human life and fortune is now. ‘ 


The sun, and moon and the planeta and stars, are merely masses of Twatlerom 
inanimate, and, of course. without any power of thinking and acting as wholes— 
though they may have different classes of growing and living beings upon them, in 
the same way that the earth has; aad it may be, that while. we are «rightening 
ourselves with the changing phases of the moon, the people on that luminary are 
in the same alasm at our planet. But bodies placed at so gfeat a tlistance fom 
each other, as the planets anid atars are, can have na inflaence upow each other, 
saving that of gravitation, and light and heat, which will, of course, change wit] 
every change of position aad distance. As,if the moon be far north in the sky 
at will be longer * up.” or above the horizon, to ns in these northern latitud 
if it be near to the s@n, oa the eastern side, it will shine in the early part of 
night; if it be near, on the western side, it wili shine in the latter part of the night; 
if it be directly opposite to the aun, it will, if just as far narih in the sky, rise at 
sunsel and eet at sunris: ft be facther north, it will rise before the sun sets, 
ant set after the sua rises ;—if south of the sun, it wi e after sunset, and-set 
before sunrise ;—anvt, if st be in the same partof the sky with respect to east and 
west, as the sua, it will rise and set at the same time with that luminary, and oot 
be seen, unless.it be also in the same part of the sky with regard to nosth and 
south; and in that case it will come, in whole or in part, between the earth and 
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the sun, according as their places are exactly or only nearly the same, and occa- 
sion a total or @ partial eclipse of the sun. All the changes of the moon, with 
regard to shape and time ot appearance. také place in every lunar month, from 
‘one new moon to another. All the variations, of appearances, eclipses and other 
phenomena, recur in a period of about nineteen years; and any of them may be 
fore told by one who has a knowledge of astrondmy. 








There are some other particulars in the moon's appearanees, upon which 
superstition is stitl apt to lay hold, and predict, if not something as to human life, 
vat least something about the weather which is a fertile subject for imposture. One 
of them ig the position of the cusps. or points. of the new noon when first seen. 
hese are always both at equal distances from the sungand, of course, their stands 
ing straight, or leaning baek wards, or forwards, di ds upon the distance that 
-the moan is north of south of the sun. Any ondan see this by a very simple 
experiment. Take an orange or an apple, of any thing round, and hold it in your 
left hand between you and the candie, only as far to tire left ag that the light will 
shine on a part of itia the shape of a ‘new moon. This mnaoa may be much 
__ farcower of broader, acoeording a8 you hold it nearer or farther from the line 
between you and the caddle. If you hold it just as high as the candle, the line of 
“the points will be upright; if you move it higher the candle. thé Tite will lean 
hackwarda, more and more as it is raised ; and if you move it down lower than the 
canille, the line will lean forward, more and more as it is towered, 

















Pwo other peculiarities of the maon, that occasion a good deal of speculation 
*among those who are ignorant of the causes are, * the harvest moon,” in Septem- 
ber, “the hunter's moon,” in March; the former of which, when near thé 
full, rises {Gr several nights at nearly the same hour, and the letter, at the same 
age, is equally remarkable for the difference between the times of tls rising. The 

>moon meves nearly to the same distance from the sun every day, but it moves in 
acpath, the one-balf of which is much nearer the north than the other; and this 

«*athe case also with the apparent annual path of the sun; that luminary eppear- 
ing much nearer to the north ia summer thanin winter. ‘Thus, when the moon is 
moving northward at the most rapid rate, it escapes from the horizon northward, 

_ and rigea earlier; aod when it moves southward at the most repaid rate, it ap= 
proaches to the horizon, and sets earlier. The fult moon can be in the former 
position oaly in September or October, and in the latter ia March or April; and 
thus the harvest aod hunter's moons are occasioned, 


Such are the principal changes in the moon's appearance; they are all to be 
éxplamed upon fhe simple facts of the motions of the moon and the earth; and, 
therefore, they neither have, nor can have, any of those inflaences ‘which’ superstie 

tion, the child of ignoraace, ascribes to them. 


‘The plauete being all much more remote from the earth than the moon is, and 
having little difference in their appearances, saving what arises from their own 
motions and that of the earth round tlie sun, have little about them that claims 
attemion, aa connected with the appearances of the year. Infuence upon the 

* earth, upon the changes of the seasons, or upon any thing that in any way affects 
the cormfort or the ordinary pursuits of mankiod,they have none whetever; and 
the , the explanations of their appearances and motions may very properly 
be left tothe study of astronomy. = 

Thus, che only thing that remains in order to complete this simple notice of 

+ the phenomena of the year, is some account of the anoyal appearances of the 
eun—that grartd sourse of light, aud life, and enjoyment. to all the animal and 
vegetable tribes. 


-", In order that the whole may be clearly understood by those who have not 
much knowledge of geography and astronomy it may not be improper to begin 
with the apparent revolation of the heavens, every day, as arjging from the real’ 
rotation of the earth. When‘a round body, such as an orange, or a billiard ball, 
js made to whirl round in the same place upon the table, by spinning it, although 
there may be no mark upon it, one can easily perceive that there is One point in 
the middle of the upper part of it, round which all the rest iurns, jnst as 4 wheel 
turos upon an axle; and if one could see it from below. there would be found a 
similar point in the middle of the wader part, round which the whole would be 
seen toturn. ‘These two fized points would be the poles of the ball or orance ; and 
if we imagine a line drawn from the one, through the centre to the other, that line 
would be+he azis‘of rotation, The earth turns round from west ‘to east every 
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twenty-four hours, in the very rame manner; only, instead of being supported’ 
‘upon any thing like the bal of the utange, itis kept ia its place by the mutual 
attraction between it and the aua, Lf we make a little mark any where’ upon the 
ball, and imagine ourselves to be living there, the candle which stands sill upon 
the lable would appeas to move in the con‘sary direction to that of the ball. “HE 
the candle be held just aa bigh as the middle of the batl, the mark, wherever wae 
place it, (say in the upper part, half way to the centre or pole.) will pass one+ 
half of its revolution through the fight of the candle, and the other half not, IF 
(the mark being sti!l tn the same place) the candle be raised highs uz ‘han the 
centre af the ball or (which will have just the same effet} if the ball is pat lov -r 
own than the candle, the, mark will pass through the light for a longer time of 
each rotativa than it is in the (rk; and if the candle be_leld further down thav 
the centre of the ball, or the pal epived higher than the centre of the cacuie, the 
mark will pass through the Jigtt for a slorter time than it does through the darks 
ness on the other side. Also, the increase of light in the former case, and tha 
decrease in the Jates, will be the gteater, the farther the centre of the ball fe 
below or above the candle, and the nearer the mark is to the pole or point round 
which the upper part of the ball seemnstoturm, If we call the upper pole of the 
bill the northpate the mark (rather more than a third of the upper halt from that. 
pole) any place in the British islands; and suppose the ball tu be the earth, and 
the candle the sun, we have before us the whole principles of the motions that 
produce the changes of the seasons. : “a 





. We have only to imagine a level plane, or even flate surface, to pase thiouch,. 
the centre of the sua; that the exis upon which the earth surns round is always 
wpri ht to that places that the ardit, or path. which the earth moves in during the 
year, lieg, one-haif of it abave the plane, andthe other below; and that 1his orbit

If we imagine that the point at which the earth is highest above the level 
plane passing through the cent’ of the sun, is ‘mmeiliately before us and nearest 
to us; then the point at which it meets the level plane. in descending, will be the 
One farthest to the tight ofthe sun; that where the earth is farthest below the level 
plane will be the one at the greatest distance, and right before ue, and that at 
which tht earth meets the level plane in ascending towards us, will. be the one 
moot renthte from the sun on aur lett hand. € ne 


"The first of there points will be the shortest day to those in the norther hes” 
misphere, an tor the quarter ofa year from that to the second point, the day 
there, ‘will always be less than twelve houss, and the night more. 


The secon’ point will be the vernal equinox,—equal day and night in the 


spring; and in the quarter from thence to the third point. the days in the northera 
hemisphere will always be more than twelve hours, and the nights less. 











The third point will be the midsummer, or longest day. in the horthera hemise 
phere; and in the quarter from that to the fourth point, the day will be padin fuore 
than twelve hours, and the night less.

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VII.—VENTILATION & HOUSEHOLD CLEANLINESS, . 


We arg‘ali thoroughly aware of the necessity of breathing ; and the agreeable 
freshness and-reviving influence of the pure morning air must convince us, that 
tha breatliing a pure atmosphere is conducive to health; yet we hag carefully 
exclude the sir from our houses as if its approach were noxious, Intending 
to shut out the inclemenciea of the weather onty, in our careto guard ours 
selves from the external air, we hinder that reaewal of the atmosphere which 
is uecessary to prevent ita becoming stagnant and unfit to support animal life. 











Few persons are aware how very necessary a through ventilation to the 
preservation of health, We preserve life without foot for a considera! time, 
‘ep wa without air for a very few minutes and we cease to exiat, It,is not 


a

soygh that we has air, we must bave fresh air ; for the principle by which life 

ia cunported ‘en from the sir during-the act breathing. One.fourth only of 
the atmosphere is capable of supporting life ; the remeiader serves to dilate the 

+ pore vital air, and render it more fitto be respired. A full grows man takea 
-into bis lunge nearly a pint of sir each time be breaths; and when at yest, he 

~makes about twenty inspirstions in a minute, - In the longs, by an appropriate 
apparatus, tha air ig exposed to the action of the blood, which changes its purer 

; part, the vital nic, (oxygen gaa,) into fixed air, (carbonic acid gas,) which is not 
only unfit to aupport animal lite, but is absolutely destructive of it. An admira- 
ble pragision of the Great Author of nature is here visible, to prevent thig 
oxhende d and now poisonous air from being breathed a second time 3—while in 
the lungs, the air receives so much heat as makes it specifically lighter than the 
pure atmosphere ; it consequently rises above our beads during the short pause 
between throwing out the breath and drawing it in again, and thus secures to 
us-a pure draught, Hy the care we take to shut out the external air from our 
uses, wo prevent the escape of the deteriorated air, and condemn ourselves 
to breathe ayain and again the same contaminated unrefreshing atmosphere, 

Who that bas ever felt the refreshing effects of the morning air can wonder 
at the lassitude and disease that follow the continued breathing of the preatie 
ferous atmosphere of crowded dr illventilated apartment? It is only ne 
to observe the countenances of those who inhabit close rooms and bot 
squalid bue of their skins, their eunken eyes, and their languid movem 
be sensible of the bad effects of sbutting out the external air. 

Besides the contamination of the air from being breathed, their are other 
matters which tend to depreciate its purity; these are the efflavia constantly 
passing off trom the aurface of animal bodies, and the combustion of candles 
and other burning substanc: On going into bed room in a morning, soon 
after the occupant has left his bed, though he bein perfect health, and habitu 
ally cleanly in his peraon, the sense of gmelling never fails to be offended with 
the odour of enimsl effluvia with which the atmosphere is charged, There is 
another cause, perhaps, still more striking when @ peraon, fresh from the morne 
ing sir inters @ coach, in which several persons have been close-stowed during 

+ along night, He who hes ones made the experiment will never voluntarily 
repeatit. Tha simple expedient of keeping down both windows but 
hatt-inch would prevent many of the colds, and even fevers, which this inju- 
rious mode of travelling often proluces. Outside passengers, though they ma 
suffer a little more from cold and wet, generelly escape these every-day coms 
plaints of those who pay double their fare. if under where the windows are 
“rmmoveable, aad the door is never opened but while some one is passing through 
it! On entering euch-a den of filth, the noae is saluted by a stench so horrib] 
aa to make any perach unused to it, recoit and pause before he ventures : 
but the wretched inhavitant has his sense of smelling so blunted, that he does 
not peragive thet Which every breath be takes, he inbales.a poison, which ig 
sapping the vigeur of his body, and deatroying the energies of his mind. 

Can we wonder that, with such absolute neglect, all the diseases of persona 

“Wrsituated should be of a dangerous character? or that the mind should be 
dispirited, and thet the man should fly to drams for relief from the barthen 
which he finds to be weighing him down? 

-It may be taken as a wholesome general rule, that whatever produces a 
disagreeable impression on the sence of smelling, is unfavorgble to health, 
‘Tat sense was doubtless intended to guard us against the dangers to which we 
ang liable from vitiation of the atmosphere, If we have, by the same means, & 
igh sence of gratification from other gubjects, it ought to excite our admiration 
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of the heneficence of the Deity, in thus making our sences serve the double 
purpose of affording us pleasure and security ; for the latter end might just as 
effectualty have been anewered by our bring only susceptible of painiul im- 
pressions. - 

‘To keep the atmosphere of our houses free from contamination, it ig” not 
sufficient that we secure a frequent renewat of the air—ail mattors which can 
injure its purity muat be caretully removed. The linen of beda ghould not be 
allowed to remain unchanged till at has lost all appearance of ever having baen 
white, orof ever having had any scqusintance with the wasbing tub. The 
contents of chamber veesels abould not be left in the house an instant, af it be 
possible, aad certainly not in the room of sick person: every moment they 
yematin they. fill the air with a filthy odoar, which is litte less than poisonous to 
alt who breathe it. 

‘Those who have bat one apartmentin which they must, of necessity, per 
form stl the domestic dutiea, should be carefal to remove all matters that ore 
offensive in emell; as cabbage water, dirty sospsude, &c; they should indeed, 
it possible, avoid washing in the room they tive in. For the game reason, dry: 
ing clothes indoors should be avoided. 

Flowers, in water, ond living ptants, in pots, gresthy injure the purity of, 
the air during the night, by giving out large quantities of an air, (carbonic 
acid,) simitar to that which is separated from the lungs by breathing, whicb, as 
before stated, is highly noxious, On this account they should never kept 
in bed rooms: there are instances of persons, who have incautiously gone to 
steep in a close room, in which there has been = large growing plant, having 
Deen found dead in the morning, a effectually suffocated as if there bad“ been 
‘8 charcoal stove in the room. a i 

‘A constant renewel of the sir is absolutely necessary to its purity: for to 
alf situations it ie suffering, either by its vital part being sbsorved, or by imputd 
vapours being disongased and dispersed through it. Ventilation, therefore, re. 
solves, itself into the secuNng a constant supply of fresh air. 

Jn the construction of houses especially in those built for the poor, this 
great object has been too generally overlooked, when, by a little contrivence in 
the arrangement of windows and doors, a current of sir might,“ at any lime be 
mude to pervade every room of 8 house of auy dimensions, Rooms cannot be 
welt ventilated that bave no oatlete for it; for this reason there should be 
a chimney to every apartment, The windows should be capable of being 
opened, and they should, if possible, be situated on the side of the room oppo- 
site to, and furthest from the fire-place, that the air may traverse the whole 
space of the epartment in its way to the chimney. . 

Fire places in bed-rooms sbould not be stopped up with chimaey-bosrda, 
‘The windows should be thrown open for some hours every day, to carry off the 
animat effuvia which are necessarily separating from the bed-clothes, and which 
should be assisted in their escape by the bed being shaken up. ard the clothes 
spread abrond, in which state they sbould remain as long as possible ; this ta 
the reverse of the uaual practice of making the bed, a3 it is called, ia the worn. 
ing, and tucking it up close, as if with the determination of preventing sny 
purification from taking place. Attention to this direction, with regard to airing 
the bed ctothes and bed after being slept ia, is of the greatest importance to 
persons of weak heltb. Instances have been known in which restlesavess and 
an inability to find refreshment from sleep would come on in saoh individuals 
when the linen of their beds hod heen unchanged for eight or ten.gaya. in one” 
ase of a gentleman, of @ very irritable babir, who suffered from excessive pere 
spiration during the night and who had taken much mediciay without relief, he 
observed that, for two or three nights after he bad fresh sheet put upon his bad, 
he had no sweating; and that, after that time he never awoke but_that_ho' waa 
literally swimming, and tbat the sweats seemed to increase wrth “Tie iengih of 
time be slept in the same abeets. By aot permitting him to sleep in the same 
aheots or nightclothes more than twice without their being washed, he instany 
Jost thia debilitating affection, 2 

‘Various means are bad recourse to at times, with the intention of correcting 
@isngreeable spells, and of purifying the air of sick rooms. Diffusing -the 
vapour of vineger.through the sir, by plunging a hot poker into a vessel con- 
taining it; borning aromatic vegetables, smoking tobacco, and exploding gifa- 
powder, are the means usually employed. Ail these are useless, The explosiqn 
of gunpowder may, indeed, do something, by displacing the air within the reac. 
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of its influence; butthen, unfortunately, an air is produced by its combustion, 
that is as offensive, and equally unfit fo support life as any air it can be used to 
remove. ‘These exp-dieuts only serve to disguise the really offensive condition 
of the atmosphere. The only certain means of purifying the air of a chamber 
whith is actuatly occupied by a sick person, is by changing it in such a manner 
that the patient shail no: be direotly exposed to the draughts or currenta. 

Chemistry has furnished the means of parifviog the air of chambers in 
which persons have been confined with contagious so.asto destroy the 
noxious power of the effluvia generated ia such situations, and thus of prevent- 
ing the disease from extending ‘This willbe accomplished by attending cara- 
fully to the following direciions :—~ 
, Closaoa the windows and doors of the room intended to he purified, except 

‘he one by which you proposes to retreat, and make up the aperture of the chim- 
ney Gr fire-place, except for about an incher two at the bottom. Having put 
three table spoonstul of common salt, (muriate of soda,) rubbed fine, into a 
aballow dish, place it epon the floor-of the apartment,—if such a few bot cin- 
«dére beneath it, the betier ; and thao pour, at once, upon the salt, a quarter of 
a pint of strong ot! of Fitrial (sulphorie acid); retire, and close the room for 
Jorty-eight hour: tramediately the acid is poured upon the salt a pungent va- 
pour, (chlorine,) is given out ireely, which is exiremely unpleasant to breathe, 
god very deatractive to most metallic surfaces. [tison this account ‘that the 
poor age should leave (he apartment quickly, and that all the iron and brass 
turniti¥e should be previously removed. ‘This vapoue continues forming for 
muay hours, aud diffusing itself completely through all parts of tbe room, effece 
tually destroyes the matter on which infection depends at the expiration of 
bout forty might hours, (he room may be entered, the doors and windows thrown 
open, and 4 fire made in the chiwney, in order that the apartment may be per- 
teotly ventilated. It may then be safely occupied. ‘ibe above quantity of salt, 
&c. is Quite sufficient for » chamber of the usual size; for a much larger room, 
double the quentity, divided into two vessels. sheuld be used. The merety 
offensive odour of sick rooms, or of any other apartments, may be readily cor» 
rected, by placing in them platés containing the chloresediuc solution of Labara~ 
que, which is vow well known in this country. i 

But ao fumigation will be of any avatl in purifying stagnant air, ornir that 
has been breathed till it has been deprived of its vitel part; euch air must be 
driven out, when its place should be immediately supplied by the fresh, pure 
atmosphere. The readiest means of chaneing the air of an apartment is by 
lighting @ fire.in it, and then throwing opsn the door and windows; this will set 
the air in motion, by establishing w current up the chimney. The air which bes 
been alcered by being breathed ia aasential to vegetable life; and plants, aided 
by the raya of the gun, bave the power toabsorb it, while, they themselves, at 
the same time give out pure vital air, The process. going on by day, the ree 
verse of that described betore, as taking place during the night, is continually 
in operation, so that the purification of the atmosphere can only be prevented 
. by its being preserved in a stagnant state, 

In the country, there are other circumstances which require to he attended 
to besides claanijaess in the house, and the free admission of the air into it at 
alltimas. Care ought to be taken that nothing he allowed to exist very near 
the bouge-that can injure the purity of, or produce humidity in, the atmosphere; 
heaps of putrifying vegetables, dunghills, pools and ditches of stagnant water, 
‘privies and open Grains, furnish 3 constant supply of the exhalatione wbich 
produve tever, Iu bot seasons, es,ecially, every breeze in such neighbours 
ho.wig muse carry poison with it. hese things are much too common before 
the-doors of cottaggs, and even of large houses, | bose who build bouses for the 
poor would do wo" to choose situations sufficiently elevated to allow the wa- 
tera to be drained off with facility : without this, they must stegaate and putri- 
fy td the danger of the health of the inhabitants, x

refarded events, ia their proper order, noticing the portions of time that elapse 

tween them, =~

Aa the paat ia our only safe guide for the present, and our only useful key 
to the future the story ot time, or the consideration of events, ia the order in 
which they happen, becomes a matter of the utmost importance, Even to our 
raerely historical knowledge, that is, our knowledge of the events themselves, 
and without any reference to the comparison of them together, chronology is 
important; because, without that, our knowledge is net correct. But when 
we wish to turn our historical knowledge toa practical use, by reflecting upon 
the causes and results of human actions, chronology becomes indispensable. 
‘The great practical usa of past events is the effects that the antecedent event has 
upon the consequent ; and if we mistake the order of succession, (and: where 
we have no information we are more likely to be wreng then right,) we are in a 
worse condition than if we had no information whatever,—we ara in § similar, 
condition to a man travelling along the road from London to Dover, in order to- 
arrive at Liverpool, farther from the object we wish to arrive at, than if "we 
had not moved at all 

Now, men seldom take the first step in any art or science, until they are 
goaded on by necessity; and as the use of chronology is philosopbical, and 
thus does not xppeer till men begin to compare the former events with the latter, 
and draw conclusions, it cannot be known among very illiterate nations, and, 
could not be known in the aarly ages of the world, The memories of inbabi- 
tants of the South Sea [slands do wot extent backwards above an age or two; 
ani even then tbey are vague, not agreed about the ‘events themselves or 
formed as to the intervals between them. Of the racorded events of they early 
ages, of the world, the information is 90 very uncertain, that the most acuie and 
laboriona inquirars into (he subject are at variance. - 

Before the story of time can be known, we must know something of time 
itself; we must know bow to compare two portions or periods of it, so as to be 
able to say either, that they are of equal length, or that the one is lotiger than” 
the other, and bow much longer itis. In order to do this, we must fix‘ upon 
some standard of which the length is known; and as we cannot keep a portion 
‘of time by us to apply to other portions as we doa standard pound for weight, 
orastandard bushel for dry measure, we must have recourse to some event 
which we bave reason tor believing does not take ap @ longer period at one 
time than at anuther, - such as the rotation of the earth upon its axis, the revo- 
lution of the moon round the earth, or that of the earth round tbe son. Of the 
absolu'e equality of any two portions of time, whatever may be the event by 
which they are measured, we never can be certain; because we cannot be in 
possession of two of them at once so as to compere them togetber.. If we can 
fiad no other differance between the avents, we bave no reasm ‘to believe that 
the times in which they happen are of diffarent length; and this negative proof 
je all thut we can get. Inusing the measures of time we observe the same me« 
thod as with other measores. If the period be less thana day, we mention the 
number of hours, or parts of an hour, that are in it; if it be of moderate length, 
auch sa the life of a man, we count it in ears; and if itbe long, we count it in 
ceuturiee, or bundreds of ears. 

‘Though to all nations, the various lengths of the day, as arising from the 
retation of the earth ; of the month, as arising from the revolution of the moon ; 
and of the year, as arising from the revolution of the earth, be each dependent 
upon the same cause; and though, as the other circumstances of those causes — 
the spaces overt which those bodies puss, do not very much the same day, or 
month, or year, still they must be of the same length to the people of all nations, 
and there cannot be much difference between one and another ;‘yet different 
nations have bad different modes of reckoning them. Some ef these differences 
are pointed out in Art. I, “ On the Calendar.” ¥ . 

When a nation came to such a degree of information ant imyortanss, as 
that it felt a desireof recording the events of its own history, it generally began 
with some great avent, ag a fixed point or epoca, for which it counted the RRA 
or succession of portions of time, all presumed tobe equal, and each equal x0 
that which the nation happened to take for standard. The day being the pure 
tion with which people or most familiar, and also the one of which the appear- 
ance is the most striking ~ light and sarkness being the greatest of all contrast 
—most uations thade the day tbe absolute measure; but aa the day is rather 
short for measuring tong intervals, they generally bad periods of so many days, 
and of so many times these again, correaponding with, or rather having soae- 
resemblance to, our weeks, months and years. 
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Asan exact number of times of the rotation of the earth is not conttined in 
the revolution of the moon, and a ‘act number of times of either this rota- 
tion or thia revolution is not contains in the reeotntion of the earth. eras 
which are reckoned in terms of either of these fixed periods, do not agree with 
each other. In other words, as days lunar months, and year, are not even parts 
or multiplies pf ech other, two eras which sre counted, one in so many times 
of one of these, and the other in so many times of another, cannot de made to 
agree, oo ag Co point out the time at which any event happens, without making 
correction for the fractional differences. The period of time in which those 
fractional differences amount to an unit of the shorter measure, is called a cycle. 
—See Art. If, 


Those nations among whom the Christian religion has been disseminated, 
‘have, eversince its introdu-tion, abandoned alt eras, save that which began at 
the birth of our Saviour, This is called. the Curistian Era » and when the 
date or number of the year is spoken of in esotema or formal manner, the words 
Anno Domini, or the contraction A, D., meaning “the year of the Lord” are 
prefixed to the number, to distinguish 1t from other eras. When we count from 
the birth of our Saviour backwards, we either put B. C., “fbefore Christ,” or 

» Anno ante Christum, A. A,C., which is the same, Events are sometimes dated 
from. the creation of the world ; and the term Anno Mundi, A. M,, that 
of the world,” prefixed to the date; but as opiaion is divided a3 to the precise 
date af the creation, in terms of the Christian era, the commencement of that 
era is considered as the preferable epoch. 











-To find the distance of any event—if it be before the birth of our Saviour, 

add the date of it to the date of the year; if after, substract; the sum in the 

* firat case, as the difference in the second, isthe time from the present date, or 
whkhe distence of the event. 


As the eras of the nations of antiquity have become obsolete, and as the 
principal events in their histories have been reduced to the respective years of 
the Christian era. either before or atter the birth of our Saviour. those eras ere 
needed only by those who read the writings of antiquity ; and, therefore, it is 
not necessary, in the present cease, to detail them. there is, however, one @ 
which is used by a very lorge portion of the moderns, the Hejira, or era com 
mences at the epoch of the flight of Miabomet from the city of Mecca to ‘that 
of Median, which took place in tha 622d year of the Chiristian era, 
metan yeur is regulated by this event.

SALE OF LANDS, 


Act No. L., Datep Fenrvuary 4, 1839, 


I. Itis hereby enacted, that from the first day of May next ensuing, after 
the passing of this Act, all Regulations and’ parts of Regulations of the 
Bengal code, which give to any persons or class of persoas authority, by 
virlue of any office held by them, to seli Property distrained for the recovery 
of arrears of rent, shall, so far as they give such authority, be repealed. 

II, And igis hereby enacted, that from the date aforesaid, it shall be 
lawful for the collector or officer duly exercising the powers of a collector, 
ineach District subject to the presidency of Fort William in Bengal, to 
appoint,—by a sunnud under his signature and seal, in the terms of the 
Schedule-appended to this Act, and conformably to such instructions ashe 
may receive in that behalf,—any person or persons to exercise ihe function 
of selling property distrained for the recovery of arrears of rent in each 
Pergunnah or sub-division of his distiict, and to authorize sueh persons to 
remunerate themselves by deducting a per centage, not in any case exceeding 
ten per centum on the amount of the proceeds of the sale.

Act No, If., Darep Fesnvary 4.

offender which may he found within the jurisdiction of such Magistrate, aud if 
no such property shall be found withia such jurisdiction, then it shall be lawful” 
for every such Magistrate, by warrant under his hand, to commit the offender 
to prison, there to be imprisoned only, or to be imprisoned and kept to hard 
labor, according to the discretion of such Magistrate, for any term not exceeds 
ing two calendar months, where the amount of the fine shall not exceed 
60 rupees, and for any term not exceeding four calendar months, where. 
the amount shall not exceel 100 rupees, and for avy term not exceeding 
six calendar months, in any other case, ‘the commitment to be determinable 
in each of the cases aforesaid upon payment of the amount.

NEW CHARTER OF THE BANK OF BENGAL.

I. The existing eharter of the Bank of Bengal having been found in many 
"yespects inconvenient. aud impertect, the members of the «aid corporation have, 
hy-their Directors applied to the Goveruor-General of India in Council for the 
amendment thereof, by a new charter or act of incorporation, tendering the 
‘surrender thereupon ol ibe said charter, and the Governor-General in Council 
having assented iG such surrender, and to the continuance of the said’ cor. 
poration as bereinaftér declared :—tt is hereby enacted, ihat from the Ist day 
of May nextafter the passing of this act the charter of the said Bank of 
Bengai bearing date the 29th May 1823, aad the Acts No. XIX. of 1835 and 
No, XXLV. of 1898 relating thereto, shall respectively cease to have effect ; 
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and,the same aré‘hereby from: that day cancelled, save.as to such particulars as ca 
are herein mentioned of referred to. Ses 

ll, And‘it is hereby enacted, that the persons who at the time of thpdeter, 
mination of the said charter and acts aforesaid, shall, under the provicing of tue 
said charter and acts, be the proprietors of the capital stock of the said Bankeof * 
Bengal, shall, notwithstanding the determination of the said charter and acts 
Eévtinue 10 be a corporation, body corporate and politic, by the name - of the 
Bank of Benga! with perpetual succession to them and their successors pro- 
prietors for tie time being of the said Bank, as hereinafter mentioned, and to _ 
prossess and enjoy all the rights, privileges and immunities incident by law to * 
a corporation aggregate.

1. Itis hereby enacted, that the several charges of the port and roadstead 
of Madras, levied under the heads of anchorage duty, light-house duty, 
JTegular boat hire amd report catamaran hire, shall from and after the first. 
day of August next, be consolidated and commuted into a port duty to ba 
Jevied at the rate of three annas per ton upoa every vessel, not being a vessel 
sailing’ under the colours of a foreign Europea, or American uation, of which 
ethelonnage shall not exceed 700 tons by measurement made in the manner 
prescribed by act’S and 6 of William 1V.Cap. LVI. and if the vessel exceed 
700 toas by measurement so made, the port duty shail be levied as upon that

II, And itis hereby enacted, that upon every vessel sailing under the 
colors of a foreign European, or American nation, that mey anchor in the

I. _Itis hereby enacted, that from the first day of January, in the year of 
Our Lord 1840, the following rules shall be in force for regulating the agsesse 
spent and collection of the rents payable to Government in the settlements of 
Prince of Wales” Island, Singapore and Malacca.

1. Whereas it is exnedient to extend to the territories uuder the Governe 
ment of the East India Company, as well within the jurisdiction of her 
Majesty’s Courts as elsewhere, the provisions of the Statute 3d and 4th, 
William 1V, Chapter 42, Section 28, con cerning the allowance of interest 
in certain cases : 

It is, Cuerefore, hereby enacted, that upon all debts or sums certain payable 
atacectain time or otherwise, the Court before which such debts or sum 
may he recovered, may, if,it shall think fit, allow interest to the creditor -at 
rate not exceeding the current rate of interest from the time when-such debta 
orsums certain were payable, if such debts or sums be payable by virine of soms 
written instrument ata certain time, or if payable otherwise than ffom the 
time when demand of payment shall have been made in writing, so as such dex 
mand shall give notice to the debtor that interest will be claimed“‘com the date 
Of such demand until the term of payment provided that interest shall be 
payable in all cases in which it is now payable by law.

REGULATION AND PREPARATORY INSTRUCTIONS.

‘The rank of students leaving the college is determined by the cemificate of the 
college council, which is granted with reference tothe industry, proficiency, and 
general good behaviour of the students. 

Such rank to take effect only in the event of the student's proceeding to India 
within three months after they are so ranked. Should any stedent delay so to 
proceed, heshall only take rank among the students classed at the last examination, 
previous to his departure for India ; whether that examination may have been held 
by the college council or by the London Board of examiners, and shall be placed 
at the end of that class in which rank was originally assigned to him,

Additional rule respecting repetition of absence on leave to visit the Aills, 
Judicial and Revenue Department, 2d October, 1832. 
-+ Instances have lately occurred of officers in the civil imployment of Government, 
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obtaining leave of absence on medical certificate to visit the hills during that pe- 
riod of the year when residence in those places is most trying to the constilution. 
This has sometimes been repeated for several successive seasons, and much preju- 
dice to the public service has hence resulted ; it has therefore become necessary 
to impose some further restraint upon the practice, and with this view the follow- 
ing is passed. 

‘Officers obtaining leave of absence on medical certificate, to visit the hills within 
two years from the grant of a similar leave, shall be subject to reduction of 1-34 
of their allowances, A third leave of absence, of a similar nature, within a further 
period of two years, shall involve the loss of appointment and reduction of the al- 
Jowances to those of a civil servant out of employ. 

Additional rule respecting absence to sea or beyond the limits of the Bengal presi» 
dency. General Department, \8th October, 1832. 

A second leave to sea or to the tertitories beyond the limits of the Bengal presi- 
deacy, on sick vertificate, after one exceeding six months, cannot be granted with- 
out forfeiture of the appointment held by the individual applying for such second 
leave, unless a period of not less than three years shall have elepsed betwean the 
resumption of office after the first leave of absence, and the departure from the 
station on the second leave. The above rute, it ia to be understood, has reference 
only to cases of leave of absence in which the party goes to sea or beyond the lie 
mits tothe Bengal presidency.

The Commissioner will furnish 
aunual statements exhibiting the names of petsons to whom the indulgence has been 
granted,the sevéral periods allowed,and the total number of days of leave of absence 
to each in the year, It is, however, to be understood, that an officer, absent trom 
his station for a contiouous period of more than one month, under leave granted by 
a Commissioner, will be liable to a deduction of one-third from his salary for the 
whole term of his absence, although such term may not be in excess of one month 
in each of two official years.

Srdly. The Commissioner will use his discretion in refusing leave, The incon 
venience to the public service or the difficulty of providing for the duties of the 
office, will be sufficient reason for refusal, and the Commissioner should withhold 
the indulgence from persons, whose public conduct may aot, in his estimation, 
entitle them to his favorable consideration. aS . 

4thly. Applications for leave uot coming within | Rule 2, must-be submitted 
to Government by the Commissioner, with his opinion in favor of or against 
compliance with the application, aod in cither case he will invariably state the 
atrangentent he would propose for the conduct of the duties of vacant office, if 
the application should be sanctioned by Government.

DEDUCTION FROM SALARIES. 


Government has established the following rules, in'tespect to the deduction to 
be made from the salaries of persons absent from their stations, whether on ac- 
count of bad health, or on account of their private affairs, likewise ou other points 
connected with such absence, 

‘A deduction of one-sixth, except in the cases below stated,to be made from galas 
yies or authorized emoluments of ail civil servants compelled to leave their stations 
on account of sickness, during the whole period of their absence. 

This rule, however, is not to apply to zillah or city Registrars, or to other in- 
dividuals whose allowances may notexceed 500 rupees per mensem, It ts not 
jntended to make any ‘eduction from the salasies of civil servants holding such aps 
pointments, when absent from their stationg,on account of bad health. 

1n cases in which the salaries, or authorized emoluments of civil servants, ex- 
ceed the sum stated under the foregoing head, ouly in such asmall degree thata 
deduction at the rate ofone-sixth would reduce the remaining proprotion below 
500 rupees per mensem, it is the intention of Government, that the deduction shquid 
not be carried tothe fall extent of oue-sixth, but merely so far as will leave to 
the individual the monthly sum above mentioned, of sicca rupees 500. 

‘A deduction at the rate of one-sixth to be made from the salaries or authorized 
emoluments of all civil servants, stationéd within the division of Bareilly and Be- 
nares, or aa they are ordinarily denominated the Western Provinces, who may, 
with the sanction of Government, be absent from their stations on account of their 
private affairs, during any period not exceeding eight weeks in the year. 

A deduction of one-sixth to be made from the salaries or authorized emoluments 
of all civit servants etationed in the Lower Provinces, who may, with the sanction 
of Government, be absent from theirstations on account of their private affairs, 
during sny period not exceeding six weeks iu the year, 

A deduction of one-third to be made from the salaries or authorized emoluments 
of civil servants, who may be absent from their stations, on account of their 
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private affaira, (and not on account of sickness,) fora period of time respectively 
exceeding those specified under the two foregoing heads, numbered according. as 
+ the rules contafped under these heads may apply to the cases. 


_DEPUTATION ALLOWANCE TO CIVIL SERVANTS, 


Deputation allowance is granted to civil servants in conformity with the orders 
ofthe Right Honourable the Governor-General in Council, dated tst March,1817, 
when deputed to act at a distance from their own stations in any capacity. A cer= 
tifteate must be furnished of the date on which they receive charge, ay the allow. 
ance is not to commence till that period ; and also, a certificate, on bis deliver- 
ing over charge, (the allowance ceasing on thal day,) which must be furnished 
to the Civit Auditor, accompanied by the first aud last bills when sent for audit,

duction at the prescribed rate would reduce the remaining proportion below 500 
Tupees per memsem, the deduction shall be carried only so far as will leave to the 
individual the monthly sum of 500 rupees, ,

» ‘Phe General-commsnding-in-chief is determined to put aa effectual stop to so 
@aogetous and disgraceful on offence, by the punishment'wad degradation of every 
soldier who sball, hereafter, be convicted of it, 

Fo this end Lonv Hrvt desires, that commanding officers of regiment depdts,wilt 
tring to summary trial, for unsoldier-like and disgraceful conduct, every man’ who

2<DUTY OF OFFICERS IN COMMAND AND‘ CHARGE, oF 
. COMPANIES, : Tap 


1, tis onthe officers holding the command and charge of companies, that. the 
~conduct, efficiency, and character of a native corps mainly depend ; and it will ber 
generally found, that in corps where there is a proper and high sense of duty inthe 
officers of this rank, the mea are well behaved, smart, and soldier-like, whether on. 
or offduty, But to ensure this feeling, or to give rise to it, whether it is wanting, 
the officers commanding companies must be vested with sufficient autbority, to en- 
courage merit and check irregularities, without being uader the necessity: of refers 
Ting ob every trifling occasion, ta the commanding officers. 

2. Officers commanding companies, may grant indulgence to deserving mew 
of their companies, toa certain extent; they may grant leave for one or two daya 
excepting at muster ; but this leave i# on no account to extend to a tater hawn 
than tatoto-beating. All applications for the indulgence of leave to a greater 
extent, will require the sanction of the commanding officer, aud must be made 
through the oftcers in charge of companies, s 

3. Officers in command of companies are responsible for the general appears 
ance and cleanliness of their companies ; and to eaable them to ascertain that. 
theie orders on this. subject are attended to, there will be a.private parade of 
companies once a week, at sua-set. This parade.is solely for. the inspection of 
the. officer, commanding companies. All deficiencies in the appointment, or 
clothing of the men, with.the causes that led to them, be reported, for the coms 
manding officer’s information, through the quarter-master 

4, Companies ara to be.permanently divided into four sections, with a proper 
proportion of non-commissioned officers to each ; and the European officers. wil 
endeavour to form 2 chain of responsibility throughout the whole, causing the 
commanders of sections, constantly to bear in mind, that thefr credit, as: smart 
officers, worthy of further advancement, will depend on the. soldier- 
ance of their section. To carry this into effect, in most native corps, require. 
time and- much attention; but when once effected, it will be productive of tha 
best results, An officer, however, must not rest satisfied that bis orders are ate. 
tended to,. merely because he bas given them; he will have many. obstacles to 
‘overcome in introducing this regulation, and he should make it a point of seeing 
his sections paraded occasionally, under their non-commissioned officefy, before 
falling in aa a.company. A ‘roll of each section is to be kept of the” 
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non-commissioned officer, and no alteration to be made ia it, without an order from 
the officer in command of the company. : 

3, The officers commanding companies, are responsible for the payment of 
Aheir companies ; for the clothing, arms, accoutrements and regimental appoints: 
menta in use, -and for the repair of arms, ca 

6. They-are aathorized to enforce the execution of all orders and regulations, 
relating to the interior discipline and economy of their companies, by ordering 
those men, sho neglect or disobey them, extra daty, or punishment drill not ex. 
ceeding four days’ guard, or ten days’ drill. : 

7. They will occasionally visit the men of their companie who may be in 
hospital, and ascestain, by personal inquiry, if they are furnished with every thing 
aneceasary for sick men. ‘This essential part of an officer's duty, should be particu- 
larly attended to, in unhealthy situations ; nothing being so gratifying to the nae 
tive soldier, as to perceive that his officer is interested in his welfare. ~ 

8. The following books ate to be kept in each company. 

One for copies of muster roll and pay abstracts, 

One book for family remittance bills. :

This book will he confined to the naicks, drummers, and 
privates of the company 5 and it will be the duty of the officer commanding the 
eompany, to enter in it, every incedent calculated to make knowa the general 
eharacter of individuals belonging to his company. 

9, The-character of the native differs so materially from that of the European, 
that it requires time, and attentive observation of the most tninute circumstances, 
connected with the behaviour of the men, oa al occassions, and in all , situations, 
toenable the European officers to form a correct opinion of their fitness for pro- 
smootion; but by strict attention to every part of their conduct, and a eareful 
entry ofevery particular ofa favorable or uafavorable nature, in the bebaviour 
ofindividuals in this book, it will become a public record of the greatest use 
in preventing the promotion of unworthy individuals, and in encouraging the 
exertions of the active, intelligent, and deserving soldier. . 

10.’ Without some record of this kind, an officer, who has not been long iv 
command of a company, and who is called upon to recommend a naick, ora 
private for promotion, has seldom the meaas of ascertaining the character of bis 
men; heis under the necessity of applying to the native officers, or pay havitdar, 
a mode of obtaining the required’ information, which is considered calculated to 
produce pernicious consequences, .. 
PLL, It will be the commanding officer’s duty to pay and to exact attention to 
these records, and to have every patticular of.a man’s conduct so fully-inserted; 
as to leave little room for doubt or dispute. . 

12. These books will be inspected by the commanding officers, on the tat of. 
May, August, November, and February. 4 

13. Any injury that may occur to the arms, accoutrements, or appointments, 

of coifPanies, or avy deficiency in them, with all the information the officer may 
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be able to obtain of the cause of toss or injury, is to be immediately reported to 
‘the quarter master, for the commanding officer’s information, to enable him to 
zomply with the directions contained in general orders, aed ‘ 
14, Officers commanding companies, will personally disburse the pay ag soon 
83 practicable after the receipt of it; and for this purpose, they will have sheis 
companies marched to their quarters, in their uniform and side arms, and agaia 
taken back to the lines, by the senior native officer present. ‘i 
15. The men on guard are to be paid by their officers when relieved ; ang 
excepting 10 cases of exireme urgency, the officers are expected to see every man 
ia their companies receive his pay in their presence. : 
16. Whenever’a casualty may occur, the coat and pantaloons in wear, are to 
be sent into store, to be again issued, under the orders of the commanding officer, 


to recruits, 


11.—GENERAL REMARKS FOR THE EUROPEAN OFFICERS, 


1, A ready and cheerful obedience to all orders from superior officersis the 
firat principle of military discipline; if, therefore, a subaltern should: chance 1o 
command ou apy parade, or duty, all junior officers employed on the eame'duty, 
are expected to pay as much deference to his orders, as if they were acting 
under a Field Officer. Subaltern Officers commanding platoons at drill or ex- 
ercise, may order extra drill, not exceeding four days, to avy man of their platoon, 
who is awkward or inattentive ; and when inspecting guards, may order any man 
who is dirty, one day’s extra guard ; but if they think more than four day’s extra 
drill, or one day’s guard, necessary, they will report the circumstance, for the in- 
formation and orders of the commanding officer. sey 
* 2, In reprimanding men, for any irregularity, all passionate or abusive ter: 
are to be avoided, 

3. Every officer is excepted to attend to the dress, appeatance, and behaviour 
of the men of the corps on or off duty; and whether they belong to his own 
company or not. y 

4. Officers shall alsa take notice of all guards and sentries of the reginietie, 
and report any neglect that comes under their observation; they should be ‘equate 
ly ready to bring into notice any remarkable instance of attention ; they ‘should 
watch over the general charracter of the corps, and embrace every opportunity of 
evincing the interest they take in its reputation, by checking irtegutarity and 
peslect, and encouraging diligence and attention to duty, in the individuals be» 
longing oit, 

* 5. They should endeavour to become acquainted with the character and ge» 
neral behaviour on duty, of the native commissioned and non-commissioned officers 
and privates of the corps, but particularly of their own companies. The frequeacy 
of commands and escorts, under European officers, affords many opportunities of 
acquiring this information. 

6. They should themselves, attend to the complaints ofthe men, and net 
allow this duty ta devolve on a native officer, a havildar, oraservant. Theofi- 

* cet, who permits this part of his duty to be performed by another, depfives himself 
ofthe bést opportunity of securing the respect and attachment of the bative soldier, 

7. tshould be impressed on the young officer, that grievances, ‘which to him 

+ ™ay appear frivolous, are of serious import, when connected with the religious 
prejudices of (he men; and that, even when the redress of such grievances is 
impracticable, it is still in his power to listen with patience to the soldier's statg: 
ment, and to convinee him, that his fetlings have not beensdisregarded, 
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8, Ail officers, on retarning from detached duty, ara to make a general report 
of the conduct of the native commissioned officer and havildars belonging ta’ 
their detatchment ; and in case of having any neglect, or any wnsoldier-ltke cou- 
uct to notics , 2 fuildetail of every particular, connected with the individual’s-” 
behaviour, is to be entered into. 

9. There are also many points in the performance of a non-commissioned 
officer’s duty, which show attention and smartness ; this will be noted, in a gene- 
ral way, in this report. te 

10. All young officers, on first joining 2 corps, are to attend the drill, untill 
perfectly acquainted with the drill of the recruit and compaay, mounting guard, 
‘manual and platoon exercises, marching and standiag salute with a sword. Aa 
officer's fitness for joining the ranks of his regiment, isto be ascertained by his 
drilling and commanding a platoon in his commanding officer's presence.. 

11. They should be posted, at first, to the company of some old officer, whe 
will take every occasion to point out to them, the manner in which the interior 
duty of a company is conducted, and explain to them the nature and use of the 
different books which are kept, and of the reports which are required. They 
will also, after they have been dismissed the drill, be sent on command, under 
-another officer, to learn that pert of their duty. For two years after they join, - 
.they are to attend ali Courts of enquiry, Courts-maniat, and Committees, which 
may be held in the regiment, to leara the magner in which ‘those duties are 
conducted, , 

12. Noofficer to have the command or charge of @ company, until he shall 
have done regimental duty. for two years, and aot then, unless he hae acquired a 
competent knowledge of Hindoostanee, without which, his intercousse with the 
mative soldier will be carried oo in a manner unsatisfactory to both ; nor will the 
officer acquire over the soldier the influence which it is of importance he should 


+o A8s Native commissioned or non-commmissioned officers, attending to maké 
their reports, are not to be detained, The hours for making the common reports 
of a corps, are tobe fixed, and all officers ase to be ‘ready to receive them at the 
proper hour, 

14, Native officera attending at an European officer’s quarters, on duty, 
which may require theic being detained, are to be furnished with a chair, and 
treated with the courtesy due to their situations, . 

15. No officer should detain an orderly who may be sent to him; being on 
duty, he is immediately to be eent back to his post. ; 

16. Officers allowed orderfies, are to use them on public duty only. Whate 
ever duty asaldier ison, he should be strictly confined to it, and the most ecru- 
pulous exactness demanded, patticularly from an orderly. eee 

17, Officers when sick, are to be reported sick by the surgeon; and while in’ 
the sick report, are not to appesr in public places, or public parties. . 

18, Officers proceeding on leave, are to lodge 2 memorandum of their address 
in the Adjutant’s office. ‘ eae. 

19. 1n closing these general remarks for officers, it may be necessary to im- 
“press on the miuds of the young and inexperienced, bow much depends ina 
mative corps, on the conduet of the European officers, An attentive bady of 
officers will ensure attention from the men; and indifference of the performance 
of daty, on the part of the European officers, will be followed by carelessness and 
negligence, on that of the aative of all ranks, ee ; ; 

20. Matters pwely regimental, such as an admonition, or reprimand givea 
to an officer, or punishment inflicted on men of the corps, ought never to be made 
Be subject of conversation among strangers, or out of the regiment; these 
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conversations often give. rise to exaggerated mis-statements, affecting the cha 
of individuals, and the credit of the-regiment. 3 were 





WI1.—THE ADJUTANT, r 


1. It ought to be the anxious wish of every commandant of a regment, that 
no officer, who has not the requisite qualifications, should be recommended for the 
situation of adjutant, The officer holding this appointmeat, ought to possess: 
considerable knowledge of the Hindostanee languaze; to be well acquainted 
with the habits, custome and prejulices of the sepoys; too have great command 
of temper; to-be completely master of the dritl, in all its parte; and, above all, 
to fee) pleasure inthe performance of bis duty. 

. 2. He will regulate the details of all duties, that they may fall as equally as 
Possible upon all. 

* 8.°'Fhe correspondence: relative-to the discipline and organization ofthe corps 
and ali standing orders and instructions, as to: the preper mode of executing ita 
various duties, will be kept in his office, He is responsible for the due circulation 
of ordars of every description. 

4. Allofiicial returns and reports, excepting such as appertain particularly 
to the Quarter Master’s department, are.to be made out under his isspection + 
he is also the channel. of communication with the commanding officer, om al} 
points of duty, ae 

5, When the corps is ordered to be under arms, he will haveit properly told 
off, und ready at the hour specified: he isto examine all detachments, previously 
to their being Uekvered over to the officer appointed %9 command them, and be 
is responsibte for the general cleanliness and appearance of all guards marched 
off from the’ battalion. parade. 

_ 6. He isto have the particular direction of the duties performed by the ser- 
jeant-major; he is to attend all“drills, aud be patticulacly careful that the re- 
crvits are trained in strict conformity with the regulations. 

7, When recruits: are posted, or sepoys transferred to companies, the Adjus 
tant is to send a descriptive roll, carefully copied from the regimental register, to 
the officer commanding the company to which the men are posted. 

8. The following books to be kept by the Adjutant: ~ 

One battalion register, or Jong roll 

One register of the estates of deceased: native officers. ” 

One general register of estates: of: deceased- non-commissioned officers and 
privates, ‘Phe register is to-contaia “merely the name, raok and company, date 
of decease, batanee-of cash and appropriation of the balance ; ail other particus 
lars being in the company registers. 

One book for public letters. 

One register of regimental Courts Martial. 

One register of general leave. 

One book for copies of monthly returns. 

One book for’ copies: of casvaity lists. 

. One book for copiesof present estates. ‘ 

., A character book for native coramistioned officers, and for non-commissioned 
of the rank of bavildar. . : : 

9." He is to submit to the commanding officer daily, a morning report of the 
corps; also a weekly report of the punishment drill, specifying the names of 

sthe men ;’ the companies to which they belong, by whom they -were sent, for 
what crime, and for what period. He will send “ali recruits; with a soll, for 
examinatiow by the surgeon, previously to their being enlisted. Peery 

10. The greatest attention is requisite, in keeping the character book of the 
ative commissioned and non-commissid®td officers of the corps. The nature of 
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the entry, when. unfavorable, is to be always explained to the individuals cone 
cerned. 





iV.—THE INTERPRETER AND QUARTER-MASTER. 


4. The Quarter Master is responsibfe for the stores belonging to the regiment, 
and for the correctness of the returns and reports he may submit for the signature 
of the commanding officer. 

2, He will prepare indents, survey reports, and all papers connected with the 
stores of every description, in use with the regimen!; ani all correspondence oa 
these subjects is to be addressed to him, for the commanding officer’s information, 

3. He will submit, every Monday, to the commanding officer, a report of the 
clothing, stores, and ammunition under his charge, accounting for thelifference 
between the present and the last return, - 

4. Hewill go through the lines, at least twice a week, and see that they are 
Kept clean, and that no encroachments are made on the atreels hy the erection of 
taues, or screens of any kind ; he will also prevent the Goorghas trom digging 
pits or gutters in the streets. A place should be assigned to these men, in rear 
ofeach wing ofthe corps, r 

5, He will also direct his serjeaut to go through the lines daily, and see that 
orders are strictly attended to. ° 

6. The following books are be keptby the interpreter and quarter master. 

A book. for copiesof all indents, returns and survey reports. : 

A book for copies of the muster rolls and pay abstracts of his establishment. 

These hooks are to be submitted quarterly, with the other books of the regi- 
ment for the conmunding officer's inspection. 

7. Any deficiency in the arms, accoutrements, appointments, ammunition, 
or camp equipage of the corps ; he is to report to the commanding officer, with 
such information as he may have been able to obtain, as to the cause of the loss 
or injury, 

8. He is to furnish every officer proceeding on commani, with a written 
statement of the public stores of every description, sent with his detachment, 

9. Of the duties of interpreter, the explanation of all orders in plain language, 
is one of the mostimportaat. If this be uone oarelessty, or umintelligibiy, the 
very object of publishing these orders will be defeated ; for if they are not 
distinctly understood by the men, they cannot be attended to, or obeyed. 

10, The interpreter will also consider it his duty, to make out petitions of all 
Kinds forthe men. Any native commissioned, non-commissioned officer, or 
sepoy, requiring a petition to be prepared, is to apply to the officer commanding 
his company, who shall give him a letter to the interpreter, mentioning his 
request. 

‘The Interpreter is to sign all petitions, as examined, and submit them then to 
the commanding officer, for signature. 

12, All petitions are to be copied into a book, to be kept for the purpose, 
yin which the date of their dispatch by dawk is to be marked. 





V.—THE SURGEON, 


J, This officer should bear in mind, that he is not less amenable to the 
orders of the officer commanding ‘the corps, than. any officer in it; and that, 
although any interference in his medical treatment of the sick would be improper, 
and is unauthorised, yet, all other points connected with the rules already laid 
sdowneby the regulations of the service, for the management of the hospitals of 
Native corps, are cognizable hy the officgs at the head of the regiment, 


who is 
responsible for their due observance by tl placed under his ordeis. ne 
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2. The readiness of the med, when sick, to resort to a well-regulated hospi- 
tal, will afford satisfactory proof of the attention paid to the patients. On the 

- other haad, to an hospital badly managed, or jndifferently attended to, the 
nen will never willingly go. Itis not to the use of Europe medicine that the 
sepoys have any objection; but they are shrewd and observant, and soon 
iscover whether they are properly treated, and whether the surgeon is interested, 
in their recovery. 

3. Any private interference of the native doctors ih the supply of bazar 
medicine. oil, bandages, or any’ thing used in the hospital, is to be strictly 

rohibited, 
qc 4. The establishments, which are ample, are to be confined to the hospital. 
duties, and are not to be used for private purposes, 

"5. A'portion of the regimental bearers is to be always in attendance at the 

+ hospital, to assist the sick. : 

"6. An acquaintance with the Hindoostanee, so necessary for every officer 
employed wiih a native corps, is particutarly so for the surgeon; withoutit, 
it is impossible for him to perform his duty in an efficient or satisfactory manner. 

7. “A full and ample supply of hospital cots, of the prescribed size, is to 
‘be always kept ready ia cantonments ; and when in camp, the sick are to be 
furnished with a proper quantity of good, dry straw. i 

8. Men discharged from hospital in a weak @tate, should be recommended fo 
beexcused duty, for as many days as the surgeon may deem advisable ; and at 
the expiration of that time, if uot sufficiently recovered, a further extension is to be 
granted, on the surgeon’s tecommendation. During the time a man may thus be 
excused duty, he is 'o be returned convalescent, 

6. ‘The Musulman or Brahmin cooks, allowed by the Government for the sick, 
are to be of a description of men approved of by the sepoys, and frotu whose hands 
they will eat. The Hiadoo water carrier, should also be a person of the same 
description. 

10, Men sent to the hospital, should be accompanied by the orderly havitdar, 
and a note should be sent to the surgeon, by the officer commanding the company, 
in the following form :—~ : 

‘' Sir,—Be pleased to receive into the hospital, Annund Sing, sepoy of the—~ 

* company, for the euro of his disorder. si

VI-—THE OFFICER OF THE DAY. 5 
1, The officer of the day has the general charge of the guard, mounted in thy 
corps, and is the person to be applied to, in the first instance, on any occurrence in 
‘+ the liner requiring the presence of an European officer. ; 7 
2, He will march off the battalion guards in the morning, and visit them in 
the evening, ator before sunset, and pay particular attention to the dress and 
appearance of the men, and to their conduct while on duty. 
* "3. He will order the uative officer of the day, to visit them at noon and about 
midnight, and to be particularly careful to report any neglect, | 
4, He will visit the hospital, and see that the men are furnished witit profer 
cots, that the hospital and its immediat@wicinity are clean, and free from filth of any 
“kind, 
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5. On visiting the hospital, he is to pass leisurely through it, and to ascertain, 
by personal inquiry of the men, whether they have any cause for complaint or arg 
in want of any thing, This is en. important part of his duty in visiting the hospitat 
which is not limited to merely riding up to it, and ascertaining the number of sick 
from the non-commissioned officer on duty. A 

6. A memorandum is to be inserted at the foot of the officer's report, stating 
the hour at which the hospital was visited, aud that the necessary questions were 
asked, with the complaints, if their be any. 

‘This officer is on no account to quit the lines of his corps, but to be ready, at all 
times, to receive reports, and to proceed to the lines whenever his presence may 
be necessary. In all cases of fire, not only in his own: lines but in those of an: 
other corps, he will invariably proceed to the spot, and will be ready toafford all 
the assistance in bis power, towards the preservation of public or private property. 





VII.—THE SERJEANT MAJOR. . 


1. The Sergeant Major is under the immediate order of the Adjutant, whose 
principal assistant he is, and tqwhom alone he is responsible : he is charged, in a 
secondary degree, with the responsibility which rests upon that officer, in ail that 
relates to the drill, the examination of men paraded for duty, and to the disci~ 
pline, generally, of the native officers and sepoys ; it is through bim, that the 
Adjutant generally, conveys to the corps, the verbal and occasional orders of the 
commanding officer. 

2. All verbal orders given through the Serjeant Major of tae regiment, are 
to be obeyed as promptly, as if they were cirenlated in the regimental order book 
4 any officers shall apprehend that there was a mistake in an order thus iseued, he 
isto bring it under the commanding officer's or Adjutant’s notice, that it may be 
corrected ; but he is not himself to stop its execution. On service, it may be often 
mecessaty to convey to the men, orders of the greatest consequence in this manner. 

3. As this non-commissioned officer lives in tho lines with the men, he must ne- 
cessarily be sooner informed of any irregularities they may commit, than any other 
European in the regiment; he should, therefore, be very altentive to their behavi- 
our, and particularly so to that of the native commissioned and non-commissioned 
officers. And he shou!d not fail to report any occurrence that may come to his no- 
tice, calculated to effect the discipline of the corps. 

4. He will parade all the guards, and see that they are elean and dressed accord. 
ing to order; after guard mounting in the morning, he will attead the drill, and 
‘agaist in its superintendence. ; 

5, Hewill aleo attend drill in the evening, whenever 20 files or upwards, of 
old sepoys are‘at drill. 

6. He willinstruct the young non-commissioued officers in their duty, “and take 
‘opportunities of examining the older ones, toascértain whether they. are acquainted 
with theirs. 

7. He will becareful that men ordered punishment drill, be not permitted by 
the orderly havildara to evade the order, eau 
_ 8. He should invariably wear the uniform furnished by Government; and if 
permitted to wear a faggy, it should be perfectly plain; with a badge on the arm or 
shoulder, similar to that furnished by Government, ’ 

9, He is to be strictly prohibited from receiving presents from the natives} of 
the comps, at Christmas, or at any other holiday. 

10, The Serjeant Major is never to bg spoken to harshly, before the men; 
if after having been once or twice admonished, be should not reform, be is no loa: 
ger fit for the situation, . = 
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VHL—THE QUARTER MASTER SERJEANT. 


1. The Quarter Master Serjeant is to assist the Quarter master, in taking care 
of the stores: he is tosee that the parade is cleared and clean, and the flags for 
exercise-are always ready, and pitched according to orders. : 

2. He will go through the lines, once every twenty-four hours, and see that 
the orders respecting them are duly attended to: he. will, in the first instance, 
point out any deviation from thé orders to the orderly havildar of the company, 
in which it may occur; and if not immediately remedied, he will “report it 10 the 
Quarter Master. i 

3. Asthis non-commissioned officer acts, in some measure, as drill Serjeant, 
he must take an opportunity of performing these duties, at syed hours a3 will not 
interfere with his attendance at drill. 

* 4. The Quarter Master will never, but in cases of the most urgent necessity,” . 
* employ bim during drill hours ;and whenever such necessity occurs, which can be 
but seldom, it is to be intimated to the Adjutant, 

5. The orders respecting dress, taid down for the Serjeant Major, are equally 
applicable to the Quartet Mastet Serjeant, as_ well as the prohidition af the use of 
‘harsh language to him in presence of ihe meu.

IX.—NATIVE COMMISSIONED OFFICERS, 


1, Itis to this class of officera, that officers commanding companies must look 
for correct information, respecting the conduct of the men in the tines, 

2. ‘They aré so often detached on duty, with small parties of the corps, that 
much of the efficiency of the regiment will depend on them. 

3. They should be confined “to the duty of their rank, in the performance of 
which they should receive the most decided support, and their just authority 
should ba upholden by the European officers as much as possible. : 

4. Itis, however, to be clearly understood by all, that the native officers arg 
as much subordinate to the European officer commanding their company, as any 
men in it; and that they are possessed of no distinct or seperate authority, which. 
in the slightest degree tenders them independent of the officer commanding the 
company. “ 

5 They should not be permitted to interfere with men, wishing to make any 
complaint or reference to their European officers; they may accompany the men, 
but should hot enter’ inte any previous ‘investigation ; and it should be fully 
explained to them, that auy attempt, on their part, to suppress a complaint, or 
prevent asepoy from going to his European officer, would be cousidered as 
disobedience of orders, and dealt with accordingly. 

6. The privilege of communicating the wishes or request of the men to the 
commantiing officer, is to be confirmed to matters connected with their religious 
prejudices and ceremonies, 

.7, The practice of making the native officers the medium of communicating 
wordera of Government to the men, ‘is to be strictly prohibited. Any thing to be 

- explained to a company, is to be always done by the officer commanding the 
company, who is the channel of explanation on these occasions, 

8. All meetings of native officers, and their instituting au investigation into 
‘alleged complaints, or sending for and examining individuals, is to be strictly 
prohibited. Those implicated in such proceedings, are to be brought immediately 
to the notice of the Commander-in-Chief. ~~ we 

9. The native officers are to suppregs all disorderly conduct, and to report to 
the officers of their companies, any discontents or irregularities that may come to. 
their knowledge, 
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X.—NATIVE OFFICER OF THE DAY. 


1. The native officer of the day is to vistit the guards and hospital of the’ 
ragiment, untier the orders of the European officer of the day, if 

2. Heis to go through the lines once during the day, and about half ao 
hour after tattoo-beating, whea tie will repress all disorderly conduct, and diss 
perse any-assemblies of men ; taking care to report particularly to the European 
officer, the most trifling occurrence, in atty way affecting the regularity of the” 
corps. 
. 3 Should any meeting of rative officers, or others, for the discussion of 
matters connected with their duty as soldiers, take place in, or near the lines, he 
will report it immediately to the European officer of the day, with such circuin- 
stances connected with ihe meeting, as he may be able'to learn : any negléct of 
duty .on this head, will be deemed a disobedience of orders, and dealt with 
accordingly. : : 
XL—NON.COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 


1, Non-commissioned officers rank according to the dates of their appoint- 
ments. - 

2. Naicks appointed to act as havildars, are to be ranked above all other 
naicks; aod sepoys appointed,lanee naicks io regimental orders, are to be obeyed 
as naicks, * 

3. It is desirable that’s Jance naick be appointed to every company, the duty 
teiag Ta general very heavy on the naicks ; and this appointment would also ba 
the means df discoveridg their fitness for promotion to the permanent rank, 

‘4, Noa-commissioned officers ought to show a good example; to be particular 
@: petforcnance of every duty, smart and clean in their dress, always. recollect. 
ifif-thtt upon theit conduct and soldier-like appearance, much of the credit of the 

corps will depend, . 

5. When on duty, they are not to permit any 
on from orders whatevers 

"6, They are to exact, whenin the execution of their duty, the promptest obe- 
dience from inferiors, immediately confining, (when alone on guard or detached,) 
and in other situations, reporting, every man who disputes their orders, or who ree 
plies to then: in a disrespectful manner. 

7. A non-commissioned officer who is found to have connived at atfy irregula~ 
sity or neglect of duty, can never be considered as trust- worthy his further pro- 
motion should, therefore, be stopped, and such other notice taken of the neglect, 
asthe naturé of the case may seem lo require. 

"8, ..Non-coimissioned officers, though noton duty, are to check irregularities 
and neglects which are prejudicial to good order and discipline, and to be particu; 
Jatly careful not to permit any assemblies of men, in or near the lines, at unseasona- 
ble hours or for the discussion of any points connected with the service ; and should 
any irregularity of this description, or discontent of any kind, come to their knows 
ledge, they are to report it without loss of time, to the officer commanding their 
company. 

9. In whatever company or portion of the corps, the discontent may show itself, 
on its coming ‘to the knowledge of a non-commissioned officer, he isto report it 
immediate ly.” J

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- 10. The havildars_at the head of sections, have a very favourable opportunity 
of evincing their fitness for further advancement: no man, who may be found 
. indifferent to his duty in this, or in any other rank, should ever be prometed, 


v XIL—PAY HAVILDARS. ws 

1, The pay havildars are to assist the officers of companies, in keeping the. 
pay accounts ; to take charge of the spare arms and accoutrements, or other stores 
of the compaty, and to keep them in good order. - 

2, ‘They are to take regimental duty, but not to be sent on general duties, or 
én command, unless it be with their companies, 

3. They should not be put on guard a day or two before or after Inuster, or 
on pay day, or the day after. . S 
4 The appointment of pay havildar is not confined to havildars or naicke, 
Mhough they should be preferred, when perfectly competent, But the nomination 

“tests with the officer commanding the company, who is responsible for the pay 
of the men, and for the correctness of the accounts, and whose interest, as well 
aa duty, it will be totake care, that the office is held by an individual, who isin 
all respeets qualified and trust-worthy, . 
* 5. The appointment of a pay ‘havildar is to be notified in regimental orders, 
and he is not to be removed by an officer who has the occasional and temporary 
charge of a company, without the sanction of the commanding officer, ‘ 

6. The pay havildar will take care, that the arms are regularly marked, and 
he will keep a roll of the company, showing what number has been allotied to each 
man in it. 

7. The arms and accoutrements of the different companies, are to be marked, 
with a distingtighing letier : A, for the Ist grenasiers, B, for the Ist or light com 
pany, C, for the 2d company, and D, E, F, G, H, I, and K, for the other 
seven Companies, . 

8. Every set of arms and accoutrements, is {0 be marked with a number(I, 23, 
&e.) in addition to the letter, The practice of marking the names of men Upon 
their arms and appointments, will thus be rendered unnecessary, and is to be Pro= 
hibited, 





XII—ORDERLY HAVILDARS, 

1, These men to be on duty for a week. 

2. They will call the roll of their companies at the parades, and report the 
names of all absentees, 

3, They will also tell off their companies, sub-divisions, sections, double files 
and threes, taking care that every man knows his place and duty ; they will then 
examine the dress of the men, with their arms and accoutrements, and see that 
every thing is according to order ; after which, the Company is to be reported to 
the senior native officer, present, who will immediately make his report to the Eu- 
ropean officer, Should the latter not be on the Parade, the native officer will 
proceed to examine the men, and ascertain that they are properly told off. This 

* ig never to be omitted, whether the men parade for exercise or not, rs 
+4. The orderly havildars will parade all men furnished for guards. or other 
Auties by their respective companies, and march their details to the parade, deliver- 
ing them over to the serjeant major, or the bavildar major. They will be par. 
ticularly careful that every man isclean, the flints Properly fixed, and the am- 
munition according to order ; any deficiency in thia Tespect, is to be reported at the 
“time of delivering the men to the serjeant major. 

5. They will prepare the daily reports of their companies for the adjuta ang 
for their companies. They will keep the roster of the men and non-commissioned 
officers ; attend to the arms, accoutrements and stores, lodged in the bell ofarms, 
and prevent the arms or accoutrements being kept in the huts of the men. 
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6. They will attend to the streets of their companies, and report any inattens 
tion to the orders in force, to their Captains. : 
7. They are to take all sick men 10 the hospital, and on their admission, 
report to the officer commanding their company : this they will also do, when ~ 
a man is discharged. 


XIV,—THE HOSPITAL ORDERLY. 


1. The hospital orderl; is to be a havildar, and to be relieved weekly : neg- 
ligence and irregularities ofthe worat description, will be the certain consequences 
of,permitting a non-commissioned officer to be on this duty permanently. 

Peo vil be the duty of this non-commissioned officer, to attend generally to 
the sick ; and to sce that none quit the hospital but such as have the surgeon’s 
permission. 5 7 

3, He will also take care that the hospital attendants are present and ready - 
to afford their assistance to the men in hospital, e 

4, Ho will strictly attend to all orders he may receive from the surgeoncy, 
report to the visiting officer the number of men in the hospital, and any cir 
‘cumstances connected with the condition of the sick, which may appear tO require 
the notice of the commanding officer. 


XKV.—DRUMMERS AND FIFERS. r 


The drummers and fifers, when on general duty, must necessarily be under the 
officer commanding 5 but when off duty, they are immediately under the orders 
and authority of the durm or fife major, whichever may be senior. 


XVI.—PROMOTIONS. . 


1," The numerous and important duties which fall to the native commissioned 
and non-commissioned officers, owing to the small number of European officers 
‘usually present with a vative corps, render it indispensable to the efficiency of 
the native army, that nove be advanced to these situations, but men who are in 
every respect qualified for them by supetior intelligence, res ectability of chas 
yacter, and uniform good conduct. Readiness in meeting the calls of the sere 
vice, is to be considered as constituting, ia itself, a strong claim to _promotion ;~ 
nov.can it be too early impressed on the young and aspiring soldier, that he may 
with confidence, rely on bis own exertions for the notice of his officer, and for 
advancement in the service. 

2. In estimating the comparative merit of native commissioned and non-com~ 
missioned officers and privates, who may be candidates for advancement, reference 
ja to be made to the character books. 

3. ‘When two men appear to be of equal merit, should one of them have 
distinguished himself in the field, and the other have had no opportunity of doing 
so, the one who has thus distinguished himself, is to be preferred. . 

"4, When two men appear to be equal in point of merit and field service, the. 
oldest soldeir or senior officer, is to have the preference. , 

5. No non commissioned officer, who is negligent in the execution of his duty, 
or who is found unequal to his situation, is to be recommended for promotion to- 
higher rank, 

6. A lance naick, who, during his period of trial, does not give satisfaction, 
ehould not be recommended for promotion to the rank of naick ; and if guilty of 
any neglect of duty, he should be at once reduced. i 

« Ye. Although the native soldiers are strangers to intoxication from fermented 
Liquors, stupefaction from opium or bang, is not uncommon among them, Any 
man addicted to habits leading to this state of mental torpor or imbgcility, is to 
bo considered disqualified for promotion, 
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8. In some regiments, the recommendation of officers commanding companies, 
for promotion to the rank of havildar and naick, is not sufficiently attended to. 
‘Itis. of intportance, that the officer; who has the best means of knowing the 
merit of the men, should be entrusted with some means of Tewarding it. The. 
officer commaniing the company, is to be considered responsible for the fitness 
of the individual recommended: his recommendation is to be registered, and is 
to be attended to. Whea the officer commaniing the regiment, on full enquiry 
shall not approve of the man recommended, he will return the Tecommendatory 
roll to the officer commanding the company, with directions to make another 
selection. 

9, .When a vacancy occurs in the rank of havildar,the commanding officer will 
select a naick to replace him from the gennal list, referring, before he decides on 
tle promotion, to the officers commanding companies, for the character of the 
“individual. 

“10, Vacancies in the rank of naick, are to be filled up from the most deserving 
sepoys, at the recommendation of officers commanding the companies in'which 
- they respectively occur. But where two vacancies oceur in the same company, 
within 1wo months, the commanding officer will take the opportunity of calling for 
tolls from other companies, and will select some deserving man, who has bees: 
backward iu his promution, for one of the vacancies. 

{1. When any companies are detached from the Tegiment, and emploved on 
actual service, all the vacanies which nay occur while they are thus detached, 
are to be filled up by promotions in the companies in which they occur; and they 
are at (hesame time, not to bé overlooked in ny promotions which may be made 
in the regiment. 


XVIL—REDRESS OF GRIEVANCES, 


1. When a non-commissioned officer or soldier, thinks he bas cause of come 
plaint, he will make his representation in a respeciful maoner, through the officer 
commanding his company ; and although, on inquiry, the complaint may prove to 
he groundless, provided it be not also malicious, he is not be rebuked for the mise 
take he has committed, Should the complaint be weil founded, no delay is to take 
place in redressing the grievance complained of, 

2. Soldiers who have any representation to make, are to take an Opportunity of 
making it when they are aot on duty; but any man who murmars, or even speaks 
on parade, or at drill, ualess it be in answer to a question put to him by a superior 
officer, shall be liable to punishment. 

3. If any sepoy.or drummer, considering himself ill-treated by anon-commission« 
edofficer, shall, in retura, make use of threatening or provoking words or actions, 
ocabusive language, iastead of taking the Proper meaas of obtaining redress, he 

| shall be Hable to punishment for this breach of discipline, although on inquiry it 
nay appear, that the non-commissioned officer’s conduct was reprehensible, in the 
frst instance. This rule is to apply in all disputes between any non-commissioned 
| ‘officer and another of higher raak. A 


XVIIL—DISCHARGES, 


1, Evefy native soldier, after three years of service, is entitled to his discharge. 
in time of peace, if his company is not ten men short of its complement, on ‘making 
asplication for itthrough the prescribed channel. 

2, The greatest attention is to be paid to all Applications for discharge ; and no 

| man, who shall have completed his contracted period of service, is ever to be*re-@ 
fused, excepting while employed on service, oc in the case of expected service, as 
hergafter specitied, 
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3. Applications for discharges, are, in the first instance, to be made to the Eu- 
ropean officer commanding the company, to which the person applying belongs. 

‘4, The application isto be reported to the comunanding officer of the regiment, 
who, in the case of commissioned officers, will transmit it to the Adjutant-general 5 
and in case of non-commissioned officers and privates, will either grant the dis- 
charge immediately, ifthe occasion appear to be urgent, or defer it until the 
expiration of two months, from the date of the application, 

5, Lf the corps he on service, or if there be the expectation of service, he will 
reject the application altogether. . 

6, The power of commanding officers to dismiss sepoys unfit for the service, 
3s confined to the cases of men who, from bodily defects, sickness, or accident, are 
incapable of performing the duties ofa soldier, and who are not entitled to the be- 
nefit of the invalid establishment. In all such cases, the surgeon is to bear testi 
mony, by his signature to the discharge, to the unfitness of the individual for per* 

forming the duty of a soldier, ‘Lhe commanding officer may also dismiss, without 
yeference, recruits who, from awkwardness atthe drill, ate obviously unlikely to 
pecame smart soldiers. 2 

7. Inall other cases of unfitness for the service, or when the commanding offi- 
cet is desirous to have asepoy discharged, application must be made fur the sanc~ 
tion of the Commander-in-chief, The application to the Adjutant-Geveral, is to be 
accompained by the original proceedings ofany Court-martial, or Court of Inquiry, 
which may have been held on the oceasion, and by a minute discriptive ruil of the 
aepoy. 

Bo All native soldiers convicted of the crime of theft before a Court-martial or a 
Magistrate, may be discharged the service without a reference to Head-Quarters, 
such persoas being considered a disgrace to the military profession. 

9, | Native soldiers, to whom corporal punishment is awarded by the sentence 
of a regimerital detachment or Brigrade Court-martial, are to be discharged the sere 
vice, ifthe General or officer commanding the division shall think proper to order 
the punishment to be inflicted. 

10. When sepoys obtain their discharge, they are entitled to every article of 
dress, and the ornaments appertaining to it, except the coat avd’ pantaloons, due 
for the tive years preseding the tat of January of the current year.* ‘Their caps,- 
breast-plates, and great-coats, should be purchased by the Quarter Master, and 
served out to recruits. 

11, Commanding officers are authorized to discharge drummers and fifers receiv~ 
ed from the orphan school, on their application, and without reference to any parti- 
cular period of service, provided that they be satisfied, that the object of the appli- 
catton ia likely to prove beneficial to the individual, They are not to be discharg- 
ed ada punishment, except when they may appear incorrigible, 

,12. In all other respects, the rules for the discharge of drummers and filers, 
are the same as those for sepoys.

XIX.—GUARD MOUNTING. a 
1, All guards are to parade with shouldered arms and unfixed bayonets, without 
any intervals between them, the rank open, and the havildars, with pikes carried. 
The officers with their swords drawa, and non-commissioned officers, commande 
ing guards, are to be formed about forty paces in front of the centre, in two 
ranks, facing thg line, where they are to receive the old parole, and such orders 
as may be given to them. 
. The field officer ar other officers commanding, will give the word of command, 
Officers, and non-commissioned officers,—outward face. 
Take post in front of your respective guards, 
Quick march, 
As soon as they have taken post fronting their respective guards, the werd of 
cominand will be given : 
‘ Officers, and non-commissioned officers—to your guards, 
March, 
Halt, 
Front, 
The commanding officer will then give orders to 
Order arms, 
Fix bayonets, 
Shoulder arms, 
Officers, and non-commissioned officers,—inspect your cuards, 
The several officers and non-commissioned officers will thea inspect their 
guards as quickly as possible.

The commanding officer will then order

2, Whenever an officer senior to the officer on duty, may be on parave, Tie 
guards will march by, aad salute him; the senior ollicer on duty taking post, and 
marching past at their head.

XX.—CONDUCT OF GUARDS AND SENTRIES, 


1, The conduct of the guards and sentries of a regiment, with their appearancé 
in point of dress, will always indicate the slate of the corps, as to discipline and : 
interior economy. 

2. The dative commissioned and non-commissioned officers, when on guzrd, 
moust therefore pay the greatest attention to the condact of their men, and cares 
fully examine the dress of every relief, before marching it from the guard-room, 

3. Guards relieved daily, ahouldnever take off their accoutrements, except 
for the purpose of cooking ; and one-half of the guard only is to be permitted to 
re absent for this purpose, atthe same time. + : 

4, Fiom the 22d of March to the 23d of October, all guards lodge their arms, 
thetween the hours of 8 in the morning and 5 in the afternoon ; and from thé 22d 
of October to the 22d of March, they lodge their arins between the hours of 10 ig 
the morning and 4 in the afternoon. Between these hours, they do not (urn out 
to any person as acompliment, unless especially ordered. ‘ 

6. The officer commanding the guard, and the aext senior to him, are never 
to be absent together ; every manis to be present when the arms are taken, up in 
the afternoon ; and no oue is to quit the guard alter sun-set, except on some 
very urgent occasion, when itis expected, the absence will be as short as pos- 
sible. A 

6. All guards are to be ready to turnout and stand to their arms, during the 
night. Guards relieved daily, are expected to be ready to do this in the day time. 

7, The reliefs of sentriesmare to be always marched off by a non-commissioned 
officer, who will be held responsible, that the orders are explained to every man 
and understood by him, before he is pasted. 

8. Itis the duty of all guards to protect, as far as may be in their power, the 
states and property belonging to Government, although not actually delivered to 
their charge. ? . 

9, Sentries are never to put down their arms; they are, on no account to 
enter into conversation with passengers or others, or to walk about in a sauntering, 
lounging manner; their pace should be the usual quick step. 

10 When an officer approaches a sentinel, he is to stand steady, facing to 
his proper front; aud will present arms to a field officer, or offiver of superior . 
rank, when he passesin front of him, If he pass in reas, the senting! wil] neither 
face about, nor present arms. 

It, After sun-set, guards do not turn outas a matter of compliment ; but aen= 
tinels will stand steady, with carried arms, and facing to their proper front, when 
officers in uniform approach their post, until the evening is so far advanced, that 
they begin to challenge, 

42 ‘They are toenforce firmly the orders given to them, without distinction of 
persons’; the slightest deviation from this injunction, will subject them to severe 
punishment, If opposed or resisted, they willcail the guard, or should the occas 
sion be urgent, use their arms, 7 

13, The orders for each particular guard, and the rules respecting the honors 
and compliments to be paid to officers of different ranks, and to parties, under 
‘arms, are to be writren in the Debnagree and Persian characters,and hung up in 
the guard room, The duties of sentries ate to be also fully detailed in the same 
‘manner ; and although the commissioned or non-commissioned officers on guard, 
maybe unable to read, they will, in most cases, find some men of the guard 
capable of doing it. 7 

14. Ail guards areto be furnished with & lamp during the night, particularly 
guardg entrusted will the charge of prisoners. 

15, Sentrics from guaids or picquets are never to challenge, but when they 
nee or hear some one approaching their post, The callng out, asis often practised 
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merely because they hear another sentry challenge, is uamilitary, and should be 
arictly prohibited. 

16, When any one approaches their post at night, they are to face towards 
him, to stand firm in a state of preparation, with ported arms, till they have ‘as« 

» ¢ertained whe 13 coming. 

17, .Gusrds and picquets are always to fall in, in the order in which they were 
marched off from the regimental parade. 

18, The slighest neglect, on the part ofa sentry, should be severely punished, 
It should be clearly unilerstood, that negligence in the performance of this duty, 
yould never be overlooked. All the guards an'l sentries of a regiment, should be 

ecasionally visited at night by an Ewropean officer, who will report io writing 
NRacther he found them alert and vigilant. 

719.” All guards or escorts, from which more than one sentry will be required, 
andbaving but one non-commissioned aificer, are 10 have a lance naick. attached 
to them, who will take, in taro with the harildar, the duty of telieving the sen 
tries. 

20. Sentries are in the habit, particularly in the cold weather, of wrappiog 
up theirheads in cloth ; this practice is to be strictly prohibited. 





XXI—SKELETON DRILL INSTRUCTIONS OF NON-COMMIS- 
SIONED OFFICERS. 

1, A regular system ofinstruction is to be established and persevered in, 

2. Asmany of the non-commissioned officers ofall rauks,as can be cons 
veniently sssembled, should be paraded two or three tiMes a week, and instructed 
by the Serjeant Major, under the superintendence of the Adjutant, in taking uv 
distances, covering, and giviog alignments on distant points, At these drills tt 
must be ascertained, that the distance ordered, is correctly taken; ifit be not, the 
error is to be clearly pointed out,,and corrected. 

3, The duties of the coverers, in the different changes of position for a bat. 
talion, as laid down in the regulations for the field exercise of the army, should 
also be carefully explained, and every non-commissioned ofhcer occasionally 
examined, that it may be ascertained whether he is acquainted with the duty 
required of him. 





: XXII.—CLOTHING. 

1. Itis desirable, that every man should have two coats, and this a little ate 
tention wilt effect. 

2. The old coat is to be worn on fagging duties, such as commands, guards in 
the wet whether, aad night guards ; the second coat might always he dispensed 
avith on marching ata relief, if the corps moved near the period when fresh cloth~ 
ing was due, 

3. ‘The extra coat should never be considered an incumbrance, as it enableg 
acorpsto parade smartly derssed, on occasions on which more than ordinary 
altenjion is paid to appearance; and it would never require more than two hackeriea 
to transport the coatsjof the whole, the expense of which, even if borue by 
the officers, would be tifling. 

4, To ensure, asfar as possible, the coats being made up to fit the mea, every 
company should furnish the Quarter Master with an indent, detailing the number 
of coats, of the different sizes required ; this can always be ascertained with the 

. BTeatest exactness in acompany. From the company indents, the Quarter Master 
will prepare a general one, for the regiment. 

5. Officers commanding companies, will keep a roll of their men, with the size, 
coats required for each man, specified opposite his name, alla 

G. On the receipt of the. clothing, the committee will carefull examine it 
and ascertain whether it exactly corresponds with the indent ; should it not 
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correspond with the indent, or should it be, in other respects, objectionable, afcopy 
the survey report is to be transmitted to Head Quarters. : : 

7. On the iseue of clothing, a receipt for the number of coats, specifying the 
sizes required for each company, is to be sent to the Quarter Masters, who will 
serve out the coats ia confirmily with it ;and the roll already referred to, will ea- 
sure their being given to the proper men, 2 ew 

8, .The woollen trowsers are to be indented for and served out, in the. manner 
above directed. 

9. Many men are in the habit of sleeping in the cold weather, when off duty, 
in their coats and pantaloons, a practice which is to be strictly prohibited, ‘ 

10. Assoou as the white clothing is in use, the best coats and pantaloons in 
wear, are to be neatly packed and lodged in the bells of arms, This precantion” 
will secure them from fice, and the pay havildar should see them opened and tired, 
at least once a month in the dry season, aud every week inthe wet season, —_ — 

i XXIL—HALF-MOUNTING. ’ 

1, Commanding officers will consider it their duty to see, that the sepoys and 
recruits are provided with the necessary articles of half-mounting through the 
agency of the Quarter- Master of the regiment, at the cheapest possible rate, of good 
materials and workmanship, and that no more than the actaal amount of then 
cost and charges be deducted from them, 5 

2. Stoppages for half-mounting, are to be made under the authority of regi- 
mental orders, and the amount stopped, is to be inserted in the acquittance roll of 
companies. 

3. Officers commanding@torapanies, will inform the Quarter Master, by letter, 
of the amount of monthly deposits with the pay master, on account of half-mounting. 

4. When a regiment ia recruiting, the Adjutant on the Ist of every month, 
will furnish the Quarter Master with a memorandum of the nurdber of recruits, 
remret, during the preceding moath, to enable him to prepare the half-mounting 
Tequited, 

. Whenever turbans, great coats, breast-plates, or knapsacks are required, the 
necessary application is to be made for the Commander-in-Chief’s sanction, 
through the General officer commanding the division. 

G. All articles of half-mounting are to be surveyed by a regimental committee, 
previously to being served out; and proceedings of the committee are to be trans- 
mitted the Adjutant General. oe oe 

7. Avy seapoy who shall neglect to keep up his half.mounting, isto be put 
under stoppages in regimental orders, not exceeding 2 rupees a month when 
stationary, aud | rupee when marching,and will be supplied by the Quarter-Master 
with the articles required. 

8. Officers commanding corps, are held personally resposible for the due ap- 
propriation of advances on account of balf-mounting ; and they will’ also consider 
it their duty to ascertain, that attention is paid to the preservation of the surplus 
articles of half-mounting, remaining in store. ow 


XXIV.—PETTY STORES AND FORGE ESTABLISHMENT, 

1, The articles of this description furnished by the Government, for the 
repairs of afms and accoutrements, being intended for the whole corps, should, 
be lodged in the store-room, and issued, when required, to repair or to Te-place 
parts of the accoutrements worn out, or destroyed. 

2, The forge is to be under the chasge of the Adjutant. 


XXV.—BAGGAGE, 
«\, -Every man on march is to carry the following articles neatly packed in his 
knapsack ; an ungea,one pair of white trowsers, the fatigue or cloth pair being 
in wear, (according to the season,) a dotee, a tawa, a small dureg or carpet, for 
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sleeping or, about 9 feet long by 3 feet broad ; and also, a piece of pipe-clay ; this 
will leave room for a chudder, should the man wish to carry one. A lota, not 
larger than what will contain a seer, is to be strapped on the top of the knapsack, 
with the string for drawing water rolled up iaside the lota ; and this is to be called 
light marching order. 

2. Heavy marching order is to inclode a great coat or blanket, rolled up and 
strapped on the top of the knapsack, with a pair of shoes inside the knapsack. 

‘“ The knapsacks are to be neatly packed, and carried well upon the back, clear 
af the pouch. 
\ Every corps should parade at all seasons once or twice a month, in light or 
avy marching order ; the companies should be inspected, and the corps, in 
thtses4 geason, should be marched a few miles. 
+4, As itis of importance, that the men should, on all occasions of actual 
service, Tarch as light as possible, the carriage for the great coats being provided 
fur except in cases of emergency, the only articles they should be permitted to

5. Whenever a detachment of troops, or single corps, may be ordered to pro- 
ceed by land throngh any part of the Company’s territories, the commanding 
otficer of such detachment or corps, is required to give the earliest practicable 
information to the Collectors of the Revenue of the Zillahs through which the 
troops are to pass, of the period of their arrival within such districts respectively,

6. The commanding officer will likewise notify to the Collectors, the probablé 
period of the arrival of the troops at the rivers or aullaks intersecting their march, 
where boata or temporary bridges may be necessary for crossing the troops, and 
the baggage attached to them, 

7, The commanding officers will, at the same time, communicate to the Ma+ 
gistrates of the zillahs, through which the troops are to pass, the probable time . 
of arrival of the troops within theit respective jurisdictions, and specify the places 
at which they will encamp daily. 

8, Orders have been given by the Government, that on receiving the noitifica- 
tion above mentioned, the Collector shall issue the necessary orders, to all persons 
throughout his district, for furnishing the troops with such supplies as they 
require, and for the providing of boate, for crossing nullahs, that 00 impediments 
may cause delay in the prosecution of the march. A respectable native officer ” 
will be deputed by the Collector, to accompany the troops through hie district, 
for tha purpose of aiding in the furnishing of supplies, and of facilitating tha 
march of the troops, by furnishing them with such assistance in cattle and haces, 
Keries, as may be absolutely necesaary, to enable them to prosecute their ror'te,* 

9. It will generally be found to be atiended with much cqavenience, if an 
intelligent non-commissioned officer, or aa old sepoy, according to the strength 
of the detachment, is sent forward the day before, to see that the supplies are réa- * 
dy for the troops when they arrive. i. . 

10. All supplies furnished to the troops, including earthen pots and firewood, 
are to be paid for by the persons using them, and commanding officers are held 
responsible for the observance of this order, and are enjoined to make immediate 
inquiry into all complaints preferred against any person under their. command. 

Ti. "Whenever a detachment of troops, or a single corps, shall be provided

- 4. The sentries should always be posted witbin sight of each other; and at 
night, near enough to distinguish any man who might attempt to pass between 
them, 

5, The musquet of the sentries, and those of not less than one-third of the 
party, should be loaded. 

6. ‘The arma should be grounded, not piled: and at night, the men should 
Tie down in theic ranks with their accoutrements on, and be ready to act at the 
thortest notice. ; 

7. The European officers, or at least one of them, will be with the men. 

‘8. The sentries shold be visited every half hour by a native commissioned 
or non-commissioned officer, and two or three times during the night by an Euro. 
spean offiger. 

9. In camping the party, care should be taken to occupy a clear spat, free 
from brushwood, cultivation, old buildings or ruined walls, which are calcyilated 
to afford cover to any party, wishing to make an attempt on the treasure, acd to 
enable it to approach unobserved; there being little to apprehend on ordinary 
occasions, from an open attack. The clearer the spot, on which the pari 
encamps, the safer it may be considered. Officers will recollect, that the slight. 
est neglect,-or want of vigilance on the part of the escort, is likely to produce aa 
attempt to carry off the whole, or part of the treasure.

_ which they are immediately acting ; and on their arrival there, shall sutmit their 
applications for the ultimate leave, through the Arjutant General of the Army,

or post, where there are troops, shall report themselves to the commanding officer, 
or public staff of the place. = pus 
2. such officers as are prevented by indisposition from waiting upon the com- 
magding officer, will report their arrival in writing, for his information, to the 
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Major of Brigade or staff officer of the station, stating whether they are on leave 
of absance, on sick certificate, on duty, &c., the authority under which they are 
come to the station, and the period they intend to remaia. : 

3. lvis also the duty of officers passing a military station, tocall at the Brie 
gade Office, (or other public staff office of the post,) that they may leara if any 
general orders have been issued which affect them ; and if they remain any time 
on leave at a station, they ought to do this from ume to time, to see the general 
orders which have been published. 

4, When there is a General officer in command of the division, residing at any 
Station, the immediate command of which is exercised by a Brigadier, (as a. 
Barrackpose or Cawnpore, ) officers ave to report their arrival and departure to his 
statf, as well as to the station Brigade-Major, and to wait upon him as well as

5. Medical officers will, likewise, always wait upon the Superintending Sag

All other Surgeons and Asgistant-suigeons attached to the military, aro pers 
mitted to retire from the setvice ou the pay of their rank, after having served

An Agsistant-surgeon, after the said period of service, who shall not havé 
attained the station of head Surgeon, is allowed to retireon a pension of £60 per 
annum. i 

A Chaplain after eighteen years’ service in India, (ten of which ata millitary 
station, ) including three years for one furlough, is allowed to retire with the pay 
of Major. - ee :

ding three years for a furlough, may retire on the half'pay ofhis rank, in case his 
health shall not permit him to serve in India. 

A Subaltern officer, or Military Aassistagt-Surgeon, having served six years in 
Tadia, is permitted to retire on the half’ pay of Ensign ; if hie constitution should 
be so impaired as to prevent the possibility of his Continuing in India. 

Every officer returning on furlough, aad: wishing to retire trom, the service, mnat 
make a declaration to that effect, within twelve months after his arrival in England ; 
and in case of neglecting so to do, he must, at the expiration of his furlough, other 
retura to India, or be held to have relinquished the service, and not be enfitled 
to retire on pay, unless he has continued to serve in India, from his first arrival, 
for the space of twenty-two years; without having a furlough, in that case he ia 
allowed two years before he shall be called upon to signify his Jotention of 
Tetiring, but he can only be allowed the pay of the rank he held at the expiration 
oftwelve months from his arrival in Europe. 

Officers, in future, retiring from the service, shall be considered to have ree 
tired from the date of their application to that effect, or from the expiration of two 
years from the date of their landing ia the United Kingdom, whichever shall

ties at home, we have thought it tight hot logger to rely on the formation of 
such a fund ; but, so far as we can feel justified in doing it ourselves, to provide 
for the object contemplated in schemes of that nature, without the aid of-sen. 
tributions trom our officers, by an enlargement of the teliring regulations ; and 
we have therefore resolved :—

G. 0. G.G. Fort William, Jaf9, 1837,—The’ Honorable, the Court 
of Directors having, in a” at despatch, again expressed their anxious’ desire 
that a competent knowledge of the, native languages should be generally diffused 
among the officers of their army, and“having, at the same time, deemed it nes 
cessary to prescribe, that a’certain degree of proficiency in one or more of thore 
languages be. in future considered an indispensable qualification for staff 
emptoy,.the Right Honorable the Governor-General of India in Couucil, with 
the view of giving effect to the wishes of the Honourable Court, without prejadicd, 
to the just ciaims of ihe many in other respects highly qualified officers now in thé 
service, is pleased to publish the following rules for general information. R 

1. No military ollicer, who is now in the service, or who may enter it hereafs 
ter, will be deemed qualified for, or eligible to, the commssariat department, or 
the appointment of regimental interpreter, unless he shall have passed the 
examination ia the native languages, prescribed for candidates for the fatter situ» 
ation, fs 

IL. No officer, who may enter the service hereafter, will be deemed eligible 
to any stafFsituation, (except a temporary one during actual service in the field,) 
- civil employ, until he shall have passed an examination in the Hindoostanee 
language. . n 

11i. Notwithstanding that officers now inthe service are exempted from the 
Testiictive operation of the immediately preceding rule, it is to be distinctly un- 
derstood, that a competent knowledge of Hindoostanee, though not in their case 
an indispensable qualification for the situations open to others on the condition 
of passing an examination in that language, will, as hitherto, be always considered 
to coufer a strong additional claim to nomination to the staff, 3

White trowsers are sanctioned instead of*cloth, in the hot weather; but the

A waist-coat of cloth, the colour of the facings of the corps, will a smait 
edging of lac § an inch broad, and in the hot season a waist coat, is also per- 
mitted to be worn with the undress jacket, when off parades ; but on all occas 
sidns, the dress jacket isto be closed. For hot-weather the undress jacket may 
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be made of the lightest suitable materials, as dark blue camblet or ailk ; but 
exactly resembling the cloth jacket. :

The Major-General in command of the forces having been pleased to direct 
the existing prders on the subject of the dress of officers of Infantry to be collect+ 
ed aad transmitted, in a coadensed form, to officers commanding reviments, I 
have the houor to forward a copy for your guidance, 

You will observe, that the articles of equipment sent out * & 
as patierns by the Honorable the Court af Directors, and & 
adverted to in Government General Orders of the 12th July, 
183i, are now fully described ; and it will not escape your 
notice, that several of the rules laid down in the orders G, 0. 3uth Nov. I 
quoted in the margin, are not applicable to the preeent fiveular Letter 2th, 
dress. ‘hese orders are accordingly to be considered as an- 
nulled, and in their stead, you will have the goodness to adopt the regulation 
which is now enclosed, together with the following additional ruleg :—— 7 

‘The red coat will be worn at divine service, at levees, on guards, public-ficld ~ 
days, general inspections, funeral parties, general, district and garrison courts- 
martial and visits of ceremony. a 

‘The sash is to be worn on all oceasions with the red coat, except al evening” 
parties, when the coat may be worn open witha waistcoat of white linen, with 
emall regimentat buttons. : 

At levees, the buff leather sword belt is invariably to be worn. 

The frock coat is never ta be worn when the regiment is paraded for exercise, 
nor when there is a prospect of the troops being obliged to use their arms ; on 
these occasions the shell jacket is the appropriate dress. The frock coat is only 
intended asa common morning dress, and to be used on certain duties off parade 
inspection of barracks and hospitals, en courts of inguiry ahd committees, 
inspections of articles of necessaries, working parties not before an enemy, and 
fatigue duties, and on the march in the coucse of a relief, or other ordinary 
occasion, with the sash and belt over it. 

‘The black waist belt is the belt to be worn when required with the frock coat; 
and when the officer is engaged on duty of any description admitting the use 
of the frock, the sash also is to be worn. . 

The shell jacket is always to be hooked or buttoned when worn oa duty, 
When used as an undress, on occasions not connected with duty, it may be left 
open. 

PA white linen uniform jacket, with ten small regimental batons, set on by 
twos in front and two on the collar, may be worn when the men are permitted 
by proper authority to wear their white dress, but this indulgence is restricted to 
ordinary duties aad parades,, and to private parties. 7 

Ensigas, until finally posted, are ouly to be required to piovide themselves 
with the undress uniform of the regiment with which they may be doing duty. 

Att the presidency officers are expected to wear the undress red jacket, or 
blue frock coat, and military tap, wienever they appeat abroad or go out fora 
morning or evening’s ride, . - : 

In military cantonments, during the months in which officers are allowed to 
wear white linen jackets, at their regimental parades, they are also permitted to 
wear them in theit morning or evening rides, or at visits not of ceremony. 
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These regulations are not to apply to officers when engaged in any active 
exercise, such as fives, or cricket, or in field sports.

BOAT ALLOWANCE. 


G. G. O, 16th December, 1816.—The Right Honorable the Governor-General 
in Council, is pleased to authorize Officers of His Majesty's service, who become 
supernumerary to the complement attached to regiments, to draw the half-batta 
and the house rent, (if mot furnished with quarters) of their regimental rank, 
during the time they may be detained in India; al-o boat allowance from the sta~ 
tion at which their corps is stationed, to the presidency, when directed by the 
Commander-in-Chief to proceed by water, 

G. G. O. 19th September. 1818.—The Most Noble the Governor-General in 
Council, is pleased to publish the following resolutions of Government, on the 
subject of boat allowance to Officers, viz. 

TY. Whenever a regiment or any number of troops or companies of a corps . 
move by water, the proportion of officers of all ranks, regularly belonging to, and 
‘on the establishment of such regiment, or companies of a regiment, as the case 
may be, will naturally move with their men, and draw, of course, the boat allow- 
ance of their ranks, in addition 10 their tentage. 

2, Jf from a deficiency of officers, or other cause, the Commander-in-chief 
shall consider it necessary to order any additional officers, of whatever rank, to 
join and do duty with such regiment, or companies of a regiment, his Excellency 
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will be pleased to represent the case to Government, when boat allowance, in 
addition to tentage, will be granted to the requisite number of extra officers. 

“3. In the case of drafts, detachments or recruits proceeding to join corps hy 
water or of invalids, supernnmeraries, or time-expired men, returning to Fort 
William, boat allowance, in addition to tentage, will be granted on the represens 
tation of the Commander-in-Chief, to the following proportion of officers : 

To any detachment under 30 men, one subaltern. If above 30 and under 60 
men, two subalteras ; and so on in the same proportion; with the addition of ona 
Captain for every detachment, consisting of not fess than three, or more than 
five such Subalterns’ pasties, Two Captains for six, and not more than eight 
such parties and so on; also with the further addition of one field officer for 
every detachment, consisting of not less than three Captains’ parties as above 
detailed, 

°4.-Lhe names of all officers appointed to do duty with the detachment, as extra 
‘officers Witxzegiments, or companies or regiments, proceeding by water, are to 
be specified if General Orders, or division, or station orders, (as the case may 
be,) for the convenience of more readily auditing their bills. 

5. The Governor-General in Council extends the indulgence of boat allow. 
agce to all Cadets, Assistant Surgeons, and Subaltren officers on their arrival for 
the “first time ia Bengal, and being ordered to join a regiment ; the same indule 
gence is extended to gentlemen, appointed in [ndia to commissicns in His Mae 
teaty’s army or the Jocal corps; to ordnauce and warrant officers, amt generally 
to persons newly appointed, and for the first time, proceeding to join their corps 
or station ; but officers and others profiting by this indulgence, are to cease 
drawing their tentage from the day of their being ordered to embark and join, 
until the expiration of the periol for which they received boat allowances, 

6, His Excellency the Commander-in-chief, will be pleased, in all possible 

















> cases, to employ individuals of this last description, on duty with detachments, 


where extra officers, drawing boat and tent allowances, shall be required, under 
the provisions ofthe 2d and 3d clause of the order. This preference will reduce, 
as much as possible, the charge which must be incurred by indulgence now 
granted to all young officers on their first arrival, 

7. One medical officer will always be permitted to proceed on duty with every 
detachment of Europeans ; and such officer will be permitted to draw boat allows 
ance in addition to tentage. 


8. Whenever the Commander-in-Chief may be of opinio, that the presence © 
of a person conversant in the languages is essentially necessary with an European 
detachment, and that none of the officers attached to it, or proceeding to joia 
corps on boat allowance, under the 5th clause of this order, are competent to the 
duty ia question, his Excelleney will be pleased to recommand any officer 
qualified to officiate in the capacity of a linguist; such officer will be permitted 
to draw boat allowance in addition to tentage. 


9, In all other cases, except those above specified, officers drawing tentage, 
are invariably to proceed at their éwo expense on any duty on which they may 
be seat, unless ordered specially by water in charge of troops, stores, or treasure, 
by the Commander-ia-Clief, with the sanction of Goverament, previously obtains 
el, When any parucular occasion appears to his Excellency to call for special 
indulgence, such ease is to be referred for the decision of the Governor-General in 
Council, iu the first iastance, agreeebly to the practice in regard to all matters 
creative of expense, unless when the Commander-in-Chief may be in the field, or 
whea a pressing emergency shall appear to a general or other officer in command, 
and to be such as shall justify him in ordering boat allowance oa his own respon- 
sibility. In such cases, the general or other order shall be considered by the 
Pay Master as asufficient warrant for immediate payment of a boat allowance 
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Lill, and the necessary sanction to the Audit Department for adjusting the same, 
will be issued by Government, on the representation of His Exceltency the 
Comnander-in-Chief, 

10, The regulations now laid down, are not to be considered as affecting, in. 
any way, halt-pay or cashiered officers, whose cases are provided for by general 
orders ot 16th December, 1816. 4 

G. G. 0. 277m Marca, 1819.—With reference to General Ordera of the 
19th of September last, defining the situations in which officers would be pers 
mitted to draw boat allowance, the most noble the Governor-General in Conn 
cil is pleased to publish the following additional rules :— 

Whenever a Lieutenant, Comet, Ensign or Carlet, is for the first time perma- 
nently posted to a corps, he wilt be permitted to draw the boat wlowauce of his 
yank from the cantonment in which he may be doing duty, to the one wiiere his 
yegiment may happen to be stationed, although he may have been previous ie~ 
ceiving tent allowance with the corps to which he had been Temporgyy Backed, 
provided; that pior to his being fiaally posted, he shall not have Geen in the re- 
ceipt of full regimental allowances for the term of cight monitis. 

Jt is to be clearly understood, however, that officers drawing boat allowance 
under this regulation, shail forfeit their claim to tentage duriug the period for 
which boat allowance may be drawn, ; 


G. 0. G. G. August 20, 1830.—The Governor-General in Council is 
pleased to sevise the periods, for which boat allowance hax heretofnre Ber gras 
eq to officers, authorized to travel by water, at the public expense, i 
fect, that the following scale be substituted from this date :— 


The Military Auditor Gereral, in conjunction with the Surveyor General, will 
prepare, for approval aud pu blication, a similar table, applicable to stations or 
out -posts accessible by water ; but not included herein, to be computed with ree 
ference to the time and distances taid down for the routes of the Ganges and 
Jumna. 

The practice of passing boatage beyond Gurmukteser on the Ganges, and 
Delbi in the Jumna, will cease; andin future the boat allowauce wili be limit+ 
eu to the river station nearest to the destination of the individual ordered to join 
by water. 


_ Young officers, or others, who now forfeit their tentage until they join their 
corps, will, in future, be evtiled to draw that allowance from their anival at 
the étation to which they may have drawa boat allowance.

“ GrAtr G. August 27, 1833 —The Goveror-General_ in Council, is pleased 
rome ee to notify for general information, that the fol+ 
Miantes of Council, march 13,1795, Jowing revised rates of compensation for the loss 

G.0.G.G Sune, 9 1313, ° . 

G.0. GG. May, 4 182, of chargers killed, or disabled in action, or shot 

in consequence of being infectiously diseased, 
will hereafter be*passed to the several descriptions of mounteit officers, entitled to 
such indulgence, under the provisions of the orders quoted in the margin, 

2. To Horse Artillery and Cavalry officers for the loss of a charger, selected 
from the ranks, or remounts of their respective corps, a compensation equal to 
the price they would have been entitled to receive on returning such charger to 
the ranks, viz, the residue of the orginal price, after a deducion of 10 per cent, 
per annum, for the period that may have elapsed since the date of selection. 
“8. To all mounted oiticers for the loss of a charger, under the provisions of the 
orders before quoreil, not selected from the ranksy and purchased ata price not exe 
ceeding 800 sonat rupees, a compensation equal to the residue of the price actual~ 
ly pavl, after a similar deduction of 10 per cent, per annum, for the period 
elapsed since the date of purchase. 

_4. For the loss of a charger, perchased at any price above 800 rupees, a com- 
pensation equal to the residue of such price, after the deduction of 10 per cent, 
per aunum, provided such residue do not exceed the sum of 800 rupees, which is 
the maximutn of compensatioa to be allowed in any case, 

5. Bills for compensation for the loss of a selecte:! charger, are to be accompas 
nied by a copy of the certificate specified in the 21st clause of G.U. V.P. of 
the 7th October, 1817, and those for cofmpensation fora charger not selected 
from the ranks, by a declaration on honor, specifying the price paid and the 
daté of purchase. 





SELECTION OF CHARGERS. 


G.0.G.G. Fort William, June 28, 1837.—The Right Honourable the Go= 
yernor-General of India ia Council having taken into consideration the rules 
according to which the European officers of mounted corps are at present permits 
ted to seiect chargers from borses the property of the state, is pleased to rescind 
the general orders of the Vice President of the 7th of October 1817, aud te 
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publish, for general information, the following regulation, which isto have effect 
from this date. 

1, The objectionable privilege of taking horses from the ranks, whether by 
officers of mounted corps ot by any other individuals whosoever, is no longer al-_ 
lowed, and in future officers’ chargers are to be selected from remount horses 
only, ot by purchase in the market. 

2, Every regimental officer of the Horse Artillery or Cavalry, on firgt joining 
his corps, or on rejoining from furlough or from staff employ, will be permitted to 
select two horses for chargers [rom the remounts of the regiment then available, 
ot those that may be next received, and the medical officers, Veterinary Surgeon, 
and Riding Master of such corps, when permanently attached, may each select 
‘one horse of the same description, on the terms hereinafter specified. 

3, When two or more regimentat officers are to select at the same time, tha 
senior ia to base the first choice, but must not be permitted to choose a seeoud 
horse, till his junior or juniors shalf each have chosen one. yea : 

4. Horses selected as chargers are always to be branded'with the mark of the 
regiment, and entered on the descriptive roll of the corps, when they are delivered 
over to the selecting officer, ‘ 

5, The price to be paid by officers for a horse selected from the remounts of their 
corps ia, rupees, 600. : 

6. When the selected charger of an officer shall die, be'killed in action, cap~ 
tared, stolen, lost, shot at the recommendation ofa station or detachment com: 
mittee, or be reported by such a committee uafit for further service, from age, 
vice, disease, or permanent unsoundness, his owner will be permitted to~feplace” 
him, by a selection from the regimental remounts that may be then or thereafter 
available, and in cases where the charger has been reported unfit for further ser- 
vice without being infectiously diseased, may dispose of him at his siscretion. 

7, Selected chargers may ve exchange! between officers of the same corps, 
with the sanction of the commanding officer, or when their full price has been’ 
recovered by the pay master, may be sold to any ollicer of the same corps enti 
ted ta a choice; the same in that case to stand in the place of such choice, and 
the seller to be allowed 10 select another charger. 


8, An officer who finds on trial that he has made an unsuitable selection, 
may returo the horse, and select another from the regimental remounts, provided - 
his desire to do so be made known to the comimanding officers of the corps 
within one month (rom the date of selection, and provided the horse to be re- 
turned be reported by a regimental committee as souod and fit for the service as 
when selected, 

9. At any time after the lapse of six months, and within twelve from the date 
of selection, a selected charger may, with the permission of the commanding of-- 
ficer of the corps, be returned for the purpose of being placed in the ranks, if 
reported by a regimental committee to be perfectly fit for the service; butin such 
case the olficer returning a charger will not be permitted to choose another horse 
in bis room, and will merely be eatitled to receive back from the pay master the 
full price, or such portion of the price, as may have been deducted from his pay 
and allowances. 

10. In all cases where an officer wishes to select a charge,-or to sell, ex- 
change, or place inthe ranks, 2 selected charger, he is to make written applica~ 
tion to the commandiag officer of his corps, who, when, necessary, will assemble 
a regimental committee, composed ofa president aot under the rank of Captain, 
and iwo suballerns as members, the report or proceedings of which are not to ba 
considere complete without his, the commanding officer's couotersignature. 

Jl. When officers are removed from one brigade of horse artillery, or ono 
segiment of cavalry, to another, they may take their selected chargers with them, 
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and the horses so transferred, are to be erased from the register of the one corps 
and entered in that of the other. 

- 12. The selected chargers of officers who may retire from the sevice, pro 
ceed on furlaugh to Europe, be nominated to the general staff, or any other de- 
tached permanent employ, or be removed from a mounted to a dismounted corps 
are not to Le sold of taken out of the regiment to which their owners belonged, 
unless purchasers cannot be found in the corps, and the horses be pronounced 
by a regimental committee unfit for admission to the ranks, in which cases they 
may be disposed of at the discretion of their owners ; or when officers die, their 
selected charges may be disposed of under the abuve restrictions, by order of the 
committee of adjustment assembled on occasion of the death of such officers. 

13, Theterms on which chargers, the property of the several classes of of« 
ficers snecified in the foregoing paragraph, are, in the first instance, to be offered 
for sale to such officers of the corps as require chargers, and in default of pure 
chasers, to be tendered for admission to the ranks, are as follow : 

If 6 years old, fuil price, aad if above six but not exceeding 12 years, a deduce 
tion ia 10 be made at the rate of 10per cent, per annum, for the period elapsed 
since the horse attained the age of 6 years,

14, In future, as soon as the annual casting committees have concluded their 
duties, returns are to be made by the several brigades of horse artillery and re. 
giments of cavalry, showing the number of horses wanting to complete, as well aa 
the number likely to be subsequently brought forward for the purpose of being 
cast, and containing a column “ for officers’ charges required.” A number of coltg 
selected at the several studs as fit for that purpose, will be sent to each regiment, 
and such of them as may not be taken by officers, are to be placed in the ranks of 
the corps. : 

15. Phe price of chargers selected by officers, is to be realized from their pay 
and allowances, by deputy pay-masters, in four equal monthly deductions from 
field officers, Captains and Surgeons ; and in eight similar deductions from Subal- 
terns, Assistant Surgeons; Riding Mastersand Veterinary Surgeons. When an 
officer has occasion to select two horses, double time will be allowed for payment, 
and in all cases the deductions are to commence with the first issue of pay after 
the date of selection. 

16. Should an officer-die before the full price of his selected charger has been 
recovered, the horse, if reported by a committee fit in all respects for the service, 
is to be receiver into the ranks, and the amount deducted will be refunded by the 
Deputy Pay Master, to the legal representative of the deceased ; but, if reported 
unfit Tor the service, the borse is to be sold under the order of the commanding 
officer of the regiment, who, from the proceeds of the sale, will remit to the Depuy 
Pay Master the sum remaining due to Govermneat, and pay the balance, if any, 
tothe person entitled to receive it. 

17, When an officer has selected, and been put in possession of a charger, he 
will immediately transmit, in duplicate, a descriptive roll of, and receipt for, tha

18. ‘The commanding officer of the regiment, will then direct the officer, ia 
whose abstract the pay and allowance of the, individusl. who has selected the

Resolved; — Therefore, that, ia order to prevent any accident {rom the fire, and 
Jiglits being kept up beyoud those hows, usually observed ia all pioperly 
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disciplined ships, it is strictly enjoined, that no fire be kept up beyond eight at night, 

unless for the use-of the sick, and then oniy in a stove, and that candles ba 

extinguished by nine between decks, and ten, at latest, in the cabins; and that 

the utmost precautions be observed to prevent their being visible to any vessel 
assing in the night. 

‘That the-hour for dinner be not later than two o'clock; and when the commander 
of the ship retires from table, either after dinner or supper, the passengers and 
officers of the ship retire also. 

‘That the Captain be strictly enjoined to pay due attention to the comfortable 
accommodation and liberal treatment of his passengers ; at the same time, setting 
them the example of sobriety and decorum, as he values the pleasure of the 
Court. i 

‘That any excess ot disorderly behaviour below, being equally repugnant to 
the good order and discipline of the ship, will, on representation, be noticed by 
the Court of Directors, and not fail to incur their displeasure. 

‘That any improper ‘coniluct of the officers of the ship, towords the passengers, 
or each other, shall be quickly made known to the commander, who shall weigh 
the circumstances with impartiality, and if conciliation be ineffectual, decide, ac- 
cording to the best of hie judgment ; and every persoa concerned, is expected 
quietly to conform thereto 5 but should any one think himself aggrieved thereby, 
jie may appeal to the Governor and Council of the first settlement the ship 
arrives at, or if homeward bound, to the Court of Directors. £ 

‘The diversity of characters and dispositions which must meet on ship board, 

make some restraitet upun all necessary, and any one offending against good 
manners, of known usages and customs, will, on representation to the Court, be 
severely noticed. 


BREVET PROMOTION, 


G. 0. G. G. 14th November, 1836—The following paragraphs (1 and 2 ) of 
a military letter from the Hon'ble the Court of Directors to the Governor-Gene- 
ral of Tndia of Council, No. 8, dated the 6th July, 1836, and published for ge- 
neral information :~— 

“Para. 1. We have the satisfaction to acquaint you, that in compliance with 
our request, the General Commanding in Chiet, has expressed his concurrence in 
the suggestion made-in your letter of the 29h May, 1835, No, 59, ) that oa 
every occasion requiring it, the Brevet conferring the rank of Colone! on alt 
Lieutenant-colonels of the same presidency, senior to those who obtain that rank 
regimentally, shall be made to extend throughout India, instead of being limited, 
as at present, to a particular presidency. ms 

2. You will accordingly take immediate measures for granting the commis= 
sion of Colonel to all Lieutenant-cotonels of whatever presidency, who may be 
senior, as such, to any Lieutenant-colonel attaining the rank of Colonel-Regi- 
mentally, with such dates of rank as sball maintain their relative seniority with 
each other as Lieutenant-colonels.” 


The following peras., { 1 to 5 ) of a military fetter, No. 19, from the Hon. the 
Court of Directors 10 the Governor-Geners! of India in Council, dated the 27th 
July 1836, are published for genesal information and future guidance in regard 
to the promotion of the Lieut.-colonels, of the India-army to the rank of Colonel, 

Para. 1. Having had under our consideration, the present system of pro- 
motion to supply regimental vacancies in the rank of Colonel, we have resolved, 

, Vaat promotions shall hereafter be made in the following manner, viz. 

2, The senior Lieut-Col. of the Infantry on the Bengal establishment, shall 

Womediately on the occurrence of a vacancy as Col. of a Regt. in that aim of 
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the service in Bengal, be promoted to the rank of Colonel, and all Lieut, Cols. of 
the armies of the three presidencies, who are senior to him as such, shall be 
promoted ia consequence to be Brevet-Cols. 

~ 8, A Lieut. Col. of the Infaniry,on the Madras or Bombay establishments, 
or.of the Cavalry, Artillery or Engineers, at any one of the three presidencies, 
for whom there may be regimental vacancy as Colonel, shal! succeed immediately 
to that rank, provided he is the senior Lient.-Col. of the three establishments ; 
but not otherwise. 

4, Lieut.-Cois. of Infantry of the Madras and Bombay armies, and Lieut.- 
Cols. of Cavalry, Artillery and Engineers of the three presidencies, not being 
seniors as Lieut.-Cols in India, who may succeed by seniority to the command of 
jegiments, to be denominated Lieut.-Cols. Commandants, their promotion to the 
rank of Colonel beiag suspended until their seniors of the Bengal Infantry shall 
have been promoted to the rank of Colonel. 

“6. Such officers will, nevertheless, succeed to al! the advantages and emo- 
Juments to which they would have been entitled, if promoted to the rank of

GRANTING HALF-PAY AFTER THREE YEARS’ SERVICE, 


G. 0. G. G. Sth October, 1836.-—-The Governor-General of India in Council, 
has gréat pleasure in publishing to the army, the following extract (paragraph 
3) of a military letter from the Hon'ble the Court of Directors, No. 8, of lth 
May, 1836, permitting officers to setire to half pay, who may be compeiled by 
wounds received ia action, or by ill health, contracted on duty, to returo finally to 
Europe atter three years’ service in India. 


*‘* Para, 3. Having taken into our consideration the distressed situation to 
which our officers are sometimes reduced, by bad health, at an early period of their 
” service, we have resolved, that officers who shall be compelled to quit the service, 
by wounds received in action, or by ill health contracted on duty, after three 
year’s service in Lndia, shall be permitted to rete on the half-pay of their rank, 
ou the production of the usual, certificates that their health will not permit them 
‘to serve in ladia, 5

I has been determined by His Majesty's Government, that no: Jand shall ia 
future, be disposed of in New South Wales, Van. Dieman’s Lao, of 
Western Australia otherwise than by public sale, aad it has, therelore, been 
deemed expedient to prepare, for the information of settlers, the following 
summary of the rules which it has been thought fit te lay down Jor regulating 
the sales of land in those colonies, 

1. A division of the whoie territory iato counties, bundreds and parishes is ia 
Progress. When that division shall ve completed, each parish will comprize aa, 
area of aboxt twenty-five square miles. - 
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2, Allthe lands in the colony, not hitherto granted, and not appropriated 
for public purposes, will be put up to sale. The price will of course depend- 
upon the quility of the land and its local situatian, but na land will be sold below 
the rate of 53 per acre. ? 

3. All persons proposing to purchase land not advertized for sale, must 
transmit a written application to the Governor in a certain prescribed form, 
which will be delivered at the Surveyor General’s office to all persons applying, 
on payment of the requisite fee of 2s. 6d. 

4, Those persons who are desirous of purchasing, will be allowed to select, 
within certain defined limits, such portions of Jand as they may wish to acquire in 
that manner, ‘These portions of land will be advertized for sale for three calen- 
dar months, and will then be sold to the highest bidder, provided that such bide” 
ding shall at least amount to the price fixed by article 2. Ls 

5. Advposit of £10 per cent, upon the whole value of the purchase, must be 
paid down at the time of sale, and the remainder must be paid within one calendar 
month from the day of sale, previous to which the purchaser will not be put in 
possession of the tand; and in case of payment not being made within the 
prescribed period, the sale will be considered void and the deposit ferfeited. 

6. On payment of the money, a grant will be made in fee-simple, to the 
purchaser, at the nominal quit-rent of a pepper corn, Previous to the delivery of 
such grant, a fee of forty shillings will be payable to the ‘colonial secretary, for 
preparing the grant, and another fee of five shilllingsto the Registrar of the 
Supreme Court, for enrolting it. . 

7. Thelaod will generally be put up to sale in dots of one square mile, or 
640 acres; but smaller lots than 640 acres may, under particular circumstances, 
be purchase, ov making application to the Governor, in writing, with full ex- 
planations of the reasons for which the parties wish to purchase a smaller quantity. 

8. Tha Crown reserves to itself the right of making and constructing such 
roads and bridges as inay be necessary for public purposes in all lands purchased - 
as above, and also to such indigenous timber, stone, and other materials, the 
produce of the land, as may be required for making and keeping the said roads 
and biidges in repair, and for any other public works, The Crown further 
reserves to itself all mines of precious metals.”

officer. 

Arr. 4 No other salutes than those authorized by. the foregoing regulations, 

are to be allowed, except that upon any important occurrence, such as a 
great victory gained by her Majesty’s arms or other highly advantageous nati- 
‘onal event, the Governor, or officer commanding any of her Majesty’s posses- 
gions abroad, may, in conjunction with the senior officer of her Majesty’s Na- 
vol Service onthe spot, direct such a salutes to be.fired as the occasion may 
seem to them to require; but, unless the officers in the ‘command of both Ser+ 
vices concurin the propriety of euch salutes being fired, they are not to take 
place by one service only. 
@ ‘The Governors of our colonies are, however, authorized to continue to sane- 
tion such salutes as may have been customary, and which they may deem right 
and proper at religious ceremonies, and further, to cause the usual salutes to be. 
fired at the opening and closing of the Houses of Parliament or Assembly ; but 
these salutes are in neither of the above cases to exceed 19 guns, a 

Aur 5, The ammunition lor ali salutes authorised by the foregoing ia- 
structions, shall be supplied by her Majesty’s Ordnance at the public charge ; 
but, in the event of guns being fired to enforce Quarantiae or Poit regulations, 
where there may be local laws authorising the recovery of the cost of the ammu- 
nition used for such purpose, the amount is always to be recovered and paid to 
the respective ofhcers of the Ordnance at the place.

~ Whereas it hath hitherto been the practice for-ehips importing at Calcutta, to 
fetain their gunpowder oa hoard waile tying in the port; and whereas, the ex- 
plosion of a large quantity of cunpowder on board df ships lying off the town, 
micht be attended with the most destructive consequences to the 1own, to, the 
inhabitants thereof, aud to the shipping in the port; and whereas, imstances 
have occured of shor being fired into the town of Calcutta, and into the couniry 
adjacent, by shipe saluting Fort William, or firing gun on othér occasions,“ te 
Excellency the most aoble the Governor-Geaera al in Council, with 2 vier of ; 
obviating the serious consequences which might eusue from a coutiauancs 
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ing rules :— i 

1, The Commanders of all veseels bound to the ‘port of Calcutta, and pro. 
ceeding up to the town of Calcutta, or to any othéipart of the river above 
Moyapore, are required, on or before their arrival off Moyapore, to land at the 
magazine, whieh has been erected at that place, ail the guiipowder whieh they 
may have on board, (whether contained in barrela, or made up inte aminunition) 
exceeding the quantity of one hundred pounds, which quantity every vessel is 
permitted to retata on board, tor the purpose of firing salutes or signals in cases of 
distress. Officers appointed by Goveroment, will take charge of the gunpowder 
immediately on ite being conveyed to the shove at Moyapore, and will deposit-it in 
the magazine.

Notices touching port charges at Calcutta, for the iuformation and guidanee of 
Owners and Commanders of vessels. ‘ 


‘ The Marine Board baving lately, under the orders of Government, been en-- 
gaged in revising the general regulations of the Marine Department, bearing on 
the shipping frequenting the port, request the particular attention of owners, 
agents, and commanders of vessels, 10 the tollawing arrangments in connection 
with ‘the charges on account of pilotage, &c., framed with a veiw to the mutual 
convenience of the Marine Department and the shipping interests. : 

First.—Connnaniers are requested, prior to puitting their vessels on arrival off 
Calcutta, to fill up and certity, or cause to be filled up and certified, a form of 
certificate shewing the actual registered tonnage, the draft of water, and whethar 
the vessel has or has not heen tugged by a steamer any part of the way, or has 
not had the use of a row-boat, which form will be furnished to the pilot, ia order 
to the bills of the vessel being correctly made out. 

Second.—Commanders are further requested, as early after their arrival as 
possible, to notify, in writting, to the Master Attendant, the name and residence of 
the reference for the payment of bis vessel's bills. ON 

‘Third. —On the receipt by the Master Attendant of the above certificate aia 
written reference for payment, a single bill will be prepared, including inward 
pilotage, light-honse duty, Movapore magazine duly, and row-boat hire, (if anv) 
which, touether with the certificate, will be forwarded to the Matine Pay Master 
for collection within filteen days of the arrival of the vessel, and having on 
it the mame and residence of the party referred to for payment, which coms 
manders ate requested to furnish to the Master Attendant in writing, as earty 
after their arrival as practicable, that that officer may more readily be enabled to 
present it. By this arrangement all the charges conoected with the vessel 
upto her ariival off Calcutta, will be embodied in one bill, instead of, as

Fourth.—1n the event of vessels docking, or being transported at the: desire of” 
the commander, it is requested that a certificate may be given by the command- 
ing officer ofthe operation having heen performed, in order to its accompanying.

Fifth.—The practice of charging for hauling to the chain moorings, for their 
monthly bire, and for hauling from the mourings in separate bills, is diseontioued, 
aud hencetorward one bill will be prepared, including the charge for hauling to 
the mourings, that for eccupying them, aod that for hanling from them ; and 
commanders are requested to give, or cause their ¢ mnianding officers to give, to 
the Master Atieniant or the Harbour Master, cenificate of the date of hauling to- 
and fram the moorings, which certificate, as before, witli accompany the Dill 
whea piesented for payment. The hire of the mooring: will be charged for the 
day on which the vessel is hauled therero, without reference to the period of the 
day ; and, in like manner, bo charze will be made for the day on which she 
hauls from her muorings, however Jate in the day she may quitthem.

Sovenih.—As, however, it frequently happens, that vessels are taking in Cargo 
or filling their water up to the last day of their departure, or that from other 
causes the bills for the’chain moorings and outward piloitage cannot be made out 
til} the eve of departure ; owners, agents and commanders are in such cases partie 
culasly requested, with a view to despatch, to cause an indivuloal to attend at the 
Bankshall and expedite the transmission of the bill and certificate to the Board 
for registry, and 10 the Pay Office for collection ; at each of which offices they 
may in auch cases depend upon the most ready and special attention. 

Eighth.—1a the event of a vessel being tugged any part of the way down by

to their agents, On receipt thereof agents are requested to make out a bill against 
the Hon’ble Company for the 4 deduction from the pildtage allowed, if tugged by 
steam, of for the row-boat hire paid,as the case may be, and to forward it, loge» 
ther with the certificate, to the Marine Board for audit and payment.

_ Ninth.—Ia cases where a vessel leaves Calcutta, avoweily intended to fill up 
cargo at some place below, the pilotage will be charged at the draft at which she 
leaves Calcutta in like manner, though at the reduced amount as if she had pro- 
ceeded to sea ; and wilh respect to the subsequent pilotage charge from the place

Tenth.-—Six sets of moorings at Diamond Harbour having been fitted specially

The Right Hon’ble the Governor-General in Council, is pleased to direct; that 
the following rules and regulations, relative to fascars and other Asiatic seamen, 
be published for general information. 


RULRS AND REGULATIONS—-Made, ordained, and published, by the Right Ho» 
norable the Governor-General of Fort William in Bengal, in Council, in pur- 
seance of an Act of Parliament of the 4th, George the 4th, c. 80, passed on the 
Sist day of Jaquary ia the year of Our Lord 1628, to be observed by masters, 
officers, and owners of ships and vessels trading under the authority of the said act, 
the crews of whicli ships and vexsels shall be whoily or in part composed of Asiatic 
sailors, Jascars, or natives of any territories, countries, islands, or places, 

‘within the limita of the charter of the United Company of Merchants of Eug- 
land trading tothe East Indies, : 

Be it ordained by the Right Honorable William Pitt Earl Amherst, Governore 
General of Fort William in Bengal, in Council, by virtue of the powers in him 
vested by the said act, that from and after the publication hereof, in the manner 

~herein-after directed, the following rules and regulations shall be observed by 
masters, officers, and owners of ships and vessels trading under the authority of 
the said act, the crews of which ships and vessel: shall be wholly or in part 
composed of Asiatic sailors, lascars or natives ofany of the territories, counties, 
islagds, or places within the limite of the charter of the said United Company, 
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whilst Gh Asiatic sailore, lascars, or natives shall be on board auch ships ot 
Vessels, and whilst absent from the countries or Places to which they shall res- 
pectively belong, and until they ehall be carried back to the places to- which they 
belong, or from whence they have been taken. : 


I. Every such ship or vessel, which sha} clear out from any port or place 
in any territory, country, or island, under :he Government of the said United 
Company, or belonging to His Majesty within~he limits atoresaid, upon any yoyage 
to the United Kingdom of Great Britain or Irelaud, or to any port ot place bey- 
ond the limits of the charter of the said United Company, ‘and every such ehip 
or vessel which shall arrive at any port or place in the said United Kingdom, and 
every such ship or vessel which having cleared out from aby port or place, in 
any territory, country, or island as aforesaid, shall asrive at any. port or place 
without the timits of the charter of the said United Company, shail be provided 
with av expert surgeon, of ability and knowledge ;and in each case before any 
such ship or vessel shall clear out from any portor place under the Government 
ofthe said United Company, or belonging to His Majesty, within the limits 
aforesaid, such surgeon shall be previously examined by the Medical Board, or 
by such medical person or persons, as shall be appointed for that purpose by. the 
Government, or principal officer of the port or place from whence such ship or 
vessel shall clear out; and no surgeon shall be deemed a fit surgeon, unless he 
shall be testified by such Medical Board, or by such other medical person or 
Pergons, to be duty qualified, and such eurgeon shall be retained and entertained 
on board such ship or vessel, during the whole voyage, (unavoidable casualties 
excepted) by and at the expence of the owner or owners. of such -ahip or vessel, 

- and shall administer such medical and eurgical aid as shall.be fequisite to the 
Asiatic sailors, Jascara, and natives on board of such ship or vessel during . 
the voyage on which such ship or vessel shalt proceed or be bound ; and every 
avch ship or vessel shail also be furnished, at the like expence, with a proper 

quantity and assortment of medicines fit for the said Asiatic sailors, lascars, and 
natives ; and it shall and may be lawful for the Government, or principal officer 
of the port or place where such ship or vessel may be, under the Government of 
the said United Company, or belonging to His Majesty, within the limits afore- 
said, and before such ship or vessel shall clear out, to afipoint any medica} person 
Or persons to examine ihe quantity, quality, and assortment of such medicines ; 
and such ship or vessel shall not be permited to clear ont from auch port of 
place as aforesaid, until the Government, or principal officer thereof, shall be 
duly satisfied, that a sufficient quantity and Proper assortment of such medicines _ 
shall have been furnished ; provided always, that if such owner or owners, mas- 
ter or other commanding officer of any such ship or vessel, which may be intend. 
ed to be cleared out from any port or place under the Government of the said 
United Company, or belonging to His Majesty, within the limits aforesaid, after 
using due diligence and reasonable and proper means iu that behalf, shall not be 
able to procure or retain an expert surgeon, duly qualified as aforesaid, and such 
owner or owners, master or other commanding officer, shall Tepresent the same ~ 
jo writing to the Government, or principal officer of the port or place where such 
ship or vessel may be, together with a true statement of the means that haves 
adopted ot employed to procure a fit surgeon as aforesaid, then it shall and may 
be lawful for the Government or principal of the port of place where such ship 
or vessel may be, on being duly satisfied that a fit surgeon cannot be procured, 
to authorize and permit such ship or vessel, by- a licence in writing, to be in 
that bebalf granted by the Secretary for the time being of such Government, ot 
by the principal officer of such ether port or place as aforesaid, to clear ont and 
Proceed onthe voyage then intended, without having such surgeon on board, any 
thing herein contained to tite contrary thereof not withstanding. coe 
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ad 
11. Thatevery such ship or vessel which shall be navigated by the proportion 
‘of British seamen,directed by the twenty-first section of the said Act of Parliament, 
that isto say, by four British seamen as part of the crew for every hundred tons of 
* the registered burthen of such ship or vessel, and soin proportion for any part of a 
hundred tons, shall be manned with oot jess than six of such Asiatic sailora,lascars, 
or natives, being men, or five men and two boys for every hundred tous of the regis 
tered burtben of such ship or vessel, and one man more for every ten tons beyond the 
last ¢vew hundred tons thereof, in addition to the said proportion of British seamen, 
and every such ship or vessel, the crew whereof shail bein part composed of such 
Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives, and which shall not be navigated by the propor. 
tion of British seamen abovementioned, but which shall, by virtue of the twen- 
-ty-second section of the said Act of Parliament, be licensed to sail and 
earry on her voyage with a less proportion of British seamen than required 
“by the said twenty-first section of the said Act of Parliament, shall be manned 
with such a proportion of such Asiatic sailors, lascars, or natives, to the regis- 
fered burthen of such ship or vessel, as is hereinafier epecified, (that is to say) 
when the number of such British seamen shall be three for every hundered tong 
of the registered burthen of such ship or vessel, and so in proportion for any 
part of a hundred tons, the number of such Asiatic saitors, jascars, or natives, 
shalt be seven men and one boy for every such hundred tons, and one man more 
for every ten beyond the last even huadred tons, in addition to the propor- 
tion of British seamen, when the number of such British seamen shall be two 
for every hundred tons, of the registered burthen of such ship or vessel, and so 
“in proportion for any part ofa hundred tons, the number of such Asiatic sailors,

lant, communigating the abaadoament of the fight at Point Palmyras, notieg is 
how given, that un the Ist day of March, 1837, a hight will be exhibited at. 
False Point on a building to be thera erected. 


The light house will «and in latitude 200 19° 25” N., and longitude 86° 48° 
8" E, During the S, W. monsoon of the year (837, the light will be exhibited 
from an cievation of about 65 feet above high water mark, and be visible in clear 
weather at a distance af about 13 miles from an elevation of 15 feet above the 
surface of the sea, 


“The light will be continned at this height untif the end of November, after 
whict it will be discontinued, in order to the removal of the lantern to the top of 
the building. Tt will subsequently, viz. on and afier the Ist March, 1838, be 
again exhibited at aa etevation,of 120 fret above high-water mark, and be then. 
visible fuom U8 to 20 miles ia clear weather from the height of 15 feet from the 
surface of the sea,

“By reWtring to Captain Maxfeld’s'chart of the sand-heads, it will be seen,

The floatihg light station, I 
af-0 make 4 miles to the northward of the situation assigned it on the chart, Im 
iekard to the longitude 1 differ considerably from the chart, 

“* My observations place the end of the esatern reef 9’ 22” and the end of 

Saugor sand 15’ 30" more westerly, which difference partly arises from the meri« 
lian of Fort William being erroneously said to be 880 28’ east of Greenwich, 
whereas, by lservationg taken at the observatory, and many Iunars reduced to 
the flag staff, give it 18% 20° 57” east. 
. “The Smail difference ia our latitude is not likely to produce much inconvee 
hience to navigation ; but the great difference in the longitude may perplex the 
navigation considerably ; for if by departing from Madras, or any other weli-deter- 
mined mesidian, with good chronometers, he is in possession of the correct longi- 
tude, and shapes his course for the Hoating light, according to the chart, in 83 
25" east, he will assuredly find himself 14 miles to the eastward of its true 
ion, and be steering to Lacam’s Channel. 

“ ‘Lhe present position of the floating light is well chosen, as eke serves both to 
max the eastern chanael, and also for deep ships to cross over the eastern reef 
by hee bearings, I beg leave to suggest, that she should not be rémoved, or 
suffered to quit her station, and cruge about, being (in her propor station,) a 
well-determiued object by which the navigator may examine his chronumeters 
aller a jong passage down the river, as well as to depart from.

The following rules, relative to the accommodation of individualMPproceeting 
to the Sand Heuds or down the river, on board any of the Hoyoruble Company's 
pilot vessels, have been sanctioned by Government, und are now published Jor 
general information, Hare 

1. Officers, civil and military, whea ordered to proceed down the river, qu:! 
public service on board a pilot vessel, are to notify the same to the Master 
Attendant, or, in his absence, to his Deputy, who is to select the vessel, with 
reference to the exigencies of the service on which such officer shall embark, 
In cases where persoos, whether public officers or priyate individuals, are de- 
sirous of proceeding on board a pilot vessel for the benef of their heaith, appli. 
cation is to be made as above, accompanied by a medical certificate, evidencing ° 
the necessity of the party proceeding to sea; when permission will be granted 
by the Muster Attendant or his Deputy, to repair on board such vessel as may 
be available. Individuals again, both in the servic? and out of it, who have ocea- 
sion to go on board a pilot vessel, for purposes unconnected with their duty of 
health, are to make application to the Marine Board, stating the purposes for 
which they desire the indulgence, and the time for which they are likely to be on 
board, The pilots are uo ao account whalever to receive on board as passengers 
any individuals unless vanctioned as above. On 

2, Individuals proceeding on board of pilot vessels, under either of the above 
circumstances, are entitled to oceupy one-haif the after accommodation, and ‘n the 
event of a greater number ‘of persons being on board, under due authonty, than 
can be accommodated in the cabin alluded to, the juniors if public servants, 
and those last permitted to go on board, if private individuals, are to have such + 
accommodation as the dining cabin affords, It is to be optional with the pilot in 
charge to allow the occupation of his half of the after accommodation to such 
individuals ; but he is on no account to demand a greater sum than eight sicca 
rupees per diem for the first fortinight, and six for every day after, Butit isto * 
be waderstood, that individuls proceeding on board, on public service, shall have 
the right of also occapying the remaining half of the after accommoilation, oa a 
remuneration being made to the pilot, in charge of the vessel, at the rates above 
specified. The payment in both the above cases, is to be exclusive of the amount 
to be given for table money, as berein-after-stated. 

3. Ibis tobe distinctly understood, that no individuals proceeding on bod 
a pilot vessels, are to be considered as possessing the slightest degice of autho- 
tity on board 5 but that the regulations now in force, relative to passengers on 
auch occasions, are to be strictly maintained. The rule is, of course, uot applicue 
ble in cases wherein, by the special order of the Government, the pilot in charge 
in sequired to place himself under the directions of any pasticular iadividual.

RULES FOR CLEARING THE RIVER HOOGHLY OF WRECKS 
AND OTHER OBSTRUCTIONS. 


1, In order to provide for clearing the bed of the river of all anehors that 
have been lost in. its channels and anchoring stations, and for the recovery 
anil removal of every description of wreck deposited therein, it shall be the duty 
of the Master Attendant, to employ in the most efficient manner practicable, 
under the official superintendence of the Marine Board, the means placed by 
Government at the disposal of that officer, for the purposes specified. 

2. All recovered anchors, grapnels, and wrecks of every description, shall ba. 
handed as soon aa maythe practicable, in the same state in which they are 

Tecaveict. — Articles belonging to the Hon’ble Company, are to be de- 
posited. ia the Rankshall premises, and immediately after their being s0 
deposited, a full and accurate deseription shatl be taken of the articles for 
registry, specifying whether the articles are of a perishable nature or not; place 
where, aod date when found; and euch other information as may be at all 
calculated to enable owners to identify their property. A distinguishing mark is 
io be placed on the anchor or other thing so recovered, with white paint, 
when the article will admit of it, the mark expressing the year in which it wag 
recovered, and its number in the register of that year; when the article will not 
adinit of being marked with white p: it is to be in some other manner suffi- 

* ciently identified, sa as to connect it with its particular item in the registry, 

3. The above information isto be regularly entered into books of regisiry, to 
be kept for that purpose atthe Master Attendant’s office, which books shall be 
always open for public inspection, during the hours of business: a copy of this 
registry, shall he sent weekly, under the Signature of the Master Attendant, to the 
Marine Board, who will cause a list of tke recovered articles, with all the 
necessary information, to be huog up inthe Exckunge Rooms, for the information 
of the public. 

4. Inthe event of the right of property being proved to the sati-faction of the 
Master Atlendant, or in case of dispn'e. to the satisfaction of the Marine Board, 
such property shall be valued by Mesers, Mackenzie, Lyall and Co., or the 
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proprietors of the Exchange, subject to arbitration ; if the value fixed by them 
should be objected to either by the Master Attedfiant on the part of Goverament 
or by the owner, When the valuation shall have been fixed, the Master ARendaar. 
shal} make out a bill for salvage, rated according to the place of recovery 3 viz, 
#4. of the value of articles recovered above Fultah ; 40 per cent. on articles re- 
covered between Fultah and Culpee ; 50 per cent. on articles recovered between 
Culpee and Saugor ; and 65 per cent, on articles recovered below Saugor, with 
interest on the amount of salvage, calculated from the date of recovery at the 
rate of six per cent, per anmum, the salvage to be calculated on the value Gxed 
by Messrs Mackenzie, Lyall and Co. as above directed. The bill is to be sent 
to the Marine Board for registry ; it is then to be passed to the Marine Pay Master 
for collection, on the production of whose receipt to the Master Atiendant, twat 
officer will delwer up the anchor or wreck identified. uk 

5. All perishable property shall, if unctaimed, be sold by public auction, by- 
Messrs. Mackenzie, Lyall and Co., three months after its recovery ; unless they, 
in conjunction with the Master Attendant, consider it for the interest of yhe owners 
that it should be sooner disposed of. In like manner, all uon-perishable proper- 
ty shall be soll at quarterly public sales twelve months after recovery. - On te« 
ceipt of the net proceeds, salvage, as directed in article 4th, shall be deductéd 
therefrom, to the credit of the “ wreck and anchor concern,” and the balance bi 
deposited in the General Treasury for payment, without interest, to parties at an. 
time subsequently establishing their right thereto, 

6. In cases where ships may have parted from their auchors, or other property 
Have been lost or wrecked, and information of the same is immediately communi. 
cated by the owners or commanders, to the Master Attendant, the requisite as- 
sistance is to be afforded without delay, and the anchors, &c. when recovered, 
are to be delivered to the owners, on security given for payment, at the rate of 
three rupees per ewt. for anchors, or similar property; any other description of” 
property so recovered, is to be delivered, on payment of one-half the amount of 
salvage, referred to in 4th paragraph, accor’ing to the place from whence the 
property is recovered. The valuation thereof to be made by Messrs, Mackenzie, 
Lyall and Co,, subject, as before, to arbitration. If the owners or commanders 
possess suitabie means for recovering their owa anchors or olher lost or wrecked 
Property, within 48 hours afler they have been parted from or lost, and declirie 
Teceising assistance, the interference of the Master Attendant is then ferbiiven;. 
but, should they fait to remove the obstructions within that period, (untess it 
shall be extended under the sanction of the Marine Board,) the Master Atten- 
dant is authorized to effect the object Limself; and all such anchors or property, 
when recovered, shall be subject to the prescribed charge of salvage in the 
article 4. : : 

7. Should any anchors or other property, not their own, be recovered by 
owners or commanders of ships, when weighing or recovering their own anchors, 
they shall be delivered to the Master Attendant, in the state in which they may 
have been found, with every thing aitached to then, and be registered in the 
same way, as if they bad been recovered in the first instance by the Master 
Attendant. In thiscase, however, the parties so recovering wrecked property, 
shail be entitled to one-half the amount of salvage. 

8. ‘The above rules are not to be construed to extend to the case of any 
ship or vessel being wrecked in any part of the river. In such case the Master 
Attendant shall, on the requisition ot the parties concerned, afford every 
practicable assistance for recovering the said ship or vessel, her stores or cargo; 
aod such a claim or compensation in the nature of salvage, shall be preferred 
by the Marine Board, as to them, under ali the cireumstances of the case, shall 
appear reasonable ; should, however, the parties concerned decline the assis 
tance of the Master Altendaat, theie operations shail net be interfered with, 
unless by their negligence the aavigation of the siver should become labile to 
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continued obstruction from the accident. In this case, a3 before, the Master 
Attendant is to adopt all the necessary measures to remove it,

REPORT ON KYOUK PHYOO HARBOUR. 

Between the North end of Ramree Island and several small islands to the northe 

- ward of it,gthere is a passage leading te the eastward; it alfurds a safe and 

~ommodious harbour for ships of (he largest class: —The harbour is named Kyouk 

“Pbyao, trom a village which is on the N. W. partof-Ramree, aud may be 

interpreted white stone harbour. Commodore Sir John Hayes was the first who 

brought this harbour to the notice of Government, having visited it with part of 
the flotilia, in 1826. fe 

‘The-ngress and egress ate easy, during the day, but not so by night, for besides 
the dangers that are immediately abaut the entrance of the harboar, the Terrible 
socks, that are about ten miles to the westward of the Saddle Istand being low, 
and some of them below the surface, make it very hazardous to run for harbour at 

‘such a time, aud should Kyouk Phyoo become a place of great resort, a light of 
some sort will be indispensable. On the northern rock of the Terribles would be the 
* most advantageous position for a light; but, 1 apprehand, the top will not afford 
sufficient space for a house, although it would ouly be necessary ta erect a small 
one, as all that e ship could require, would be to know the position of the 
‘Terribles, and from thence bow to direct her course towards the Pagada-Rock > 
for 1 consider that, having passed the north end of Saddle Island, a ship 
‘will find the water smooth enough to anchor until morning. The Terrible Rocks 
are bigh enough to be ldiscerned during day-light, at five or six miles from 
a vessel’s deck of 12 feet high, and therefore any beacon placed on them to 
direct ships at that time is unnecessary. ; 

The Harbour of Kyouk Phyoo is superior to Akyab, on account of ite easy access 
at all seasons uf the year, and the ease with which a ship ean quit during the S.. W. 
maxcoop ; whereas the mouth of the Ariacan river is environed by a shallow bar, 

Gnd ships must choose moderate weather to put to sea. . 

‘The tides in Kyouk Phyoo are very moderate, as it is only for three or four days 
on the springs that their velocity is between two and three miles per hour, The rise 
and fall of the water is between eleven and twelve feet, and it is high-water at full 
and change at nine hours. * 

* ‘The depth in some parts of Kyouk Phyoo harbouris inconveniently great, being 
30 and 40 fathoms ; butafter getting to ihe eastward of the flag-staff point, there 
is a level anchoring ground wilh from 12 to 9 fathoms all over it. 

The most convenient anchorage is with the flag staff bearing from W. by N. to 
W.N. W. distantabout half or three quarters of amile, in 10 Yathoms at low water. 
A ship will then be about a quarter ot a mile off the flat which lines the Ramree 
shore, and her communication with the shore, be quick. The flat extends about 
250 yards off in some parts, and dries at low spring tides with 5 or 6 fathoms: close 
to its edge. By anchoring nearer to the flag-staff, you will feel the eddies from 
the point and be unsteady. 

About one and three quarter mile to the south east from the flag-staff, there is an 
inlet which branches off into several small creeks, running tothe southward and 
westward, the inlets shallow atits entrance, not having more than 1 or 2 fathoms 
water, but it is deeper within, and a ship of three or four hundred tous may warp 
inio its but from the mangroves and swampy ground about the creek, tis an

are rocky and covered with jungle, 

‘The narth point of Ramree, where the caatonment stands, appearago be a dry. 
and sandy soil ; but from Prospect Hill I saw much jungle and swampy ground _ 
to the southward, which must affect the salubrity of the place. His Majesty's. ships 
Satellite, with a view to trying the climate of Kyook Phyoo, remained in the 
harbour all June, July and August ; it may be questioned, if such a trail ie 
conclusive, since the height of the rains is not the sickly season ; and every ship 
that may visit the port is not likely to be so well boused over, aod the crew 
cnrefally preseved from exposure, 

The coast of Arracan is generally unhealthy, as fevers prevail in some degree’ 
thoughout the year. Kyouk Phyoo is, L believe, one of the most healihy parts 
of the coast, but not exempted from the consequences of the monsoon breaking* 
upig the neighbourhood of the Sunderbuns 3 therefore September and Octoher will 
be fouod lese healthy than at other seusgus. Judging of the weather we -” 
experienced ia February, | am of opinion, that convalescents from Caleutta, 
would find benefit by a visit to Kyouk Phyoo from the begianing. of January. 
to the middle of April, at which time there is “a fine sea breeze blowing daily 
-from about 19 a.m. umil 9 or 10 pr. mt. The weather is dry, and mornings - 

clear, and free of the heavey fogs to which Akyab is subject. ‘ 

‘The water is good alihough procured at wells, and pouliry and fish are 
plentiful. Vegetables, from the place being so recenily settled, are not so: we 
obtanel some of the Ruropean kind fiom the garlens, which were good. The 
cattle are of a good size, and without doubt good beef might be had if they 
were taken care of. : . 

‘The narrowest part of the harbour is from the Ramiee shore to the south 
point of Direction Island, where it ix 3,060 yards wide ; and it is thereabouty=* 
that the Reliance Rock is situated, at 1,200 yards from the Ramree shore, and 
1900 yards from the south point of Direction Island. The rock bears from the 
flag staff, N. 549 4’ W. distant 2150 yards and the northern outer buoy of the 
Entrance ts on the same line of bearings, but is 5,570 yards from the flag-staff, 
The southern outer buoy, which is close to the reef that environs the N, Wi" 
pontial Ramree, bears N. 760 18” W. ; from the flag-staf, distant 4,120 yards, 
‘The distance between the two onter buoys is 1-15 geographical mile, which is the 
width of the channel into the harbour, 

The depth on the top of the Reliance Rock at low wateris ] } fathom, and it 
is so sharp, that the lead will not lay ont. Arabout 100 yards to the south of the 
rock the depth is 5 fathoms, depending to 14 in mid channel towards Kamree,

Extract from the Proceedings of the Right Honorable the Governor-General in 
is Council, under date the 20th August, 1813. 


1.—As the most natural distribution of Clerical duties seems to be that of 
alternate weekly attendance, the Presidency Chaplains are directed, each in 
their turn, to perform all the surplice duties at the Church and Burying 
Groued, during one whole week.* 

2.—That the Fees paid on account of Interment (as detailed at the con- 
clusion of these Rules) be established into a Fund, to be collected as hereto- 
fore, by the Clerk of the Select Vestry, who is required to present his accounts 
of this Fund to the Select Vestry at their Monthly Meeting; when an 2qual 
distribution is to be made to the Chaplains, as a part of‘ tit ordinary business 
of the Meeting. 

3.—With respect to the Fees arising from Marriages and Christenings, as 
in a Settlement like Calcutta, the rates cannot conveniently be defined, but 
must be left discretionary with Individuals, they are to be according to the 
present practice received by the Clergyman himself, and not constituted into a 
Fund, with a view to avoid the embarrassment which might arise, by the - 
Clergyman having to return Monies from time to time to the Clerk, and by 
dhis having to keep accounts current between them. 

4,—As occasions of interruption may occur to the regularity of ‘his 
arrangement, when Individuals from a regard to friendship, or the ties of 
consanguinity, or other cause, incline more to one Chaplain than to the other, 
it appears but proper that these feelings should be indulged. The regular 
Chaplain of the week is consequently on these occasions to give way, and exp:ct 
no account from his colleague, of the emoluments counected with such spedal 
“calle; excepting in the case of Burials. The accommodation is mutual, andin 
his ows turn he will reap the benefit of it. 

5.-~As other interruptions also to the weekly arrangement may arise from.

RULES AND ORDERS, 

By @ Proclamation of Government, dated the 29th October, 1819, the 
court is composed of four { omnissioners and the Jurisdiction is extended to 
sums of 400 rupees, By Re-ulation XXVIL of December 16th 1839, the 
Commissioner’ jurisdiction is extended over the ‘Twenty four Pergunnahs, 
Every Plaintiff who puts a defeudant into Jail in execution, is required to 
lodge with the keeper. of the Jail, or his Deputy, within three days 
after the commitment, diet-money for one month, at the rate of one auna 
and six pie per day, and so on for every succeeding month, duting which 
he may be detained, and on failure of such lodgment, the defendant is released, 

2 
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Every Prisoner confined in excution, is entitled to his discharge at the 
expiration of one month from the date of his commitment, ‘if the debt and 
costs for which he is confined do not exceed sicca rupees ten. a 

lf they exceed ten, and do not exceed fifty, at the expiration of four 
months. 

If ubove fifty, and not exceeding two hundred rupees, eight months, 
and for ali sums above two hundred rupees, one year. 

‘The property of such defendants however, is liable to seizure, until the 
debt and costs, and the diet which have been paid them while in jail, is 
satisfied. 

‘The Court sits daily, at 10 o'clock A. M. and all summonses, both English 
and Bengallee, are returnable seven days from the date of their being entered 


in Court. ; : : 
No person shail pay into Court any sum of money either as costs or in 


performance of a Decree or Jadeyment of the Court, or in compliance with 
any order of Court or on any other account whatever without a receipt for 
the same uuder the Signature of the Clerk of Court. Should any such pay: 
vent be made without such receipt having been had and obtained, te sume 
shall not be deemed or considered as a payment into Court, but heldas if no 
such payment had ever been made. 








POLICE OFFICE. 
ASSESSMENT DEPARTMENT. 


A Tax of 5 per cent. per annum, on the rent, is levied quarterly by the 
Collector of Assessment on ail dwelling honses or tenements in Calcutta. 

The reat of houses occupied hy the Proprietors is estimated at the rent 
similar honseg of the nei: hbourbood are let for. 

No tax is levied on empty houses, the same being duly reported to ‘the 
Collector within seven days of being vacated. 

Public religious edifices are exempt from the payment of tax, 

The assessment on all premises is taken on the rents already Rnown. 
When rents fall, or the vaine decreases from any cause, parties may petition 
the Justices of the Peace, through the Clerk of the Peace, when after exami- 
nation their cases will be taken into consideration, In assessing new premises, —~ 
the assessor will serve on the proprietor # printed notice, specifying the rate 
at which the tax will be levied; should this appear to the owner~excessive, 
he can, as in the above case, send lo the Clerk of the Peace a petition, stating 
his objections, when his case will be brought forward and heard? Should no 
objection be made, the rate named by the assessor will be fixed. Nessions ere 
held quarterly for hearing all objections as to rent, and any alteration made in 
session, whether of increase or decrease, will take place from the commence-— 
ment of the next quarter, and will not have any retrospective effect nor will 
the alteration break in upon a quarter. 

When the property is occupied by huts, built by the tenants, besides the 
real amount of ground rent reccived by the proprietor, & valuatioa on the huts 
is also made, and the owner is assessed for both the ground rent and the value 
of the luts ; he on his part may leavy the tax, or the difference between the 
grovnd rent ard the valuation, from his tenants. . 

On the sale or purchase of property, the purchaser should see that all 
palances ure adjusted and propritors should be careful to notify to the asses- 
sors that such change has taken place, the assessor on being satisfied of the 
correctness of such information will, during the next session, insert the name 
of the new proprietor in the assessment book, after which the bi will be 
issued in the name of the purchaser. ; 

~ Phe tax is collected quarterly, 4nd incase of refusal or evasion of pay 
ment, the Collector may levy the same by distress of property of the occupier 
or proprietor. Parties often think it sufficient to intimate a fall in their 
rental to the Collector, but this is of no avail, for the notice of occupation in 
which it is generally inserted, is obliged to be kept in his office, whilst the 
notice of reduction should be made to the Clerk of the Peace, if with the 
view to having it rated accordingly. eS

REGULATIONS FOR THE AGRICULTURAL AND HORTI. 
CULTURAL SOCIETY OF INDIA, 
Sanctioned at a general meeting, held at the Town Hall, Caleutta, 

c March, 14th, 1838. 

Arr. 1.—-The promotion and improvement of the Agriculture and Horticulture 
of India, constitute the objects of the society : 

Art. 2.—Geatlemen of every nation shall be eligible as members of the 
aociety, : 

Ant. 3.—Candidates for admission as ordinary members, shall be proposed by 

two members, at a general meeting, and baliotted for at the succeeding, when a 
majority of voles will determine the election. : 
. Ant, 4.—Honorary Members shall be persons eminent for their knowledge of 
or eticouragement given to Agriculture or Horticulture, or for services rendered 
to the society, They are to be proposed and ballotted for as ordinary Members, 
but twosthirds of the votes are to determine their election, Ordinary members 
who may peculiarly distinguish themselves in the advancement of the objects of 
the society, shall, on their finally quitting India, be eligible as honorary members, 
but must be balotted for as above. 

Aut, 5.—Ordinary members are to pay an admission fee of 8 Rs., and the 
same sum quarterly, in advance, so long as they continue resident in Endia, Et 
shall be opticnal for any member to compound for the quarterly contributions, by 
the payment of 400 Rs. to the funds of the society.

1. Te encourage the general adoption of the system of teady-money pays 
ments, which prevails in all other parts of the world, and which enables trades- 
men to sell at lower rates than those of Calcutta can afford to do, from the 
prevaleoce of the ruinous system of indiscriminate credit, which has obtained 
for many years, to the serious injury of the tradesmen, and the manifest disadvane 
tage of the public. 

2, Te define the terms of credit, when credit is allowed, and to prescribe 
measures calculated to eusuré payment, and guard against future loss when the 
terms of credit ave violated. : 

3. To encourage a friendly communication amongst persons engaged in busi- 
ness in Calcutta, especially on subjects involving their common intereata ; am ab- 
Ject which appears to have been hitherto neglected. 
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IV. The officers of the Trade Association are the Master, *Past Mastere, 
Senior Warden, Junior Warden, Treasurer, Secretary, Auditors, Counsel aod

V+ The Master to be elected from the Past Masters and those members who 
have served, or may be serving, the offices of Wardens. All other office bear- 
ers to be elected from the members generally. .

SECTION IV. 


General Regulations. 


Arr. 27, The Bengal Military Fund is to be administered by a President 
and twelve Directors, to be chosen annually, on of about the 15th January, by 
Fgeneral meeting of all subscribers who may be present at the presidency.

The Directors who 
shall be found duly etected, shall then choose their president from among them= 
selves. The precise day and place of meeting shall be notified by the President, 
in the Calcutta Gazette, at least two calendar months before hand, 


Ant, 28, Atthe annual meetings the accounts of the fund and Proceedings 
of the Directors for the past year, shall be laid before the meeting, for inspection 
and approval by the snbseribers present, who were not of the direction ; after 
wiich, the meetiag at large will proceed to choose Directors for the ensuing 
twelve months. The accounts to be published for general information, 


“ Arr, 29. The Directors of the past year are eligible to be re-elected, 


Arr. 30. Ail subscribers, who may have contributed to the fund by paying . 
donations and subscriptions in their respeetive ranks, dwring six continyed months. 
before any meeting, ave*entiled to attend to examine the accounts and proceed» 
ings, and ta vote lor Directors. . : 


Aur, 31. In the eventof a vacancy in the office of Director oecurring in the 
intermediate period between two annual meetings, the Directors may choose a 
successor from amongst the subscribers at the presidency, who may be eligible to

Art. 35. The Directors of the fund wil! bold regular monthly meetings ; but 
mo ineeting of the Directors, consisting of a smalier number than five, shall be 
competent to the transaction of business ; aud it will rest with any Director, .ee 
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with the Secretary, to represent the occurrence ofsuch necessity to the President, 
who will convene a special meeting within ten days from the «date of his receiving 
the application ; but uo special meeting sball be calied with the view of reconsi- 
dering resolutions which may have been already adopted by a former meeting of 
Directors, unless at the requisition of a number of Directors greater than that 
which attended such meeting. 

Ant. 36. The Secretary will invariably lay before the Directors, either at 
the regular or apecial meetings, all letters that may have been received by him 
since the last meeting. Minutes of the proceedings of ail meetings will be recorded 
and authenticated by the signatures of the Directors present; the Secretary will alsu 
‘submit to the Directers who attended, drafts of allthe letters which in those 

"meetings he may have been desired to write, Lettere demanding an immediate 
answers, when such may be of ao ordinaty nature, may be replied to by the Sé- 
crejary, without waiting for ameetiog of the Directors ; but every letter proposed 
to be dispatched by the Secretary, must previously receive the special sanction of 
one Director, signified by his initail to the drafts, which will be sent to him for 
eonsideration. ~— 

Arr, 37. The Secretery will keep the set of books in use in the Military 
Widow’s Fund, under instructions which he may receive from time to time froin 
the Ditectors of the fund. 4 

Anr. 38. The books and correspondence of the fund shall be at all times open . 
to the inspection of subscribers. 

Arr. 39, When any new regulation shail appear to the Directors to be ad- 
visable, such regulation shall be circulated ta corps for consideration, and the 
affirmativé or negative of the majority of individual votes ( to be ascertained at 
the expiration of four months ) shall decide its adoption or rejection. 


Avr. 40. Ifany subscriber or claimant on the fund shall be desirous to ap~ 

from: the decision of the Directors to that of the subscribers at large, upon: 
any subject which may not be specifically defined by the regulations, such appeal,” 
provided it be approved by three Directors, shall be referred by the Directors, 
and decided upon in. the manner prescribed in the preceding article, and the des 
cision on such appeal, or that of the Directors in cases not appralable, shall be 
final in allcases whatever ; any further agitation of the question by @ process of 
Law or otherwise, being deemed in itself to be an absolute forteiture‘ot all clam 
on the fund. s 

Aant.41, When a reference shall be made to the subscribers at large, respect- 
ing either a proposed regulation, or an appeal, the result of such reference shall be 
communicated to corps for the information of subscribers. 

Ant: 42. Generally all payments due from the fund are to be made half-yearly 
in England, and monthly in India ; but in cases when pensioners or claimants on 
the fund are about to embark for Europe, all arrears are to be paid up to the latest 
date practicable. 

Arr. 43. Any arrear which may be due to the fand by a aubseriber, ot by an 
annuitant who may have received an overpayment, loan or advance, shall in all 
cases be deducted from the first payments to be made from the fund 10 the person 
owing such arrear, 

Ant. 44, All income derived from the Bengal Military Fund, is declared to be 
unalienable, and the fact of attempting the aliention:of such income in any mane - 
ner, orunder any pretence, shall be deemed in itself a forfeiture of all future be- 
nefits from the fund. - : 

Anr. 45, Ha subscriber who may be dismissed from the service, by a Coury 
Martial or otherwise, shall afterwards be restored to the service, he shall be re 
admissible to the fund on payment of the arrear that may have accumulated, with. 
compound interest thereon, in the same manner as if he had suffared only tempo . 
Tary suspension, : 
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Any, 46, All property belonging to the Military Fund at any period, shall 
* be invariably vested in the Honourable Company's securities, with exception of 
a small balance to meet current expences, and monthly ;ensions. 

Art, 47. ‘Tha business of the fand in Europe, shali be conducted through the 
agency of Messrs. Cockerell and Co,, who will from time to time receive the 
necessary instructions for their guidance and to whom such applications will be 
preferred as cannot with equal convenience be submitied to the Direc.ors of the 
fund in Lodiay.

Regulations of a General Military Fund, for the benefit of widows and children of 
deceased officers in His Majesty's Service in India, established in 1820, 
* and revised in 1827. ‘“ 





Under the protection and countenance of the Most Noble the Marquess of 
Hastings, Commander-in- Chief in India, the above named fund was established 
in the year 1820, for the purpose ot sending home, in comlort and respectability, 
the families of deceased officers in his Majesty's regiments serving in’ India, who 
may have been left destitute ; and of preventing the painful and degrading prac- 
tice of appealing to the public for subscriptions on such occasions ; aud alo, of 
providing relief in such cases as may require it, until they can be conveniently 
sent home. 

It having since heen found advisable to make some alteration in thef rules 
and regulations then established, the following revised regulations, passed with 
the general consent of the officers of the army, have been approved of by his 
Excellency the Right Honorable Viscount Combermere, Commander-ia-Chief in 
India, who has been pleased to become patron to the institution.

With a view to guard against any misapprehension that might be entertained 
regarding the peculiar object of the General Bengal Military Bank, established 
bby general orders of the 23d December last, the most noble the Governor-Ge- 
aeral ia Council is pleased to notify, that the Bank having been instituted for the 
purpose of affording officers 2 ready mode of remitting and accumulating portions 
of their allowances, it is not intended that it should receive large sums of money 
already possessed by individuals ; such an extension of (he concerns of the Bahk 
being inconsistent with the plan and spirit of the institution 

His Lardship in Couacil is further pleased to annouce, that the 5th clause of the 
regulations of the Military Bank, is equally applicable to Native as to European 
regiments ; and that in any case where the Native officers and men of a regiment 
or batiation, may form a regimental Savings’ Bank, under the authority of their 
Commanding Officers, the same facilities of remittance, through the Paymaster of 
the division, are to be afforded to them, and their sggtegate remittances carried 
to account iv the same manner as those of an European regiment. 

Subaiars and Jemsdars are also authorized to remit apy sum of money not leas 
than ten sicca rupees, and without fractions, to the Mihtary Bank in Calcutts, 
jn their own name, through the officer commanding their company.

Bengal Savings’ Bank. 


Fort Witttas, Frvancrat. Darantwent, sae Tra Oct. 1833, 


The right honorable the GovernareGeneral in Council, directs that the 
following rules of a Savings’ Bank, established in Calcutta under the guaraniee 
and responsibility of Government, be published for general information :— 

1, The Bank to be denominated “ ‘The Goverament Savings’ Bank,’”” 

2.  Allclasses, British and native, may invest their savings ia the Government 
Savings’ Bank. 

3. The return of the exact sum deposited, together with the interest due 
thereon atthe undermentioned rate, is secured to the depositor under guarantee 
of the Supreme Government.

Rule 7th,—The Library shalt be daily open, (Sundays and the space of seven 
days immediately preceding the annual meeting of proprietors and subscribers in 
each year only excepted ) from sunrise till sunset, 

Rule 8th.—Any proprietor or Ist, 2d or 3d class subscriber, shall be entitled 
to have delivered to him or to his written otder, books from the Library, if he 
provide a suitable bag or box for the secure conveyance of such buoks. 

Rule 9th.—No proprietors or Ist class subscribers, shall be entitled tohave 
out of the Library, at any one time, more than two sets of works and one periogscal, 
nor any 2i class subscriber more than one set of works aud one periadical, norjany 
3d class subscriber more than one set of buoks other thao new publications or 
periodicals, without special leave of the Curators, 

Rule 10th.—Any works comprised in one volume, and in general the works

« Weekly Newspaper, in January, 1795. It was originally printed on small 
folio sheeta, and published every Tuesday morning, with supptements, as oc- 
casion required, during the week: subsequently, the day of its publication was 
ehanged to Saturday, and eventually it became a daily Paper. —_ 


‘The first vender of the daily Hurkaru (being likewise the first paity Paper 
ever published in India) appeared on the 29th April, 1819, printed“ba a single 
quarto sheet, which was then judged the utmost that could be got up daily at 
an Indian Press. Very soon, however, a second sheet was considered neces- 
sary and means were found to publish it; and on the Ist July, 1821, a third 
sheet was added, aud the materiel upon which it was printed changed from 
Bengal medium to good Europe royal paper—the first ever used for an Indian 
Newspaper. Quarto, and even small folio, sheets, having, however, been 
found, by experience, unsuited to the purposes of a daily paper, on the let 
February, 1824, it was printed on a royal folio sheet, and so continued wotil 
Jat Janvary, 1834, when it assumed its present imperial size. 

The interests and resources of several Calcutta journals have, from time to 
time, merged in the BencaL Horkanu, and it received an important accession 
on,the lst October, 1834, when the oldeat Newspaper in India, with all its 
stock, having been sold by public auction, was unitedtothe Hurkaru Press, 


The BencaL Hurkarw is delivered free of expense, every morning, by the 
poons of the establishment, throaghout Calcutta aad its envirens, including Russa- 
pugla, Garden Reachy.Seebpore, Howrah, Suikea, Cossipore, Dum-Dim, 
Barrackpore, Serampore, Chandernagore, Chinswrah, and Hoogly.
